Mr. Brown’s Funeral 


Old neighbors and business acquain¬ 
tances, together with delegations from 
the Watertown post of the G. A. R. and 
Sous oi Veterans gathered Sunday af¬ 
ternoon to pay their last tribute to the 
late Frank A. Brown at his home on El¬ 
liot street, Watertown. The casket, drap¬ 
ed witji the American flag, lay in the 
midst of many lloral offerings. The ser¬ 
vices were conducted by Mr. Brown's 
former pastor. Rev. Perry Bush, of the 
Chelsea Universalist Church, who spoke 
impressively of the integrity of itis char¬ 
acter, his courageous service in the Civil 
War and of the loveable nature which 
was manifest in his relations with 
friends and family. The hymns “Some 
Bright Day” and "Nearer, my God, to 
Thee,” were sung by a soloist. The in¬ 
terment was in the old Camfiridee cem¬ 
etery, a detachment from the Sons of 
Veterans acting as pall bearers. 

Mr. Brown was formerly prominent in 
the Boston furniture trade, with which 
he was identified nearly forty years. He 
was horn in Boston, June 1, 1839, and 
was a son of Francis and Elizabeth 
( Herman) Brown. Of a large family of 
brothers and sisters there are surviving 
two brothers, Charles Jameson Brown 
of Newton and IJcrman M. Brown of 
New York, and three sisters, Mrs. Mar¬ 
tha Smith and Mrs. Charles Black of 
Chelsea and Mrs. William Livingstone 
of Brooklyn. The brother Herman M. 
Brown, known professionally as Harry 
Brown, lias long been a successful op¬ 
era singer, having been a member of 
"The Bostonians”, in which lie was nn- 
derstudv for Henry C. Barnahec. 

Mr. Brown’s education was received 
in the puh'ic schools of Chelsea. He en¬ 
tered the Suffolk Bank as a clerk at the 
age of 13. where he remained ten years, 
or until 1862, when he enlisted as a pri¬ 
vate in Company G. Fortieth Massachu¬ 
setts Infantry, serving for three years in 
the armies of the Potomac and the 
fames and the Department of Florida 
He was in every battle and in four 
sieges in which his regiment participat 
ed. never lost a day’s duty and left the 
army with the rank of lieutenant. 

Returning to Boston in 1864 he be¬ 
came bookkeeper for Woodbury & Gray, 


furniture manufacturers, and remained 
with them three years. For a year he 
was salesman for another furniture 
house and in 1869 he formed a partner¬ 
ship with Arthur McArthur, under the 
firm name of McArthur & Brown, to 
carry on the manufacture of parlor fur 
uiturc. Mr. McArthur left the firm in 
1872, giving un business temporarily on 
account of health and Mr. Brown con¬ 
tinued the business until about six years 
agy. From 1891 his son-in-law Fred S. 
Belding was associated with him, the 
firm name being F, A. Brown & Co. Mr. 
Brown was at one time treasurer of the 
Boston Furniture Club and was ao ac¬ 
tive member of the New England Furni¬ 
ture Exchange. 

Mr. Brown was married in 1860 to 
Miss Mary E. Lewis of Chelsea, who 
survives him, as well as one daughter, 
Mrs. Fred S. Belding of Newton, and 
three grandchildren, Frank O., Chester 
•nd M-irion Belding. In 1888 Mr. and 
Mrs. Brown moved from Chelsea to 
Newton, making their home until re¬ 
cently in the house at the corner of 
Charlcsbank road and Russell Hoard 
formerly owned by Henry Lemon. His 
life was’ devoted largely to his home and 
familv. but his memory will long be 
cherished by the circle of neighbors and 
associates who enjoyed his friendship.

A Protest 


To the Editor: 

1 beg the use of your columns to utter 
a protest against the discourtesy of peo¬ 
ple who interrupt funeral services by 
coining late. 

The prevailing custom is to hold such 
services at the house. In almost every 
instance the officiating clergyman is re¬ 
quired to conduct the service in the hall 
with his back to the front door. Under 
such conditions, the scripture reading, 
address, or prayer must be suspended 
while the belated friend opens the door 
and finds a seat. The general annoyance 
thus caused is obvious. To be late at any 
public gathering is bad manners. At a 
funeral it is something worse. Moreover 
there is no adequate excuse for it. The 
hour of service is published in the daily 
papers, and every one knows, or ought 
to know, at what time to arrive. 

Even the best of intentions or the most 
unexpected delays furnish no justifica¬ 
tion for disturbing the service. If one 
does find himself Tate, then, respect for 
the proprieties of the occasion ought to 
constrain him to remain outside, or at 
least not to enter by the front door. I 
am not basing my complaint on one or 
two occasions. The offense is so fre¬ 


quent that it seems to have become cus¬ 
tomary, and even the offenders them¬ 
selves break in upon the solemnities ot 
the hear, apparently unconscious that 
thev arc doing anything open to censure. 

It certainly offers another reason for 
holding these services in the church, 
where such persons can come lafe with 
the minimum degree of annoyance to 
others. 

In cither case, however, it is an evil, 
and to the abatement thereof I invite the 
cooperation of the public.

Police Paragraphs 

As a result of a running fight with a 
knife, screwdriver and other weapons I 
which occurred Tuesday night before 1 
five Italians in Nonanttun, John Petrone 
aged about 40, living on Adams street, 
was sentenced to 40 days in the house of 
correction. He was convicted of assault 
and battery on Allesandrio Lupo. This 
was the second time within a few weeks 
that the troubles of these two have 
been aired in the police court. 

Both are employed as shoemakers.

Lupo said he finally started out for a 
policeman, when Petrone unexpectedly 
jumped at him from a hiding place back 
of a post. Lupo asserted bis usailant 
was armed with a knife and screwdriver. 
He showed his clothing which was torn, 
he said, by Petrone’s furious attacks 
with the screwdriver. 

Lupo testified his three boarders rush¬ 
ed out of the shop to his rescue. They 
attacked Petrone so strenuously that lie 
beat a retreat. Petrone then went to 
I.upo’s house, the latter told ilic court, 
and broke in some of the windows, 
frightened his wife and stole several pil¬ 
lows. The three boarders corroborated 
this testimony. 

Petrone was called to the stand. He 
asserted lie had merely gone to the shop 
to have a friendly discussion of the 
strained relations between l.upo and 
himself, and that the shoemaker's com¬ 
panions chased him out of the building 
ami attacked him. Petrone asserted that 
he carried no knife.

A Conference of Civics Committees 
of the Federated Clubs was held on 
Friday, Jan. 25 at Perkins Hall, Boston. 
Miss Emily C. Fisher, chairman of the 
Civics Committee of the State Federa¬ 
tion, presided. Mrs. Susan A. Weeks 
of the Woman's Club of Everett pre¬ 
sented the subject of Stamp Savings 
Societies and told of the work done by 
her club in this direction. The object, 
she said, is to cultivate the habit of 
thrift among the children and to pro¬ 
mote among them the habit of saving, 
however small may he the amount. 
These habits arc encourgacd for the sake 
of starting a permanent batik account 
anti for the purpose of saving for some 
special object. Forty-nine clubs in the 
state have introduced Stamp Savings 
into the public schools. In Everett 
where they have had a great success five 
thousand seven hundred dollars' worth 
ot stamps were sold hist year and there 
are at present over 200 permanent bank 
accounts. Two thousand dollars' worth 
of stamps have been already sold this 
year. They placed with each public 
school teacher $3 in stamps. The chil¬ 
dren arc given books or cards to hold 
their stamps as they buy them. When 
they have saved $3 in stamps the Sav¬ 
ings Hank takes them on deposit and 
thus a permanent account is started. The 
expense to a club in starling this work 
is the first cost of the stamps and send¬ 
ing out circulars to explain to parents 
the object of the scheme and need not 
he over $100. This is much less when a 
club uses tile stamps of the Boston 
Stamp Savings Society rather than 
stamps of their own. To follow this 
latter method it is necessary that a club 
become incorporated. In Everett the 
superintendent of schools lias been much 
interested ill the project and lias acted 
as assistant treasurer and done a large 
amount of the work. No interest is 
paid the children until they have the 
permanent bank account, so the club has 
the benefit of the interest on the money 
which is used for carrying on the work. 
Mrs. Weeks enumerated many objects 
for which the children had saved their 
money, but by far the largest amount 
has gone into permanent bank accounts. 
She mentioned one little fellow who was 
much interested in his school garden, 
and on being asked what lie was going 
to do with the $7 lie had saved replied. 
"Dont you know [ am going to have a 
farm some day?” 

Dr. Augusta G. Williams of Brook¬ 
line spoke of “Medical Inspection in the 
Schools," and gave names of many 
prominent physicians who may be se¬ 
cured to present the subject to the clubs. 
She believed the work a good and nec¬ 
essary one, that it should lie done and 
done well, and urged the clubs to see 
what they can do to make it more prac¬ 
tical, At present the provisions of the 
new law are being carried out rather 
superficially in most places. 

Mrs. Esther M. Andrews of the Bos¬ 
ton Section oi the Council of Jewish 
Women spoke on the Juvenile Court. She 
. told of the changes which have grad¬ 
ually Ix-cu brought about through the 
efforts of her organization, of the Chil¬ 
dren’, Aid Society and others; how by 
one effort after another the work of the 
juvenile court lias been gradually sep¬ 
arated from the proceedings of the crim¬ 
inal court lor adults, until now by tile 
last Legislature a bill has been passed 
providing ill Boston for a separate court 
with special judge and officers. Mrs. 
Andrews urged the clubs to investigate 
conditions in their own communities. 

Miss Helen A. Whittier, president of 
the State Federation, was present for a 
part of the session and spoke briellv at 
the close. She pictured the changes in 
met boils and aims of charitable organi¬ 
zations anil urged the clubs to Itccmnc 
informed, but to lie sure that the intor 
inatimi secured is accurate and not sen¬ 
sational.

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Rumor is bust with the story that ar- 
jangeinents a tv being made to move the 
B. &. A. passenger traffic from the South 
Terminal into the old Providence sta¬ 
tion at Park square. Railroad officials 
arc quoted as saying that this step can 
be made without legislative sanction. 
Without arguing this question, it is evi¬ 
dent to the most casual observer that 
legislative action will be needed on what 
might be regarded as minor parts of the 
scheme, but which can be made large 
enough for Newton citizens to place a 
peg on which, matters affecting our rail¬ 
road interests can be hung. 

The wisdom of the transfer is debat¬ 
able and there would probably be as 
many advocates on one side as the other. 
We do not believe, however, there would 
be any opposition to a movement to re¬ 
quire the B. K: A. to use electricity on 
the Newton circuit as one of the condi¬ 
tions under which the legislature might 
.authorize the change. We believe the 
electrification of the circuit line would 
be of inc3lcuable value to this city. It 
would mean more numerous trains and 
•undoubtedly would result in lower fares 
before it had been long in use. Every¬ 
one should urge this improvement upon 
Messrs. Lothrop. Garcelon and Bishop, 
our representatives in the General Court, 
at each opportunity. Electrify the cir¬ 
cuit. 

The Newton Free Library has inaug¬ 
urated a plan whereby fiction lovers can 
be served with the latest novel at a 
slight cost of two cents a day. The li¬ 
brary appropriation is not sufficient to 
provide enough copies of current fiction 
to meet the popular demand. It is not 
wise to purchase more than a few cop¬ 
ies of the books as the demand for them 
is generally short lived and in a few 
months they only encumber the library- 
shelves. By the nesv method additional 
copies are purchased and loaned to those 
who wish them enough to pay a small 
fee for them, while those who do not 
care to pay can await their turn for the 
regular library supply. The income 
from these loans will indemnify the li¬ 
brary for the cost of the books and pro¬ 
vide a fund from which new books can 
be purchased for the same purpose. The 
library has evidently adopted a course 
which will prove popular.

Ormaiid-Daytona Beach, Jan. 25.—His 
head and face swathed in bandages, his 
scalp badly cut, an ugly gash torn in the 
left arm just above the wrist, and still 
with uncertainty hanging over him be¬ 
cause the results of the terrible shock 
cannot yet be definitely known, Fred A. 
.Marriott, the peerless, cool driver of the 
wonderful Stanley steamer, lies tonight 
at palatial Hotel Ormond, thankful with 
the rest of the automobile world, that'he 
came out of that fearful accident that 
marked his third trial at the mile record 
with his life. 

The long, low, cigar-shaped steamer is 
now a thing of the past, a memory only. 
Its woodwork lies along tile beach, splin¬ 
tered into little sticks that a child might 
play with. Its intricate mechanism has 
vanished, been metamorphosed into a 
shapeless, tangled, twisted, mass of iron 
and steel. The car that held the world's 
record for the mile, is gone forever. It 
was a fearful accident. Death stood 
very close to Marriott there above the 
Florida East Coast Automobile Associ¬ 
ation club house. Over and over and 
over the helpless man rolled in this car 
that, man-made though it was, had now 
mastered its creator and sought to crush 
him, too, into nothingness with the wild 
abandon with which it went to its own 
death. But fate was kind, and this after¬ 
noon, under the kindly administrations 
of physicians and surgeons, Marriott 
could tell his own story of the catastro¬ 
phe, a castastrophe so fearful that its 
one bright ray is that there was no death 
there. 

Twice Marriott had tried to lower the 
phenomenal figures of last year, 28 1-5 
seconds, and twice he had failed. The 
first time he spun down the beach, roll¬ 
ing prettily along, his time was 32 4-5 
seconds. He tried again, and this time, 
clipping over the smooth even sands as 
noiselessly as some uncanny monster 
that the rolling surf had brought to 
shore, he split off 3 1-5 seconds, pushing 
his figures down to 29 3-5 seconds for 
the mile. This was within-1-25 seconds 
of his record last year, and the instant 
that Marriott announced that he would 
try again newspaper men rushed off to 
llash the news to the world, that every 
indication was that even last year’s fig¬ 
ures would, within the next few min¬ 
utes, be lowered. Marriott, who had 
stepped up to the club house for an in¬ 
stant, returned to the beach. Carefully 
the driver looked over this long, red, 
noiseless care. Every valve, every screw, 
every little thing ab»ut it was tested. 
Then, patting the red covering as though 
he loved the car like a brother, he step¬ 
ped into it, and sat down, helplessly fast¬ 
ened there with just his head his eyes 
shielded by the heavy goggles peering 
above the low, red, torpedo body. As he 
wheeled slow southward, for his flying 
start, Mr. Stanley himself leaned over 
and cautioned him about the one rough 
spot in that twenty miles of beach, a 
small bump just 100 yards below the 
point where the watches were to start 
clicking off the mile. “Drive close to 
the water,” were the instructions, and 
the red racer turned slowly, easily, 
gracefully and concentrating every 
ounce of power, ambled slowly down 
the beach for a two-mile flying start. 
As it wheeled away into the misty grays 
of the distance, Rogers shot his Stanley 
car over the line in 35 seconds. Mr. 
Stanley, who had built both of these 
cars smiled, and, knowing that Marri¬ 
ott's wonderful racer was fully ten sec¬ 
onds faster than Rogers’ car, predicted 
a mile close to 25 seconds. 

For a few more minutes there was si¬ 
lence and then the official announcement 
was made. "Marriott tries again for 
world's record, and is headed for the 
line.” The pluck, the skill, the cool, de¬ 
liberate daring of it all, coupled with the 
resistless purpose of the driver to lower 
his own unlowcrcd time stirred rhe 
blood, and the spectators crowded into 
the boxes, applauded. The others caught 
it up, and had he finished, Marriott 
would have been given an ovation, re¬ 
gardless of whether he lowered that rec¬ 
ord or not. 

Down out of the distance he shot, 
gaining power at every foot of the dis¬ 
tance, adding to his fearful speed every 
fraction of a second, and pushing this 
long, low, red demon over the hard, 
smooth, gray sands like some being of 
the nether world, that, breathing a 
steamy breath that trailed away, blend¬ 
ing into the mist from the ocean, sought 
to rush in mad, death-defying, life de¬ 
spising, glee, back into its own lost 
world. 

A. L. Hull was at the starling line, 
with Senator W. J. Morgan holding the 
watch. Within a few yards of the tape, 
Marriott pushed the little thing harder, 
urged it to a little more of effort, coaxed 
it into a magnificent burst of speed that

i -cut it over the starting line like a mon- 
1 -ter engine of horrid war, fired from 
the mighty mouth of some fearful en¬ 
gine. 

On she came, gathering speed as the 
momentum helped it. The brisk wind 
that howled its way along after it, was 
vanquished and left behind. Hapless 
insects flattened themselves against the 


glasses of the driver, and the sea mist, 
fascinated by this thing that was as 
graceful as it was, whipped from the 
smt-silvored surf, caught on the goggles 
and went with Marriott and that red 
thing that he was mastering, on toward 
Ormond. 

Hut the mist wooed his destruction, in¬ 
nocent as that mist was, wishing to 
avoid it as much as possible, Marriott 
had not run as close to the edge of the 
while-capped, beautiful surf, That short 
100 yards from the start was clipped off 
so fast that even the watches almost al¬ 
most lost it, anti then, then while the 
shouts of victory, "There he comes,” 
went up from hundreds of spectators, 
death stepped on the course, and stretch¬ 
ed its bony hand toward daring, peer¬ 
less Marriott. 

At this awful pace, faster than the 
winds, faster than the best of art can 
describe, this long, low, red torpedo 
hurled itself against a small bump in the 
beach, and the cud had come. To most 
cars and at most speeds, this little ridge 
of hardened sand would have been pass¬ 
ed unnoticed, unseen, undreamed of. To 
the "red wonder” and at that awful 
speed at which breath itself almost fails, 
a match on the course may be a moun¬ 
tain. The large front wheels struck that 
ridge of sand, and lh,en, to the horrors 
ot the helpless driver just behind them, 
to the terror of those two men, who 
stood closest to that fated piece of 
mechanism, they lifted. A man stretched 
out on the sand caught a glimpse of 
surf between the wheels, and the gray 
sand. 

The sfecring rod with no resistance 
there to the wheels was useless. The 
master piece of man's creation had prov¬ 
en greater than man. The thing created 
was master of the creator. Higher it 
lifted, and then, its awful momentum 
pushing it headlong to destruction, the 
wheels turned helplessly, still answering 
to the demands of the hands of the men 
on the other end of that long, steering 
rod. 

As the car settled again Marriott, see¬ 
ing that his friont wheels were turned 
upon him, tsvisted them back again. Not 
yet was this red thing mastered, con¬ 
quered, subdued. Its deadly, cruel work 
was not yet done. The wheels turned 
again, the car writhed and twisted as 
though it knew and felt the pains of its 
approaching destruction and then, with 
a fiendish shrieking from the exhaust 
pipe, turned turtle. 

Marriott fortunately was cool and 
acted quicker than this uncanny red ani¬ 
mal lit was vainly trying to pilot. Quick 
as the flash of a gun, he lowered his 
head and, as the car turned on its side, 
was crouched down within the cover¬ 
ing, helplcssing wailing now on the 
pleasure of the maddened racer. 

Over and over it turned, rolled by its 
resistless momentum toward the sun- 
kissed surf that sucked greedily for it. 
Over and over and over it rolled with 
that helpless man, while horrors un¬ 
named, choked the throats of specta¬ 
tors, and left them powerless for expres¬ 
sion, save one long drawn terror whis¬ 
pered “Ah." One woman fainted and 
even strong men felt the blindness of a 
faint pushing up over their eyes, strain- 
i ingly peering into the distance. 

I Those nearest heard tiie hiss of the 
| steam as the heated boiler touched the 
cool surf. Those farther away saw the 
great volumes of steam forming into 
monster white clouds, rolling up above 
I he edge of the incoming tide. The bon¬ 
net was hurled up ten to fifteen feet 
into the air. Splintered wood strewed 
the beach. The boiler hurled itself free, 
rolled on its side toward the old ocean, 
blew out the fuse plug, and lay there, 
breathing volumes of heated clouds, 
clouds once mighty power, now nothing 
but white helplessness, 
i Over the wreck of the front wheels 
lay the white body of a man, wrapped 
close in a black driver's suit. 

A stream of blood traced its red way 
over the pallid features, as a memory of 
' the car that was gone forever. The 
cruel, hard, sands tore loose the hood 
that protected the head and scraped the 
hair from the scalp of this man, now at 
the mercy of chance. Wreckage settled 
over him, and then, half pityingly, a 
single wave pushed itself ahead of the 
tide, and touched his temples with its 
briny coolness. 

Automobiles carrying surgeons, physi¬ 
cians and friends, hurried to this mass 
of man and mechanism. Tenderly he 
was picked tip, now semi-conscious, and 
moaning only, "My back, my back.” 
Tender hands placed him, blanket-wrap¬ 
ped, in the Rolls-Royce car and, his co- 
drivers watching their leader in heart¬ 
broken, horror-choked silence, saw him 
wheeled away. 

A photographer caught a picture of 
the wreckage and that helpless boiler. 
The crowd that had gathered moved 
away when the wreckage was pushed 
aside. The beach was deserted. A 
lloek of sea gulls fished again in the 
surf, the tide washed back ashore a red 
dick that it had just sucked out to sen, 
a handkerchief, blood-stained and dirty, 
rippled the edge of the incoming tide. 
The accident was over the tournament 
was ended. Up in the soft sand a stop¬ 
watch, started with Marriotl, ticked on 
unnoticed, unwanted, forgotten. Its use¬ 
fulness too, was over. 

Swiftly, yet carefully, the injured 
driver, whose death the crowd momen¬ 


tarily expected, was carried back to the 
club house, Dr. H. H, Scclyc, of Day¬ 
tona, attending him and placed on a 
stretcher, overlooking the heaving, toss¬ 
ing, restless surf. 

Mr. P. E. Stanley askrtl-.for a state¬ 
ment, said simply in his grief, "All we 
can say is that Fred won't die." Then, 
his actions belying his words that hope- 
cheated reason had spoken, he stepped 
into the office where the wires clicked 
off the news of the tragedy to the world, 
and telegraphed for Mrs. Marriott to 
intrry south from Massachusetts to her 
husband. 

-AH manners of rumors sprung up in¬ 
stantly. A cursory examination showed 
that the greatest danger was from in¬ 
ternal injuries, and shocks, though it 
was feared for a time that the right eye 
was blinded forever. Marriott, now 
wholly conscious, moaned softly, com¬ 
plaining always of his back, his tortur¬ 
ed pain-racked back. The crowd, sym¬ 
pathy drawn, rather than morbidly at¬ 
tracted, waited and watched. Men talk¬ 
ed in whispers, the horror of it all still 
hovering over them, and dampening 
their spirits. 

Then the physicians said he could be 
moved. Tenderly lie was lifted into a 
car again and carried swiftly to Hotel 
Ormond. Here a careful examination 
showed no bones were broken, though 
gaping wounds on the scalp, face, arms 
and shoulders, needed sewing. 

Marriott bore up bravely, and when 
the operations had ended, told his story 
o-f it all to Mr. Stanley. 

Every second of that throe second 
horror was remembered, photographed 
forever on the horror-stricken brain of 
the man who so nearly drove to his 
death. In its details, his story of it *11 
is practically that which has been writ¬ 
ten. Only, the bravery of the endur¬ 
ance of pain, the halting, suffering chok¬ 
ed sentences, the eyes that told the story 
with power that even the words lacked, 
cannot be given. 

At 3 o'clock the tired man, turned 
slightly and slept. Three hours after 
that fearful accident, he rested, practi¬ 
cally out of danger. Unless the terrible 
shock to his system proves too much for 
over-worked heart, Fred A. Marriott 
will live. 

The tournament was ended, and that 
it did not end in a dampening pall of 
sadness was solely because death had at 
the last moment been defeated by Mar¬ 
riott's coolness, and horrible as it all was 
yet this cool, plucky, daring man was 
yet to live, the world’s peerless driver.

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MENTAL HEALING 


Lecture by Mr. J. E. Searing 
of Newtonville 


Before Every Day Life Club M. E. Church

In dealing with the subject of mental- 
healing we must necessarily depart from 
conventional methods and practice of the 
more familiarly known of the healing 
arts, in that—as the words imply—-wc 
are dealing with the mind, primarily, 
giving the body but minor place, or ev¬ 
en ignoring it altogether in the matter 
of diagnosis of what wc call disease. 

We shall attempt no definition of 
wliat the mind is, further than to say 
that it is an instrument of the soul 
which wc use in two ways: One, in the 
observation and comparison of external 
things or objects in the world about us 
through the five senses, seeing, hearing, 
feeling, tasting and smelling,—the other, 
in reasoning and deduction from the im¬ 
pressions brought to us through these 


wrung ideals and erroneous mental im¬ 
pressions are too deeply rooted in the 
Mib-eonsciousness to be immediately 
changed, and for that reason, over-con- 
lidcncc in our ability to demonstrate ov¬ 
er adverse physical conditions should be 
tempered with common sense until we 
grow to larger realization of the factors 
involved. 

Thus far we have laid stress upon the 
•'ower of thought, and the strong influ¬ 
ence of false beliefs in our bodily ail¬ 
ments. Rcfore touching upon the psy¬ 
chology of the matter, wc will take up 
another important side of the subject, 
that of the emotions. 

Who does not realize, from exper¬ 
ience, the had effects of a protracted 
siege of worry, upon the physical body? 


five gateways, as well as in the formula- ! Wc are accustomed to tell of our liead- 


tion of ideas and thoughts welling up 
from within ourselves, and which we 
might very properly call our inner 
world. 

On the one side we are concerned 
with the world of olivets, and on the 
other, with the world of causes. 

Everything that exists is the result of 
a cause’, and the cause of every effect is. 
directly or indirectly, a thought or scr¬ 
ies of thoughts. If wc will rellect for a 
moment we will concur in the statement 
that everything that exists must first 
have been thought. 

Our purpose is to show the relation 
existing between mental cause and phy¬ 
sical effect in diseased conditions of the 
hotly, and to throw such light as may 
appear upon a subject that is forcing its 
way to recognition everywhere; not only 
for its plausibility, hut for the absolute 
proof it affords to all who will pay the 
right price for a working knowledge of 
it. 

Even a superficial presentation of the 
working of certain universal laws which 
may not have been realized by some oi 
us up to this time, will be of service as 
a guide to daily living, and will assist us 
to move intelligently in the great work 
of getting well when we arc sick and ol 
keeping health when we have it. 

There are several important points to 
be covered in attempting a rationale of 
Mental Mealing, the first of which is in¬ 
dicated in the biblical statement 
man thinketh so is he. 


lies, our disturbed digestion, our lack 
of app.’tite, or the sleepless nights wc 
have had because wc have been so wor¬ 
ried over something. Possibly we do not 
realize the terrible effects, both upon our 
selves and others, of violent anger. Psy¬ 
chologists tell us that the effects of a 
wholly uiu'overiteil fit of temper will 
show detrimental effects in the body for 
learlv a year. What a seething mental 
volcano may he set in motion within, 
hy burning thoughts of vengeance, of 
hatred, or of malice: and what a long 
train of physical ills follows our inor- 
diuation. where the real cause is entirely 
unsuspected. 

Very little observation along right 
lines will convince us that many physical 
ill- are dircetlv traceable to such nega¬ 
tive stales of the mind as irritability; 
unreasoning jealousy: covetousness; sel¬ 
fish grieving over losses; intolerance; 
pessimism; sarcasm; discouragement; 
•uirsh criticism; the blues and so on. 

Hut many of us are not trained in the 
observation of these things, but are ever 
on the alert and on the looko»it lor 
"symptoms", which we nurse and coddle 
in fear and persistent expectancy oi dire 
things to happen to the tody, quire apart 
from any consideration of how sick we 
may lie mcntallv • or at least not realiz 
ing that the real cause of most of our 
diseases is to be found in mental action 
outworking or out picturing itself in the 
as a I hotly through our wrong beliefs, our 
tears and uncontrolled emotions

. al reasons of the utmost importance to 
be considered. 

A few easilv observable illustrations 
both in ourselves and immediate friends 
will convince tts that our thoughts, emo¬ 
tions and erroneous beliefs arc the root 
causes cjf much physical suffering. 

In many cases of pneumonia, for in¬ 
stance, we will find that disappointment 
and fear have preceded the physical in- 
harmony which wc label with a medical 
term. 

Xcuraligia, while it may often be 
caused by anemic conditions indicating 
vitiated blood supply, may more often 
perhaps lie traced to harsh cutting 
thoughts, sarcasm, etc. 

Fevers arc traceable to fear and great 
agitation or worry in the mental life; 
not necessarily iti the patient himself, 
luu often reflected; between mother ami 
child for instance, or in others between 
whom there is close sympathetic relation. 
Heated mental conditions externalize 
themselves ijt heated physical conditions, 
and the thermometer registers heighten¬ 
ed temperature in the body. 

Roils and abscesses are traceable to 
inflamed menial conditions and lack of 
peace interiorly—in the mind. 

Familiar evidences of the effects of 
fear and the resulting expect aucy which 
it implies are seen in such epidemics as 
Scarlet Fever, Diphtheria, Small Pox, 
Grippe, etc. Other nianitestnlions even 
more patent to our common-sense ob¬ 
servations are the large number of cases 
of dysentery and enteric fever among 
armies in time of active service. Home¬ 
sickness, anticipation of bodily harm or 


and indeed of that portion of the entire 
race which has not yet broken tile shack¬ 
les by which it is chained to a purely 
materialistic view of these tilings, wc 
know that the world at large believes in 
disease much more than it believes in 
health. On all sides we hear disease dis¬ 
cussed as though it were a mighty giant 
concealed in ambush and waiting to 
pounce upon us and destroy us at any 
time unawares. 

Wc lose sight of the great truth that 
as to our real selves wc arc in The 
Father and He in ns, if wc can go far 
enough bark of our purely sense-life to 
realize it: that in Him we live, move and 
have our being, and that God is not the 
author of confusion but of life and 
peace, or let ns say of life and health. 

What then is the origin of the diseases 
that require so many books to keep a 
tabulated series of effects ever before 
us. with their records of symptoms and 
instructions concerning diagnosis, med¬ 
ication and so on. To report what wc 
have already said, the answer is found 
in the false ideals vve hold, the beliefs 
of the race as well as of ourselves, and 
which affect tts through heredity as well 
as in a more immediate way, and in our 
uncontrolled emotions which have noth¬ 
ing to do with the lasting or spiritual 
side of ns, but which belong to the fleet¬ 
ing and temporal, or the purely mortal. 

We now approach the important ques¬ 
tion of how the mind influences the 
body, and the law of its working: 
While it is proper to say that we have 
but one mind, it would be easier perhaps, 
if vve would conceive of it as two. the 
conscious and the sub-conscious or un¬ 
conscious. Every time the conscious

If we will carry in mind the great 
truths that nothing can come into exis¬ 
tence that is not first thought, and that 
the cause of every effect is traceable to 
thought, vve can readily understand that 
a man is what he thinks he is. Not only 
does this apply to what a man is, but to 
what he docs, as well. 

It vve contemplate building a house, 
the idea formulates itself in thought. 
The house is, initially, a mental crea¬ 
tion. having no objective existence what¬ 
ever. It is an idea, only. 

Following the idea comes the pictur¬ 
ing of it on paper, perhaps, the discus¬ 
sion of it with others, In due time when 
the idea or thought has been formulated 
and the decision made, the builders are 
employed and the thought begins to take 
on actual shape in the visible world, and 
the building is one day finished. 

In the lasting sense wc can truly say 
that the world of ideas is the only real 
world. The things vve see, while real in 
a relative sense, are all perishable in the 
sense that they can have permanent ex¬ 
istence; but not so with ideas, vve can 


A prominent writer on Metaphysical 
topics very happily places draughts east 
winds, net feel, night air, etc., in the 
category of occasions for disease. Caus¬ 
es being traced to negative states of the 
mind. 

What wonder working changes would 
-mm manifest in the tallies of malty in¬ 
valids if only a larger trust could be en¬ 
gendered ! thus removing their fears, 
iivuiv of which arc groundless. 

Wliat materia! remedies can compare 
with such positive forces operative ill 
the inner mental-life as justice: good¬ 
ness: humanity; patience; cheerfulness; 
love; lenderness; purity. 

The question quite naturally suggests 
itself at this point, "llovv can negative 
mental states affect the body?” 

Elmer E. Gates who was em¬ 
ployed by the Government in psycho¬ 
physical research, conducted many labor¬ 
atory experiments at Washington with 
a view to determining the effect oi emo¬ 
tional states upon the physical body.

pressions handed down through a line 
of ancestry resulting in certain physical 
tendencies. Anil in dns way, it can be 
said that if we arc born with certain pre¬ 
dispositions towards disease, the causes 
may lie rooked for in the mental, rather 
than in the physical realm. The cure 
must begin in the enlightenment and 
growth oi the individual interiorly—in 
the mind—and not by the copious dos¬ 
ing of die body with drugs. 

Health is normal and should lie natur¬ 
al and tight. We might say that it is the 
out-picturing of interior or mental har¬ 
mony which shines through, so to say, 
affecting the body in kind, disease of dis¬ 
ease is discord and its parent is mental 
discord. There may seem lo be many 
contradictions to this statement in spe¬ 
cific cases, and so there are, but they are 
to be explaincd’bv the stage of growth 
or the slate of consciousness or aware¬ 
ness in which a person in a given illus¬ 
tration is found.

An extension 
of the principle wilt apply in eases where 
metaphysical diagnosis of diseased con¬ 
ditions would seem to be at fault. 

We must not lose sight of this ques¬ 
tion of responsibility if vve would apply 
these principles broadcast. 

A stranger lo metaphysical practice 
might well ask such questions as these: 
"I, there ally mental cause hack of 


The conscious mind forgets but the 
memory of the sub-conscious mind never 
fails: it holds the Impressions made by 
nttr conscious thinking. The ideals anil 
beliefs, concerning sickness, for instance, 
hold consciously, form the mold or pat¬ 
tern. m> to say. which the sub-conscious 
mind by its re-action proceeds to fill, 
because the suh-coilscioiis mind controls 
the body. The tacly responds accord¬ 
ing to the ideal or belief we hold. Here 
is an illustration of the great power of 
faith and a partial exposition of the law 
of its working. 

There can be no limit to tile power of 
the silli-conscious mind; anil while it 
may he the indirect cause of much mis¬ 
ery and. suffering, it is only reflecting 
in the body what the conscious mind lias 
'bought. We now perceive that, truly, 
“As a man thinketh in his heart (or, as 
he thoroughly believes) so is he." 

If vve fully realize this law we will 
recognize the tremendous possibilities 
open lo us by a revision of our habits of 
thought. If we are not pleased with our 
work of moulding our bodies, or. if our 
environment docs not fit us and hampers 
free expression, vve can begin now to 
work with the L«iw of Betterment and 
gradually set up more desirable mental 
patterns for the sub-conscious mind to 
work l»v. Right thought rightly direct¬ 
ed is dcific, and that is why it is so pow¬ 
erful.

We can now use (lie scaffolding we 
.have built as a means of climbing to 
some degree of understanding of the 
law under which bodily inharmony or 
disease is affected by the concentrated 
thought of the healer, in so far as such 
a subtle process can lie explained in an 
intellectual way. 

Accepting the premise that the sub¬ 
conscious mind controls the body, we 
get a glimmer of light on the problem. 
The concentrated thought of the one 
giving the treatment 15 projected into 
the ether iq vibratory waves, and where 
the patient is receptive, it is received 
and acted upon hv the sub-conscious 
mind. Thought vibrations can be sent 
through the ether even more surely than 
wireless telegraph messages arc flashed 
through space or through mountains of 
solid rock. The patient is assisted to a 
change of thought and a resultant state 
•of interior or menial order and quietude 
which awakens the healing power with¬ 
in himself. (The kingdom of God is 
within you never outside. > 

It seems almost reprehensible if not 
irreverent to attempt an explanation of 
something so ill-adapted to tile sense- 
umlerstandin* T but we make the attempt 
in the interest of sequence and to satisfy 
the natural craving to know. There arc 
deeps within deeps in all branches of 
knowledge and this is eminently true of 
things metaphysical. On higher octaves 
we will realize that a mere thought-for¬ 
mula !». not essential except as it may 
assist realization. 

If we are disposed to doubt that there 
is close correspondence lietwecn mental 
cause and physical effect, let us note the 
immediate change in the body in a case 
of sudden shock, as of great fright, for 
instance; when we say that cold chills 
run down our back; that goose-flesh 
stands out all over us, or that our blood 
freezes with terror. The physical sen¬ 
sations in such a case arc due to a change 
of vibration of tiic molecules of the 
body, which are thrown out of normal 
relation with each other, by the action 
of the mind, and arc running wild. The 
blood leaves the brain, and the circula¬ 
tion and heart-action are disturbed, often 
resulting in complete collapse or even 
death, all through mental action; the 
body certainly has no power to do this 
apart from the mind, and yet we dose 
the body at the slightest sign of a 
“sympton," or effect, when the mind is 
the primal cause of the inharmonious 
manifestation. The same law applies 
to all disease; the body is thrown out of 
vibration because the mind is acting ab¬ 
normally upon it. 

What a wonderful tonic good news is, 
after we have been suffering from anx¬ 
iety and worry for a long period! how 
quickly the blood, the gastric juices and 
other bodily secretions change in qual -1 
ity as our thought swings back to the 
positive side! ns harmony or health 
steps into the place left vacant by dis¬ 
cord or disease. 

Through this wonderful law of vi¬ 
bration the life currents are diverted 
from their free circulation in case of di¬ 
sease, flowing normally when we are in 
health. 

All of us have felt the soothing influ¬ 
ence of Nature, when in the deep forest, 
or in the heart of the mountains, where 
both the will and the thought are turned 
in spite of ourselves, above the sordid 
things the world and the purely sense- 
life. 

The atmosphere of an empty church 
is restful when we are jaded and out of 
tune, because the thought vibrations or 
emanations of the congregation are left 
behind and cling to the very pews and 
furnishings, by the magnetic or psy¬ 
chometric law that our thought atmo¬ 
sphere is impressed upon everything wc 
touch. _ The thoughts of the congrega¬ 
tion being of a devotional character are 
uplifting and restful, and the sub-con¬ 
scious mind sends back or reflects upon 
the body the soothing influence which 
has been experienced- by the conscious 
mind. 

We have here another illustration of 
change of vibration, and in the idea ex¬ 
pressed in these three words,—we find 
the key note of mental healing. 

We may now attacli new significance 
to the words of Paul when he says “Be 
ye transformed by the renewing of your 
mind." In renewing the mind or chang¬ 
ing the thought we must, by law, make 
a corresponding change in the bodily 
condition. (“As is the within, so is the 
without.” "As a man thinketh so is he.") 

While results of mental treatment are 
often immediate in acute cases, true 
healing, in cases of long standing, is 
more often a gradual progression from 
false ideals to true ones, rather than a 
sudden dropping off of bodily ailments; 
although there arc numerous illustra¬ 
tions in the experience of all practition¬ 
ers on metaphysical lines, where heal¬ 
ing even of the most desperate cases is 
instantaneous. 

The true aim in mental healing is to 
assist the patient to help himself, that 
he may open the gates to the remedial 
action of Nature. Our strong resist¬ 
ance ns expressed in onr doubts fears 
ami false beliefs is in direct opposition 
to the inner meaning of the words of 
the Master of Nazareth, “I say unto 
von resist not evil.” Non-resistance im¬ 
plies the rising above the plane of con¬ 
tention hy non-recognition rather than 
by fighting many ills, real or fancied, 
and thus according them their only claim 
to power. The battle is half won when 
wc can teach the patient to let go of his 
disease and his troubles. 

We have all observed in cases of in¬ 
somnia how restful sleep follows the 
letting go of anxiety and fear. 

A wider usefulness and a vital inter 
cst in something besides oneself and ones 
1 rouble,* are panaceas for the all too

Readiness to receive is the chief factor 
in 'he mtient’s restoration, "'fast thou 
r -i'li that I can do this thing?" said the 
M-'ster. 

Those who Inve trnlv suffered, men 
tally as well as nhvsieallv. and who have 
exhausted every other means, are usu¬ 
ally the ones antilvino- for mental treat-

makes us free, the physical condition 


changes proportionally as the inner 
ideals change, and as the emotions grad¬ 
ually come under the control of the will. 

Realization of these principles does 
not come at once, but is a gradual 
growth. If they seem vague and unten¬ 
able upon hearing them for the first 
time, they will grow in importance in 
proportion to our desire for larger 
knowledge for the benefit of humanity. 

To grow to the realization that these 
bodies arc not ourselves ami that wc can 
he in instant conscious touch with the 
source of all H(p and power, is to enrich 
our lives immeasurably, if only by the 
elimination of the fears that wc cling to 
so tenaciously. 

How vital our interest in everything, 
as our sympathies broaden, and as wc 
learn to know that'everything subserves 
sonic necessary and all-wise purpose. 

What mines to uncover as wc learn 
of the wonderful potencies of mind and 
will rightly directed 1 as wc learn that 
there is nothing to fear; that all things 
arc ours here and now as wc learn to 
use them normally and rightly I that 
nothing shall be hidden from us if we 
truly prepare the way for the influx of 
Divine Wisdom. 

What a satisfaction it is to really know 
that all things work together for good 
and that all experiences arc necessary 
for our betterment. 

These arc the irlcal conditions leading 
to our emancipation from the noxious 
vapors of discontent; of anger, hate, 
doubt, impatience, criticism, selfishness, 
and everything that expresses a lack of 
conformity to the Supreme Will and our 
delay in enlisting on the side of positive 
forces.

It is 
the time when enrpnraliims are trying 
more than ever to secure favors front 
the pnlilie and alien the public ought 
lo lie mole than ever upon ils guard and 
waieli il- goiernuiviital -ervanls more 
closely than ever Ju-l at this time to 
-pring a pi*u|Ni.-liou to remove power 
further from the people ami surrender 
it to corporations which want to use it 
for private gain is must unwise and un¬ 
timely. On broad grounds the* proposi- 
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lion of biennials can be justly exposed, 
and on this particular ground opposi¬ 
tion now is imperative for the public 
welfare. If this is a measure of parti¬ 
san politics, it is wortlnv of defeat. If 
it was inspired by the last election, the 
right interpretation of that warning is 
to return to annual elections for the 
mayor, not' to plunge further into the 
bog. Those who are against this change 
will do well to attend the legislative 
hearing, watching for the assignment of 
date. In the meantime, they can send a 
remonstrance to either of the three 
Newton representatives.

Entertains Quartet of Elo¬ 
quent Congressmen 


Congressional Dinner a Feast of Wit 
Wisdom and Oratory 


Nearly 200 members of the Newton 
Club sat down at the banquet Saturday 
night tendered to Congressman Weeks 
and the three distinguished representa¬ 
tives from other states who did the club 
the honor of coming to its annual con¬ 
gressional dinner—Hon. J. Sloat Fas- 
sett of New York, Hon. James Francis 
Burke of Pittsburg, Pa., and Hon. John 
T. Robinson of Arkansas. ' Ex-Con- 
gressman Powers acted as toastmaster 
in his happiest style and the speeches 
were all of a high class of oratory. 
Each speaker indulged in a flow of gen¬ 
ial spirits which captivated the audi¬ 
ence, and followed with a discussion of 
a serious and important question of the 
day. Mr. Weeks explained the proposen 
system of credit currency. Mr. Fassett 
gave a brilliant word picture of the op¬ 
portunities of our trade on the Pacific 
and made an earnest appeal for justice 
to the so called inferior races of the 
Orient. Mr. Burke’s was an optimistic 
speech on the hopeful signs in business 
and politics, and Mr. Robinson uttered 
a thoughtful protest against the exercise 
of one-man power under the present 
rules of the House, which give the 
speaker a power wholly inconsistent 
with the principles of our government. 

The dinner was enlivened, as all the 
Newton Club dinners are, with a con¬ 
tinual succession of songs, ranging in 
this case from the favorite "Good Old 
Summer Time” to “My Maryland” and 
**Aivniinpp Wivnr" rintimix with “Amer- 


“Swannce River," closing with “Amer 
ica.” 

Cigars having been lighted. President 
Charles S. Dennison rose to call the 
company to order and was greeted with 
hearty cheers which were only cut off 
when the orchestra struck up "For He's 
a Jolly Good Fellow,” in which every 
one joined with vigor. After half a dozen 
more cheers he found a chance to speak, 
as follows: 

"I thank you, boys, but save your 
cheers: we are going to have men come 
after me who are to give you something 
on the intelligent order. (Laughter.) 
We have here tonight celebrated men 
from Washington — live politicians. 
(Laughter.) We also have two dead 
ones. (Renewed laughter.) One of 
those dead ones has kindly consented to 
introduce the live ones. I have the 
pleasure of introducing to you, without 
any necessity of introducing, Samuel L. 
Powers.” 

The ovation which the "dead politi¬ 
cian" received was sufficient to trans¬ 
form him into the most live of toast¬ 
masters. The prolonged cheering which 
greeted Mr. Powers finally gave place 
to the strains of "Sammy, O Sammy!” 
after which he was allowed to speak. 

Mr. President, guests and members 
of this club. 1 suppose you have heard 
that late story of Mark Twain. He tells 
of a neighbor of his who went one Sat¬ 
urday evening to a chib and returned at 
an early hour Sunday morning very 
much the worse for wear. When he got 
on his street lie found his house, but it 
was revolving. He waited for the por¬ 
tico to come around and made a dive 
and landed on the piazza. Then lie wait¬ 
ed for the front door to come around 
and lie stabbed it with his key and open¬ 
ed it. When he came to the front stairs 
they were revolving and he waited for 
them to get around to him and ran up 
to the top of the stairs, stubbed his toe, 
fell down to the bottom, threw his arms 
around the newel post and exclaimed, 
"May God pity tile poor people (hat are 
out at sea a night like this.” (Great 
laughter.) 

However tempestuous the sea may 
have been, you arc gradually working 
yourselves into fair weather and into the 
harbor. 1 want to express to you my 
appreciation for this renewed expres¬ 
sion of your confidence. It comes like 
genial sunshine after months of dark 
and dismal weather. It is not often in 
this clult and in this community that a 
mail who has lived here for twenty-live 
years, as l have, ever receives any 
emolument of honor. (Laughter.) At 
that length of time lie is up against his 
record. And 1 have noticed here in 
Newton and in this club that the men 
who receive the high honors of life are 
usuallv men of about middle age who 
blow in here front sonic distant state 
and who with celerity capture every 
honor iii the gift of the people. (Laugh¬ 
ter.) 

We have here tonight some distin¬ 
guished guests who have never looked 
into the faces of this audience before, 
and I want to take just a moment to 
explain about the club and its member¬ 
ship to these gentlemen. The Newton 
Chrb was organized many years ago for 
the purpose of making men morally bet¬ 
ter. (Great laughter.) It lias not fail¬ 
ed of its purpose. There are many 
hers here tonight who are morally bet¬ 
ter than they were when the dun was 
organized. I attribute that to the effect 
of the club. There are those who at¬ 
tribute it to the debilitating influence of 
advancing years. (Great laughter.) I 
wish to say to our distinguished guests 
that this club is not a political organiza¬ 
tion. There are very few men here to¬ 
night who know to which political party 
they belong. They never vote the same 
party ticket two years in succession, lest 
tiv so doing they be charged with being 
slaves to a habit. But it is an excellent 
audience to talk to. ft is an audience 
that is easy to hold so long as the wine 
and cigars last. And it does not make 
resentative in Congress who was at that 
much difference what subject you talk 
on or what vou say at this time in the 
evening. What they desire to know is 
that they are in the presence of a dis¬ 
tinguished personality (laughter), arid 
so Iona as they are conscious of that 
thev will sit and listen without the 
slightest idea what thev are listening 
to. (Renewed laughter.) 

So much for the club. Now T want 
to tell von gentlemen of the club some¬ 
thing about the speakers. The first 
sneaker of this evening will he our own 
congressman, our own John. (Great 
cheering.) Don’t get excited, gentle¬ 


men, wait till I have told you something 
about him. We are all very fond of 
him. I regard him as one of the great¬ 
est financiers of the present generation. 
He was educated for the navy. His 
friends in early youth expected that he 
would become a great naval hero. But 
he performed an act some two years ago 
in this club which stamped him as a 
great financier, worthy to be ranked 
with William J. Bryan and Cassic Chad¬ 
wick. (Laughter.) I want to tell you 
gentlemen who arc not familiar with 
that great performance, what he did. I 
desire especially to tell our distinguish¬ 
ed guest of this great financial project 
which lie carried through. 

This club, at the time this club house 
was built, borrowed the money of its 
members, mortgaged its property and 
sold its bonds to its members at par. In 
those bonds the members had invested, 
many of them, the savings of a life 
time; they had absorbed mv congres¬ 
sional salary and graft for three years. 
(Laughter.) The finance committee of 
the club came to our distinguished rep¬ 
resentative in Congress, who at that 
time the presiding genius of the club in 
the office of president, and they saiti to 
him that the expenses of the club were 
too large, and he said, "Whv don’t vott 
get rid of your bonds?" They said, 
"How can wc do it?" He said. “You 
invite all the bondholders to come into 
this room, bringing their bonds with 
them.” Wc all came here and brought 
our bonds, and he made us a long speech 
and gave us a short drink (laughter), 
and when he got through everybody fol¬ 
lowed him down stairs to where there 
was a roaring fire, and up into smoke 
and down into ashes went not less than 
$30,000 of the hard earnings of the 
members of this club. (Laughter.) 
Thirty thousand dollars indebtedness 
was wiped out, $2,000 or so in interest 
was at an end. 

Soon after that T went hack to Wash¬ 
ington- Uncle Joe Cannon asked me, 
“Wfat kind of a man is your succes¬ 
sor?" I told him what he had done with 
reference to this club and then said. "He 
desires a place on the Naval Commit¬ 
tee." Uncle Joe took one long ptiff and 
said. "My God. T can’t put a man like 
that on the naval committee; he must 
go on Banking and Currency. (Laugh¬ 
ter.) Why.” he said, "that” man in a 
few years will wipe out the national 
debt. (Roars of laughter.) 

So Uncle Joe refused him the posi¬ 
tion upon Naval Affairs and gave him a 
place upon Ranking and Currency. Be¬ 
fore the end of the first term he made 
him chairman of that important com¬ 
mittee on Expenditures in the State De¬ 
partment. so that today he holds the 
largest financial power of any man in 
Washington, all due to that financial 
•lmject which he carried through in this 
room, (Applause.) Today our con¬ 
gressman can make one change in the 
cabinet whenever he wants to. because 
lie fixes the salary of the Secretary of 
State. (Laughter.) lie can cut down 
the salary and the Secretary of State 
will quit liis job. He can cut down the 
salary of every diplomat and make him 
return to this country, and 1 have often 
thought that if lie had been at the head 
of that committee a little earlier we 
never should have had the Bellamy 
Storer episode. (Laughter.) lie would 
have cut down Storcr’s salary, Storer 
would have been forced to return to this 
country, and there would never have 
been any correspondence between Maria 
and the President. (Laughter.) There 
would have been between Maria and 
our congressman. (Renewed laughter.) 

But after all, we love him for the 
record which lie is making in Washing¬ 
ton. We love him for these dear friends 
he has already made and brought to its 
tonight. We love him for those splen¬ 
did qualities of mind and heart which 
he lias always exhibited. We love our 
John: be is with us tonight and we are 
with him. The health of Captain John 
Weeks! (Applause and cheers.) 

There was another outburst of enthus¬ 
iasm wtiile the company rose and joined 
ill the toast to Captain Weeks, who 
spoke in part as follows: 

Address of Hon. John W. Weeks. 

I heard Sam Powers say for four 
successive years lliat those cheers 
warmed the cockles of his heart. They 
are iust the same cheers and just as 
hearty, I hope, as they have been here¬ 
tofore. 

When Tom Sawyer went to school in 
his early days lie was a bail boy one day 
and was called to the front and proper¬ 
ly trounced by the teacher, and then, as 
an additional punishment, was sent to 
sit beside a flaxen-haired girl who hail 
just come to the school. Tom had not 
been silting there but a minute or two 
before lie commenced to write her notes 
on his slate, and she replied oil her slate. 
One of the things she asked was, 
"What’s your name?” He replied, “My 
name is Thomas Sawyer, but those who 
love me call me Tom.” If that is any 
indication of what goes on in the minds 
of the members of this club, the toast¬ 
master tonight and your representative 
may feci that they are loved by their 
fellow members, because you never 
hesitate hut in fact go out of your 
way in singing "O Sammy, O Sammy” 
and get “John” in when you can. (Ap¬ 
plause.) I hope some time sonielxxly 
wil write a song which will he compar¬ 
able. in some degree to “O Sammvt” and 
will afford me the same delight. (Laugh¬ 
ter.) 

Mr Weeks indulged in a little pleas¬ 
antry over the proposed increase of con- 
grcssional salaries, and the eager de¬ 
mands of charitable organizations for a 
slice of the increase. He had been sur¬ 
prised. lie said, at the eagerness with 
which his congressional friend* accepted 
his invitation to come to Newton, but 
had found that every member was only 
ton glad of any sort of an excuse which 
would take him away from Washington 
and avoid going on record, though they 
■'I honed to get the salary. Continuing, 
Mr. Weeks said: 


It is said that some years ago, when 
“Uncle Jerry" Rusk was the first Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture, he was a little late 
one day at the cabinet meeting. When 
he came in Mr. Blaine said. "Now, Mr. 
President, the tail of the cabinet has ar¬ 
rived and we can proceed with business. 
Uncle Jerry retorted, “It keeps the tail 
of the -cabinet busy all the time keeping 
flies off the rest of the cabinet." (Laugh¬ 
ter.) Now I shall be the tail of this 
quartet of congressmen, but I don’t want 
you to think that I shall be kept busy 
keeping flics off them, for there are no 
flies on them, as you will see when you 
hear them. I remember the story of a 
man who look his thirteen children to a 
circus and as he passed the side show 
where there was a giraffe, he was urged 
by the proprietor to bring his family in. 
Oil asking the price of admission and 
learning that it was 25 cents per capita, 
the proud father exclaimed, "I can’t af¬ 
ford to pay 25 cents a head for my thir¬ 
teen children." "You don't mean to say 
that you have thirteen children?" asked 
the showman. "Yes. 1 have.” "Walk 
right in: my giraffe will be just as 
pleased to see your thirteen children as 
they will be to see the giraffe." (Great 
laughter.) 

Now you are going to be pleased to 
see these three representatives from 
other states, and they are going to be 
just as pleased to see you. I want to 
assure them that there is not a more 
loyal, steadfast set of friends than the 
membership of the Newton Club fur¬ 
nishes, and 1 bespeak for them as for 
you the pleasures of the evening which 
are coming on. 

The toastmaster has referred to the 
fact of my being on the Bankruptcy and 
Currency Committee and he correctly 
stated the reason of my being on it. I- 
consider that myself one of the greatest 
feats in financiering ever performed in 
this country. I want to say that it was 
made necessary by the profligacy of the 
toastmaster of this evening when he was 
president of this club. I Laughter.) 

Captain Weeks devoted the rest of his 
address to a brief statement of the cur¬ 
rency situation and the means which 
Congress is considering of in some way 
equalizing the distribution of currency 
apd so providing means for moving the 
great cotton and wheat crops. While 
the present amount of currency per cap¬ 
ita ($33) is $10 more than if was ten 
ycarj# ago, vet the increase of business 
still makes it insufficient*. .. There are 
many sections of the country where 
checks are not in as common use as in 
the East, and during the three fall 
months of the year nearly $200,000,000 
of currency were sent from the metro¬ 
politan banks to interior points to move 
the craps. The demand on the Chicago 
banks was $61,000,000. Tliij; reduces the 
bank reserves just so much, and as the 
reserve must always be 25 per cent of 
the deposits, therefore these shipments 
of currency reduce the power of the 
banks to loan by four times thaj amount, 
bringing a great hardship on the busij 
ness interests. The proposition is to 
provide for the want by authorizing the 
issue of credit currency, that is, curren¬ 
cy based on the credit of thtrbank itself. 
It is proposed it shall be issued in the 
form in which our national bank circu¬ 
lation is issued, and not only to require 
25 percent reserve but a 5 percent guar¬ 
antee fund and t P tax the first issue 3 
percent and the second issue 5 percent. 
In order that banks will not be tempted 
lo retire their circulation which is se¬ 
cured by the government bonds it is pro¬ 
posed to allow them to issue currency 
of this kind to an amount equal to 40 
percent of their currency based on gov¬ 
ernment bonds. A similar system ob¬ 
tains in nearly every large country in 
tile world. It is the only currency in 
Canada and Scotland, it almost is the 
only currency in Germany and it is a 
large part of the circulation in France 
and England. 

The present system, Mr. Weeks said, 
has had many merits, one of which lias 
been the affording of a ready market 
for government bonds, so that we are 
now selling a two-percent bond ai a 
premium when hardly any other coun¬ 
try can sell a thrcc-pcrcciu bond at par. 
While we have currency enough for 
normal times the system is not sufficient¬ 
ly elastic to meet the special require¬ 
ments spoken of. While there is no 
probability, lie said, that the matter will 
lie acted upon at this session of congress 
it is a matter which every business man 
ought to think about. It is a new and a 
vital step in financial legislation and one 
in which we cannot afford to make any 
mistake. While I believe that a con¬ 
gressman is sent to Washington for the 
purpose of studying public questions and 
reaching a decision on bis own judg 
mem, yet in ibis matter which is of such 
vital importance we ought to have aid 
of business men, and 1 for one would as 
soon have the judgment of the Newton 
Club upon it a 5 that of any body of men 
I know, li will not be adopted without 
study, and you as other business men 
can give it a study and aid in framing 
legislation which, as I believe, will be 
of great benefit to the country. (Ap¬ 
plause.) 

MR. POWERS. I want to take ex¬ 
ception to one thing our congressman 
has saiti. He made the statement that 
everybody had $33 in currency. (Laugh¬ 
ter.) It seemed to me that that was a 
rather large statement (laughter), so 1 
took a canvas of the head of the table 
outside of the four congressmen, and I 
found the average to be $4.50. (Laugh¬ 
ter.) 1 assume, however, that I his state¬ 
ment must be true, because if wo take 
the four congressmen into account in 
making up the average it would un¬ 
doubtedly be just $33. 

The next speaker comes from the 
great Empire State of New York. 1 
took a little time making that statement 
in order that you might think of it. 
(Laughter.) New York is a great 
state; New York is a great city, as many 
of you gentlemen know, and T desire to 
say to the distinguished gentleman who 
responds for the Empire State that at 


least ten per cent of the gentlemen pres¬ 
ent have visited New York City, ((.real 


laughter ) Quite a proportion of the 
ten per cent have visited the city anti do 
not distinctly recall their visits. (Roars 
of laughter.) Most of them have agreed 
that it is a very large town where there 
are a few Sunday laws enforced. But 
we all respect the great Empire State— 
she is our sister state: and we alt re¬ 
spect her distinguished representative. 
I take pleasure in presenting Congress¬ 
man Fassett of Elmira. New York. 
(Prolonged cheers.) 

Address of Hon. J. 'Suiat Fassett. 

Mr. Toastmaster and Gentlemen nf 
the Newton Club: I rather enjov be¬ 
ing treated familiarly and with the de¬ 
cree of unexpectedness that shows that 
there is no verv serious respect for me 
lurking in the niiml of the presiding of¬ 


ficer. (Laughter.) I think it is no be¬ 
trayal of confidence to say that I was 
told I was to be as usual the tail-ender 
of this oratorical procession. I have all 
my views draped and posed with ref¬ 
erence to being the last speaker. But 
the unexpected will happen. I want lo 
say that I think the toastmaster has un¬ 
derstated rather than overstated the 
average of gentlemen from this part of 
the country who have visited the Bow¬ 
ery. (Laughter.) I have noticed that 
since your present district attorney be¬ 
gan Ins career the police returns of the 
tenderloin district reveal a larger num- 
licr of Puritans than usual. (Laughter.) 

In my youth I heard many stories 
about tile thrilling landing of the Pil¬ 
grims on Plymouth Rock, and your his¬ 
torians—not ours—have told an admir¬ 
ing world how much the world was in¬ 
debted to the security with which those 
gentlemen landed here. And it aroused 
in my young mind a feeling of hostility, 
and 1 was inclined to think from what I 
read and from the experiences of my 
theological ancestor Roger Williams 
and Ann Hutchinson and one or two 
faith healers nf the earlier days in 
Salem, and of the influence of these men 
of bipod and iron, that it would have 
been full better for the world if Ply¬ 
mouth Rock had landed on the Pilgrims. 
(Laughter.) Rut gentlemen in view of 
the flow of good spirits and the way in 
which I have been introduced I have 
changed my mind. 1 am glad that you 
survived the shock of encountering the 
red man. He did not survive it. I was 
shown about through your capitol to¬ 
day, and it docs not often happen—bf 
<\}ir salaries had not been raised 1 don’t 
believe it would have happened today— 
to a party of tourists who were willing 
to follow "the man from Cook's" lo he 
personally conducted by the real live 
governor of Massachusetts among the 
relics that adorn your splendid old his¬ 
torical monument on the hill. I noticed 
there that wherever the red man ap¬ 
peared he appeared naked except for a 
how and arrow and two pine trees. 

(Laughters) Such is the fate of the in¬ 
ferior race since the white man, armed 
with the Bible in one hand and Jamaica 
plain in the other (laughter) entered 
tijion his career of conquest and expan¬ 
sion. 

Continuing in a humorous vein Mr. 
Fassett kept the company in a roar with 
a series of laughable anecdotes and allu¬ 
sions. Speaking of his two companions 
lie said that his friend from Arkansas 
(Mr. Robinson) belonged to the min¬ 
ority. ostensibly, but was too clear head¬ 
ed a man to belong to it in dead earn¬ 
est: lie was simply a democrat for geo¬ 
graphical reasons. (Great laughter.) “I 
have with me also.” he said, “my good 
friend the boy oraior from Pittsburg-— 
at least he was a boy and he was an 
orator. (Laughter.) He has recovered 
from boyhood; whether it is proper to 
use the Greek aorist in speaking of his 
oratorical powers I leave you to judge.” 

Continuing. Mr, Fassett said: 

There arc a few subjects which we 
may well seriously consider, going back 
to the landing of the Pilgrims on Ply¬ 
mouth Rock and the expansion which 
has characterized Anglo Saxon effort 
in this most gloriofis country under the 
stars. Wc are facing our destiny for 
the future. It is upon us, and it is upon 
us intensely. Wc conic of a commercial, 
a trading, an aggressive people Wc are 
nor only increasing and multiplying and 
rcplcnishimr the earth, but we arc ab¬ 
sorbing and have been absorbing for 
several hundred years a good share of 
iho best part of the earth. The Pacific 
Ocean for many centuries has been a 
lure to the adventurous spirits of man¬ 
kind. For the purposes of this little 
talk I divide history into these periods: 
The period of the Persian Gulf, with its 
commerce and the sampans and junks 
and shins that sailed the little area, and 
the cities back of it; then the period of 
the Red Sea. with its glamor and splen¬ 
dor: then the period of the Mediterra¬ 
nean Sea, with all that tells us of Tyre 
and Phoenicia and Carthage and Rome: 
then the period of the Atlantic: and al¬ 
ways for the past five centuries there 
lias been looming the image of the great¬ 
est era of them all, the era of the mighty 
Pacific, a great gem ior the possession 
of which heroes have imperilled their 
lives and yielded them us; the great blue 
sapphire six thousand miles in diameter 
and ringed by the gold-bearing moun¬ 
tains of the world and inhabited as to 
its farther shores by the greatest unde¬ 
veloped markets oi the world and a= lo 
our shore by the most aggressive peo¬ 
ple, the most industrious and inventive 
people, the people industrially most po- 
iciuial per unit in the world. We are 
entering upon the Pacific era. The At¬ 
lantic has been a broad field for enter¬ 
prise. Util as the enginery of commerce 
today outclasses the spade and wheel- 
harrow oi a century ago, so will the new 
possibilities of the Pacific outclass all 
that has gone before. We arc entering 
upon a period of mighty tilings, not big 
ones. These big combinations and co¬ 
ordinations of men and money which 
frighten the timid, which lead the un¬ 
thinking or the bailthinking to conjure 
up ghosts out of the very blessings which 
God has created to emancipate mankind 
from the drugerv of toil, are to see a 
growth which will make the _ mighty 
combinations of today as insignificant as 
the partnerships of yesterday. (Ap¬ 
plause.) This country will not be taught 
that property and acquisition is a crime, 
that the possession of weahli is indica¬ 
tion of criminality, it knows, as you 
and I know, that the great captains of 
great industries are honest men, simple, 
men. who move in direct lines and not 
devious ways lo accomplish the great 
things of the present and future. 

And now what has happened? We 
have crossed the continent, we have 
gone west so far that any further west 
is east and civilization stands gazing off 
across the sea We have adopted Hon¬ 
olulu and Guam and the Philippine Is¬ 
lands. We have gone west so far in 
Alaska that the most central city in tile 
United States is San Francisco, washed 
hv the tides coming through the Golden 
Gate. And there we are. surrounding 
the Pacific, with a capacity to produce 
uiiparalelled and growing to the amaze 
ment of each of us overv day. The con¬ 
quest of the Pacific is in sight; il is in 
our grasp, ami it is for us to sav whether 
we shall direct the policies of tlti- na¬ 
tion for the future with an eye single to 
the possibilities of our commercial am¬ 
bitions, or allow Mursetvcs lo be con 
traded by the narrowing grin of race 
prejudice and passion. (Applause.) 
What is the Pacific? An opportunity 
for trade. What trade? The trade of 
Asia. That means trade with Asiatics. 
And with the keen trade rivalry of Eng¬ 
land -and of France and of Germane and 
of Italy, and of a ressurveted Russia 
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with his usual shrewdness, has installed a

japan growing more and more itidc- 

K adorn of us. And jet of the 4flfl.t)00.- 
1 in China, a man'* wage today, alas, 
average - only $14 in gold in .. year, and 
the coolie- of Con a average only $16 a 
year. The Japane-e in $0 years have 
grown from a productive and consum¬ 
ing capacity of $15 to $*W. imaging the 
4000.000.09) of China, the 3000,000.000 
of India, brought by Occidentalism into 
a consuming and producing power, with 
increased aptitudes. with increased 
wants which easily become converted 
into necessities amounting to $30. $30. 
$40, $90 and $100 a year, and you have 
a trade multiplied into the billions, a 
most alluring prize. 

And yet while two great questions are 
always before Americans—first. Is it 
right ? anti second. Will it pay ?—wc may 
have the consciousness that these ques¬ 
tions may be answered both in the affir¬ 
mative—-It is right to have international 
politeness: it is right to treat others on 
an equality to which their intelligence 
and their probity entitles them (.ap¬ 
plause ): it is the right of the strong, it 
is the right of the enlightened, it is the 
right <>l the hrave. to be fair equally to 
the poor and the humble as to the rich 
and to the mighty. We have not been. 
The United States has not always been 
reliable when it comes to a question of 
obeyin* its natural inborn sense of jus¬ 
tice when there arc no cannon on the 
other side. We have abused China, but 
we hive been her best friend at that. 
Anri Japan—wc opened her dnnrs. She 
said to us fortv years ago. “We do not 
ouestion. if you please, the superiority 
of your guns’ wc raise no question as to 
the superiority of your religion, wc raise 
no question as to the superiority of your 
cn ilization; hut you are not of us. you 
differ from us." And it is a strange 
echo we hear on the door- of Congress 
todav front the representatives of the 
verv people who bombarded their gates 
open. "We do not want thc-c yellow 
men: they may l>c as good as we. but 
we are different." Wc are the superior 
race, but protect us against collision with 
these inferior people, of such devotion 
to their country and to their fiag and to 
their families and to themselves that 
they are willing to work longer and 
work harder anti work more honestly 
for less pay than the lords of the super¬ 
ior race. 

I have no argument to make tonight 
for or against Japanese exclusion. I 
have no argument to make tonight for 
or against the wisdom of Chinese ex¬ 
clusion. I have no argument to make 
tonight tor or against the wisdom of 
strictly prohibiting all aliens from all 
nations whom we regard as deteriorat¬ 
ing in their influence upon our civiliza¬ 
tion being admitted to this country. I 
rai-e no argument. 1 simply raise a 
series of suggestions. Here we are. 
We are building a canal costing hun- 
dredcs of millions. We have built trans¬ 
continental railroads. We are asked to 
lmild a fourteen foot ditch through the 
Mi-si-sippi Valley at a cost of hundreds 
of million- more. John I lay magnifi¬ 
cently conducted the police of the "open 
door'" We paid 330.9X).000 tor the 
Philippines: wc acquired Honolulu and 
conquered Hu.till and gained a right to 
be in Samoa. We have our islands 
stretching to the north. We are asked 
to subsidize -hips in addition to -hips we 
are -iili-idmng now. And all for what? 
For a commerce that is only within our 
reach if we strain every effort, if we 
m* every demand.

(Laughter.) 

I learned, too, the real reason why 
ijani Powers returned from Congress. 
It was to become counsel for a traction 
company, of which, after a few years' 
service as counsel, he has finally wound 
up by becoming president: and if the 
stockholders arc not careful no too will 
be inviting them in to burn their stock 
certificates. (Prolonged laughter. I 
This is not my first visit to the city of 
Boston. A hoy in Pennsylvania has 
three in-tinclivc ambitions: First, to 
wear .-uspenders: secondly, to get mar¬ 
ried: and. thirdly, to speak in Boston. 
(Daughter.) And after that . feels 
qualifii d to run for any office within 
the gift of the American people. And I 
will say to you in that connection, that 
while 1 conscientious!v voted for a sal¬ 
ary of $7500 a year for myself (laugh¬ 
ter) and other great men (Renewed 
laughter), if [ had firs' visited this spot 
anil felt as 1 do now I would have mov¬ 
ed to increase it to $35.09), because I 
feel that any man who is entitled to the 
honor of standing before and being lis¬ 
tened to by an audience of this char¬ 
acter is worth at least $25,00!). 

My friend Powers was with me the 
hist time I visited Boston, and he had 
not then become president of the trac¬ 
tion company, but he had. I am satisfied 
now. his ambition nutureil in his soul, 
because wc got on one of these cars and 
lie said. “I want to show you the most 
beautiful stretches of suburban country 
there is in the United States" As we 
rode along he said, “You know I am 
counsel for this road." 1 said, “Yes?” 
Said he. referring to the conductor, “I 
am going to watch Ibis fellow." It was 
an Irishman who was conductor, and 
he professed to do his duty, going in 
and collecting fares and ringing them 
tip. Finally, as he passed out, Powers 
said to him. "I low long have you been 
on this road?” I've been on it three 
months now." "Do you know your 
duty?" "I think I do." replied the con¬ 
ductor. "Collect all fares?” asked Sam. 
"Vis." "And ring them up. register 
Ihi-iu?" "Vis." I low many fares have 
you rcm.-lercil ?" he asked. "Sivin,” re¬ 
plied the conductor. "How many pas¬ 
sengers have yon on now?” "The con¬ 
ductor ran his eve up and down the car. 
"One. two. three, four, five, six, seven, 
eight; one. two. three, four, five, six, 
sivin, eight. And Sam said “That looks 
pretty tough for somebody doesn't it?” 
"Ye're dom right it does,” replied the 
conductor; “ye'll have to get off.” 
(Peals of laughter.) 

Mr. Burke proceeded with several 
more stories which were enthusiasti¬ 
cally received, after which he proceeded 
as follows: 

Busier than in any other time in many 
years, I have gladly yielded upon im¬ 
pulse to the invitation of your distin¬ 
guished representative in Congress to 
come to this dinner tonight, anti I fee! 
that 1 have largely profited by my pres¬ 
ence here and by my fellowship with 
him in the journey hither. And whether 
you have had able and distinguished 
men there before, you have never had a 
man who was held in higher esteem by 
the membershin oi the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives and the Senate of the Unit¬ 
ed States than the Hon, John W. Weeks. 

(Long applause.) He represents the 
type that you arc accustomed to send 
and have been sending to that body. And 
that brings me directly to the topic that 
1 wish to spend five minutes on at this 
time; that is. the present condition of 
our politics and our business. And not 
in a partisan sense, because I could give 
utterance upon a Democratic platform 
:o whatever sentiment 1 shall say here 
tonight, I belong to the other faith, hut 
I respect the hopeful, the untiring war¬ 
riors on the other side, and I know that 
after all there is in-born in them and 
there is behind their every movement 
and every motive the purpose of mak¬ 
ing this a better world to live in. There 
has not been in the history of this re¬ 
public from the dav that Washington 
stni'z'dcd to bring about the birth of a 
republic in the western hemisphere, from 
the day that Lincoln struggled to re¬ 
vive and rejuvenate the Union and to 
save it, from the time that Gram dealt 
in all the great nroblenis of reconstruc¬ 
tion. until the present time, when we 
have a president of the United States 
for whom both parties vie today be¬ 
cause of his sound, fundamental love of 
American principles. (.Applause.) 

It is in a certain measure a sad com¬ 
mentary that the first principles upon 
which the republic rested and for which 
our forefathers fought begat the strug¬ 
gles the relics of which I saw today in 
your great State 1 louse in Boston, 
through which we were piloted by a 
governor who would be an ornament to 
any commonwealth. (Applause.) ft i* 
a sa<| commentary that we ever departed 
even in a slight degree from those prin¬ 
ciples. Rut it is nevertheless a fact that 
a few years ago high-minded and right- 
thinking men concluded that there were 
far too many abuses in the business and 
the commercial and the political world 
for the health of the American people; 
there had grown up a custom to decry 
men in public office, to besmear them 
whenever opportunity afforded and to 
look down upon them rather than to lift 
tlu-m up and encourage them in the per¬ 
formance of their duty. But a great 
change ha- been wrought both in the 
i commercial and the political world, the 
I result of which is beneficial to both. 
And without egotism, from the political 
-tandpoint is is a great satisfaction to 
know that these reform* that have been 
brought about in the business world 
i were largely instituted in the world of 
politic- and in ublic life There is a 
| higher moral tone in the business life of 
i this country today and in the political 
I atmosphere than there ha* ever been 
! since the close of the Civil War. 

N’ow we niu-l admit that we recall in 
i a ni-'ing wav the fact that there werr 
: -windlers in business and that there 
were what is known ns grafters in poli¬ 
tic* The word “graft" was written in¬ 
to the vocabulary within a few years, 
and it was the evidence of reproach ft 
remained for *onte one to lead the 
American neoptc to bring about a cure. 
There never wa* .a crisis in the lihtorv 
of thi* country in which a leader was 
not produced, and that leader wa* pro¬ 
duced in the man who sits in the White 
House tonight. (Applause.) 

A great writer once living in thi* 
country, with whose religion probably 
mail'- of us did not agree but whose 
heart seems to have been right, said— 
and f recall it now when f see the prin¬ 


ciple- laid down b\ this leader permeat¬ 
ing the whole business and political at¬ 
mosphere, when I see business men 
thanking themselves that a better con¬ 
dition has arisen, when 1 see tnen in 
public life thanking themselves too that 
a finer State of affairs exists in politics 
and m public life, when 1 see it spread¬ 
ing from one state to another—"If I 
were the Deity and were ordaining 
thing-. I would make health and not 
disc.i-e contagious." Tile thought in his 
mind was that disease is more conta¬ 
gious thar health. Gentlemen, the Amer¬ 
ican people have proven within the last 
34 mouths that political health, business 
and commercial health, is far more con¬ 
tagion- than the disease that precedes it. 
(Applause.) I am not ratifying by in¬ 
ference or direct assertion the action of 
the hysterical demagogue, for whom 1 
have no use, but am speaking for the 
sober-minded, intelligent body of the 
American people. There was dishonesty, 
a* I said, in public and in private life, 
and why should it have existed? Why 
should there be a single dishonest man 
in public life today? Why should there 
iic a single dishonest purpose guiding in 
the business man in this country today ? 
Every railroad wc have is choked with 
traffic: every river is laden down with 
cargoes, the product of the brain and 
the genius and the toil of the American 
workingman. Every conntinghouse, 
business bouse and business center is 
throbbing with industry. The banks are 
rolling in wealth and the greatest com¬ 
merce. interstate and international, the 
benefit* of which ever came to a nation, 
have been those in which the American 
republic has been a leader during the 
last twelve months. And with prosper¬ 
ity on every hand, with good things 
flowing down upon us, the bounteous 
blessings of the Creator, why with these 
abundance of opportunities for honest 
men should there he a single trace of 
dishonesty in any walk of American life? 

(Applause.) 

Gentlemen, the change has come, and 
the men in public life will honor you 
the more because you helped to bring it 
about, and you in turn will honor great¬ 
er men, your public servants, in whom 
you will have a greater confidence than 
ever before. The great community 1 
represent is intertwined with yours in its 
products, in its prosperin', in its hopes 
and in its aspirations. There is not a 
single spot on earth tonight to which 
the products of the people of Pennsyl¬ 
vania do not reach. If you will walk the 
streets of London you will look through 
plate glass that comes from the banks of 
the Allegheny River. If you go into 
some of the finest buildings in the city 
of Paris, you will look into mirrors that 
come from Western Pennsylvania. You 
will go to the watch lowers of astron¬ 
omy, where the scientists are scanning 
the planets and fathoming the mysteries 
of the stars through the lenses made by 
the fine workmanship of Western Penn¬ 
sylvania men. You will find her wealth, 
you will find her genius wherever the 
world speaks of twentieth century Am¬ 
erican citizenship. Go to the pagodas of 
China and you will find them lighted by 
oil that comes from the oil fields of 
Western Pennsylvania. You will find all 
these things. But back there in the city 
of Pittsburg, in that little community 
which I have the honor to represent,— 
about which to some extent a peculiar 
impression has been formed abroad.— 
let me say that there is not on all the 
globe a place in which there are more 
beautiful homes, which are veritable 
shrines of holiness and of virtue, in 
which there are more virtuous women 
and heautiiu! children, in which there 
are braver men, intelligent and hard¬ 
working men. And they too arc march¬ 
ing stile by side with you, the intellec¬ 
tual hub of the American republic, 
shoulder touching shoulder, in llu- ban¬ 
nered march of grand humanity. (Great 
applause.) 

Mr. Powers. 

We have one speaker left who conies 
from a distant southern state; lie is the 
"Arkansas Traveler.” (Laughter.) He is 
so fortunate or unfortunate—it depends 
upon the point of view from which voit 
look upon it—to belong to the Demo¬ 
cratic party. I bespeak for him. however, 
a cordial welcome here tonight, and let 
me say to him, as 1 said in the early 
part of the evening, that this is not a 
political organization. We have as a 
member of this club, sitting back of me 
in a very quiet corner, one who year be¬ 
fore last bore the banner of the Demo¬ 
cratic party in the state of Massachu¬ 
setts (Gen. Charles W. Bartlett). I re¬ 
gret to say that we have not with ns 
this evening, as perhaps we should have, 
the Democratic candidate for the gov¬ 
ernorship last year. (Laughter.) It i- 
eurretitly reported that at least 57 per 
cent of the membership of this club cast 
lltcir votes for Mr. Moran last fall.

Mr. Robinson.

The gentleman from New York, 
the gentleman from Pennsylvania and 
the toastmaster have all taken occasion 
to refer to the fact that I am from Ar¬ 
kansas, and am proud of it, and you 
laugh. (Laughter.) 1 have, Mr. Toast¬ 
master and gentlemen, that sense of lov- 
altv which inspire* the bosom of every 
true American citizen—that sense of 
love for the smoke that ascends in the 
unclouded heavens from hi* own fire¬ 
place. that sense of loyalty to the brave, 
true heart* who honor and who nurtured 
him. But I am proud to say to von thi* 
evening that white I am proud of the 
distinction of being a citizen of Arkan- 
-a*. I am proud of the distinction tint 
come* t-i me bv being a citizen of the 
••.-public. (Great applause.) 

Massachusetts and even Pennsylvania 
and N'ew York—I extern! cordial greet¬ 
ing this evening. My reception here has 
been *o kindly that f fed that- I mai¬ 
llot have behaved mvself as well as I 
■honld ( A voice--‘‘You're all right. 

' Laughter.) That endorsement will have 
to hear a certificate of approval from 
some gentleman whose conduct I have 
been able to observe (Great laughter.) 

Several references have been made to 
water this evening and to seas. I admit 
tli.it 1 am unable to see the propriety 


of siu'li references on this occasion. But, 
Mr. Toastmaster, the sea of American 
politics is never in perfect calm. Its 
bosom never becomes stagnant, It is al¬ 
ways disturbed by whirlpools and tossed 
liy tempests. Sometimes its surface is 
lurid with many lights that gleam and 
glance and dazzle, then vanish from the 
mariner's sight.

But such hours pass all too 
soon, the light too quickly dies from 
the heaven and the night enrobes the 
political sea in gloom; the clear sky and 
the bright stars soon hide themselves 
and the storm king hurls his frequent 
defiance with the lightning's advance 
and the thunder's tread. Far out at sea 
between the island of I.ongcd-for and 
the kingdom of Ncver-Shall-Bc, many 
a goodly vessel loses its bearings and 
drifts a hopeless derelict with fallen 
masts and broken spars. The shores of 
this political sea arc strewn with the 
ghastly corpses of hopes thrown over¬ 
board and washed ashore. Along its 
beach lie shattered hulls and broken 
beams, whose bottoms hold in close em¬ 
brace rich cargoes of unrealized ambi¬ 
tion. (low many ships have put to sea 
for the ports of public favor and politi¬ 
cal renown and lost themselves among 
the lonely islands of forgetfulness. Burr 
and Hamilton, Webster and Calhoun, 
Clay and Douglas—among the might¬ 
iest* sailors that ever navigated the Am¬ 
erican political sea—what storms your 
boats encountered, what rocks you 
struck, what fruitless voyages you made I 
And yet politics is today as in their time 
one of the chief avenues through which 
Americans assert their ambition, 

The House of Representatives has 
long been a goal in many a politician’s 
race. State legislators, judges and many 
other officers turn their eyes in longing 
to the great white dome of our national 
capitol and dream of enchanted audien¬ 
ce* thrilled and swnved by their ora¬ 
tory. But when one's ambition to be el¬ 
ected to Congress has been realized the 
dream sometimes becomes a nightmare. 
The sense of feebleness, humility, dis¬ 
appointment and neglect that frequent¬ 
ly overcomes the new member of Con¬ 
gress is indescribable oitiable. His ora¬ 
tory does not charm: it sickens and dis¬ 
gusts. Ifis presence is obscured, his 
counsel scorned. A few years ago I ob¬ 
served a companion cartoon. One of the 
pictures represented a lofty giant stand¬ 
ing astride the towers and steeples of his 
native village, Oshkosh, the traffic of 
the city passing between his legs and the 
little people looking up at him in won¬ 
derment and admiration. It was the gen¬ 
tleman from Oshkosh, in Oshkosh. But 
the companion picture interested me 
still more, fn the center of Pennsylva¬ 
nia avenue, trodden under foot by giants 
jostled and hustled by a hurrying 
throng, stood this same individual, a 
pigmy among giants, looking up in help¬ 
lessness and fear. It was the gentleman 
from Oshkosh in Washington, D. C, 
(Laughter.) 

How the House of Representatives is 
run is an interesting story. It is a three- 
wheel machine, more perfect in its mech¬ 
anism than the proverbial clockwork. It 
never runs down, it never wears out 
and it always works with precision. It is 
a wheel within a larger wheel and a 
smaller wheel within these two, and 
these wheels are the Speaker, the Com¬ 
mittee tin Rules and the Standing Com¬ 
mittees of the House of Representatives. 
The Committee on Rules is nominally 
composed of three Republicans and two 
Democrats, but it can get along now 
without the Democrats—and to be per¬ 
fectly honest about it, it usually does. 

! Laughter.) Its essential parts are the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives 
the gentleman from Pennsylvania, the 
smoothest of the smooth. Sir. Dalzcll, 
and the gentleman from Ohio, Mr. 
Grosvenor, the able partisan defender 
of the machine. When important legis¬ 
lation is to be enacted, of a political 
character especially, these gentlemen 
meet in the Speaker’s room behind clos¬ 
ed doors, and they settle it. (Laughter.) 
if opposition arises within their own 
party they patiently bide their time. Ev¬ 
ery insurgent is carefullv singled out, 
liis views and wishes ascertained and 
usually he is pulled in line by an un¬ 
seen wire—preferment to him or the 
passage of some local bill in which his 
constituents are deeply interested. But 
if he stands out in opposition for a time 
they permit him to display his effrontery 
until the time for the vote aonroaclies, 
and then lie hears the sharp crack of the 
Speaker's whip above his back and its 
power is most irresistible. It may be 
said that the chief business of the Com¬ 
mittee on Rules today is to abrogate the 
established rules of the House and make 
iiH-iMiqiri-lH-iisihle the parliamentary sit¬ 
uation to ordinary minds. (Laughter.) 
But it facilitates promptness of action 
and party harmony, and through it you 
are enabled to locate responsibility. 

The second wheel in this great ma¬ 
chine is the Standing Comujiltees of the 
House. Every bill which is introduced is 
aiiomatieally referred to some commit¬ 
tee. If that committee reports the bill 
favorably it usually passes. If the com¬ 
mittee is against the bill it goes dead in 
th.- committee and yon hear of it no 
more. If a committee is about to report 
z bill which the Speaker does not want 
reported lie winks at the chairman of the 
cummUti-c, or frowns at him, according 
to the intelligence of that gentleman. 

I Laughter.) [f the fool docs not take 
the wink the Speaker expresses his views 
to hint very plainly and distinctly, and 
usually that settles the matter. Ninety- 
nine times out of a hundred that is the 
end of it. But if the committee insists on 
reporting the bill contrary to the views 
of the Speaker there are many ways of 
preventing its passage, and the Speaker 
knows them all and he uses them all. 
Through the standing committees of the 
House all the important legislation is 
enacted. Their work is thorough, their 
investigations are reliable, their informa¬ 
tion is complete. In my humble judgment 
they are a very efficient part of the ma¬ 
chine. 

But the third great wheel in this ma¬ 
chine is the Speaker himself. He is the 
miglilv Wah-IIoo-Wang-Wang of the 
Wackiwack. (Laughter.) He is the 
great Speckled Thunder on the war 
path. His power in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives is absolute. No measure of 
national importance can pass the House 
of Representatives with his opposition 
During the four years (hat I have 
served in that boilv I have seen the is 
sue arise, f have seen opposition to his 
views ri«e like a tide and threaten to 
overwhelm hint, but when the issue cante 
he overcame his adversaries and the in¬ 
surgent* were no more. The present 
Speaker of the House of Representa 


live*, gentlemen, in my humble judg¬ 
ment, is a great mail. Ite is a fearless 
man. He is a patriotic man. To use an 
expression of bis own, he is "as honest 
as the exegeneies of politics will per¬ 
mit." (Laughter.) I have no denuncia¬ 
tion to make of either individuals or 
parties. Because the political party to 
which I belong—and I am speaking ser¬ 
iously though it may seem strange to 
you-vthc political party to which I be¬ 
long when it had the opportunity failed 
to rid the country of this system of leg¬ 
islation which threatens the overthrow 
of popular government. It is far from 
my purpose tonight to criticise any par¬ 
ty or any individual. I decry the system 
which makes a mockery of popular leg¬ 
islation and threatens to overthrow pop¬ 
ular sovereignty. The present Speaker 
of the House of Representatives in the 
exercise of his power may have saved 
this republic many millions of dollars. 
There is one thing that may be said of 
old Joe Cannon, that lie is not afraid to 
assume responsibility for his acts. (Cries 
of “Goodl') lie stands out in the lime¬ 
light like a man and when he is assailed 
he strikes back with vigor, and woe be 
unto him in the House of Representa¬ 
tives who receives “Uncle Joe's" blow. 
But the House of Representatives was 
originally a forum of great national de¬ 
bate, Questions of vital moment were 
determined there in the light of public 
scrutiny. Congress was held in high es¬ 
teem because of the character of the 
membership, the nature of the questions 
considered and the manner in which 
those questions were disposed of. The 
decline of prestige which has come to 
the House of Representatives during the 
last twenty-five years, in my humble 
judgment, is not due to the inferiority 
of membership, but is due directly to 
the control of machine politics. The pre¬ 
sent membership of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives compares favorably with 
that of any Congress which has assem¬ 
bled during our history. We arc not 
lacking in strong men. But machine 
methods have minimized them and mag¬ 
nified the importance of political organ¬ 
ization. The machine control which ex¬ 
ists todav in the House is subversive, in 
inv judgment, of popular liberty. In this 
republic no one man ought to have pow¬ 
er to determine what legislation should 
lie enacted, be he ever so great or ever 
good. (Applause.) 

Senator Hoar, in 1893. standing on 
the floor of the United States Senate, 
said: "The question as to whether an 
important measure shall be considered 
by the I louse of Representatives has to 
be determined not by the individual 
members, not by a majority of the 
House itself, not by unanimous consent 
iu many instances, but solely by the will 
of the presiding officer. At his sole voli 
tion he determines what members shall 
be recognized and what measures shall 
receive consideration. It is a notorious 
fact that many measures of vast import¬ 
ance, measures of relief demanded by 
justice and by the national good faith, 
abide from session to session and from 
Congress to Congress, having received 
consideration of the Senate and which 
would receive the unanimous consent of 
the I louse if they could be considered 
in that body, but which can never be 
heard tlitre because of the refusal of its 
presiding officer to submit the questions 
to the House.” 

,, -' s . l0 .'* lc remedy for these conditions, 
The jurisdiction of congress should be 
restricted to matters of general con¬ 
cern. Tensions should go to the depart¬ 
ment; claims to the courts; documents 
and seeds should be distributed by gov¬ 
ernment clerk*. Congress should meet 
in October or earlier. Fewer laws should 
be enacted. Recognition to members to 
ask unanimous consent should lie grant¬ 
ed to every member as a matter oi right 
or should be abolished. A respectable 
iminlicr of the members should have the 
tight to demand consideration of any 
measure at a future date. The members 
would thus be made independent of the 
machines. The continued exercise of the 
cowers the speaker now has is incon¬ 
sistent with a republican form of gov¬ 
ernment and repulsive to the theory of 
popular sovereignty. 

it is this system, m- friends, that 1 
I'ilicise. It is the one-man power and 
the machine power that 1 object to. 1 
>bject to it just as much whether it is 
xerci.'Cii by Democrats or by Republi¬ 
cans. This government, we are told, was 
fqutided upon the principle of individual 
liberty. Representative government con¬ 
templates freedom of thought and ac¬ 
tion by the people's representatives, 
guided and restrained by their convic¬ 
tions of right and of necessity, f would 
not have you think that I am lacking in 
confidence in our political institutions. 
I have faith in them. I believe that this 
is the greatest and best government on 
earth. 1 believe that our flag is the great¬ 
est and (he best flag on earth. (Ap¬ 
plause.) I believe in the perpetuity of 
our institutions and 1 believe that the 
spirit of liberty which has so often been 
demonstrated in the old Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts—I believe that that 
spirit, running through all our history, 
will in time overthrow every form of 
oppression. (Applause.)

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BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


The first regular meeting of the board 
of aldermen brought out an interesting 
discussion on several matters last Mon¬ 
day evening. President Carter was in 
the chair and these aldermen were also 
present:—Bacon, Besson, Bowen, Burr, 
Cabot, Clarke, Confirm. Converse, Do¬ 
herty, Hall, Holmes, Jones. Lyons, Pal¬ 
mer, Stone, Underwood, Weston and 
White. 

The first business was a joint con¬ 
vention with the school committee to as¬ 
sign a date for election of a member of 
the school committee to succeed Mr. 
Tilitey resigned. Mrs. Davidson, Miss 
Cobb,' and Messrs. Cavcrly, Bassett, 
Morton, Gorham. Howard, Wells, and 
Stcbbins were present from the school 
board. 

President Carter was chosen chairman 
and Mr. Wells secretary. An order was 
then adopted assigning Feb. 18 as the 
date tor such election and the conven¬ 
tion dissolved. 

Hearings were called upon petitions 
of the Telephone Co. for attachments on 
Linden st. and Dedham st.. on petitions 
of I,. A. Vachon to keep gasolene at 14 
Pleasant st. and at 199 Commonwealth 
avenue, and on petition of John O'Brien 
to remove a tree on Jackson st., at which 
no one appeared. 

At the hearing on the petition of the 
Newton Street Railway Co. for reloca¬ 
tion of (racks in Xonniitum square. Gen¬ 
eral Manager Brush said that only a 
sli ht change of tracks was desired to 
facilitate the handling of their cars dur¬ 
ing rush hours. 

At the hearing on the petition of the 
same Company for double tracks on 
W •liinelon si. from Auburn st. to Ath¬ 
erton place, Mr. Brush said that they 
desired the additional track to have a 
more elastic system and to facilitate 
handling their cars. Mr. W. H. Mague 
said that this was the third or fourth 
time he had appeared to protest on this 
matter and it had been thoroughly 
thrashed out before. His objection was 
to a double track between Auburn and 
Greenougli street, where portions of the 
street arc only 48 feet wide. Allowing 
12 feet for sidewalk and gutter. 18 feet 
for double tracks and 12 feet more for 
the opposite sidewalk, left only 6 feet of 
•roadway for teams to pass and repass 
without going onto the tracks. Mr. 
Mague said that the place with double 
tracks would be a death trap and begged 
the aldermen to visit the spot before 
■granting the petition. He had no ob¬ 
jection if the street was properly widen- 
•cd. but protested against allowing the 
tracks to stay ns at present on the side 
of the road. He said the present track 
■was a detriment to his property and two 
would he very objectionable.

This Committee also approved the 
ri. omiuendatiom, of other committees 
for pavnu-ut of rewards ami for sewer 
eonsiriution. 

On i ■commendation of the Public 
V* ofk- committer, a -ewer was ordered 
limli in HoyLtou and Cook streets, an<| 
h ave to withdraw granted on a petition 
for change of name of Dudley street to 
Dudley road. 

On recommendation of the Committee 
on Rules the Mayor's petition for legis¬ 


lation to change time within which sewer 
assessments may be apportioned, was 
ratified, an amendment made to the 
Rules and Orders of the board authoriz¬ 
ing the President to allow committees 
to sit prior to meetings of the aldermen. 

On recommendation of the Claims 
Committee Albert H. Roffe was granted 
leave to withdraw on his petition for re¬ 
lease from contract for removal of 
ashes, etc. 

In presenting the report of the Rules 
committee, inexpedient to adopt the 
mayor's recommendations regarding re¬ 
duction in water rates, Alderman Bowen 
stated that there was no need for the 
change at the present time. Compared 
with such places as Somerville and 
Cambridge our rates are higher as our 
system is more extended. The proposed 
reduction means a loss to the city of 
$ 10 , 000 , just the amount the department 
was ahead in 1906. 1 f wc arc later com¬ 
pelled to enter the metropolitan water 
system, the water rates will be much 
higher. The report was accepted with¬ 
out debate. 

An order relative to return of Armory 
rent was also adopted. 

An order presented bv the Rules 
Committee requesting the Mayor to 
favor the hill before the legislature re¬ 
ducing the number of members of the 
-choo! committee to 7 anil providing for 
biennial elections of aldermen and school 
committee brought out quite a little de¬ 
bate. Aldermen Doherty said he had 
no objections to biennial elections but 
he believed the school committee should 
lot be reduced They were charged 
with important work, and one member 
from each ward could not be expected 
to look after all details. Our wards are 
large and extended and our school needs 
require a great deal of attention. 

Alderman Weston stated that last 
year after Mayor Weed has recommend¬ 
ed it in his valedictory, he had presented 
a petition to the legislature for biennial 
elections, and at that time it was sug¬ 
gested that the number of the school 
committee could be reduced with advan¬ 
tage to tthe city. Boston's plan of 5 
members is a great success, and while 
that number is ideal, it was deemed 
liest on account of ward feeling, to make 
the new number seven, or one from each 
ward. This number can handle school 
affairs much better than a larger num¬ 
ber. 

Alderman Doherty saw no advantage 
in reducin'- the board to 7, no expense 
was involved and Newton was not com¬ 
parable lo Boston. The present method 
is working in a satisfactory manner and 
lie could sec no good reason to change. 

Aldermen White favored the bill as 
drawn, and after Alderman Doherty's 
amendment to fix the number of school 
committee at 14 was defeated, the orig¬ 
inal order was adopted. 

When the proposed ordinance relative 
to throwing of refuse into the public 
street was presented from the Committee 
on Rules, Alderman Condrin called at¬ 
tention to the omission of the word 
'"glass” and an amendment by Alderman 
Weston, adding, "Bottle, bottles or 
glass” was adopted. Alderman Doherty 
fought hard to substitute the word 
“may'' for ‘‘shall" in the section pro¬ 
viding a penally for the offence. He 
thought it rather severe to impose a 
heavv fine at present before the people 
had become familiar with the ordinance. 
Later lie said he would not object to 
the stronger form but it was better to 
proceed carefully in this kind of legis¬ 
lation. Alderman Weston objected to 
the amendment as lie had implicit con¬ 
fidence in Judge Kennedy and believed 
that no hardship would occur in the ad¬ 
ministration of the ordinance. Aider- 
man Doherty nlsq had a high opinion of 
Judge Kennedy, but thought it would 
ridiculous to impose a small fine for 
this offence. He heartily favored the 
ordinance but thought it should be made 
effective at some future date. His 
amendment was defeated and the ordi¬ 
nance passed to be enrolled. 

Alderman Converse then precipitated 
a long discussion on railroad matters bv 
asking that the board express its opin¬ 
ion as against the proposed transfer of 
the B. &• A. trains from the South Ter¬ 
minal to the Park Sq. station. Mr. Con¬ 
verse wanted the Mayor and City So¬ 
licitor authorized to appear before the 
railroad commissioners in opposition to 
such transfer. Alderman Weston lieart- 
ilv favored the objection but feared the 
citv did not have authority to take such 
action. On his request the Citv Solici- 
lor was called in and stated that the 
hoard had such authority if proceedings 
were pending. 

Alderman Palmer thought the city 
was against the proposed change hut the 
board should wait until the proper time 
to express its view.-, and tonight was 
h 'ld v that time. 

Alderman Converse said lie only 
wanted to impress the railroad authori¬ 
ties with the fact that public sentiment 
was against the change. 

Alderman Holmes said that if it was 
a physical impossibility for the 15. & A. 
to run its trains as they should lie run, 
from the South Terminal, and they have 
got to have more room, lie should much 
prefer Park sq. to the service given the 
past -ix months. 

, Mdcrinan Clarke questioned what the 
N. Y. C. could give us in the way of 
facilities at the South Terminal. He 
would rather go to Park square with 
trains on lime than continue with the 
present service at the South Terminal. 
V li.at we want lie declared was the 
right service at the South station. 

Alderman Holmes' suggestion that the 
matter lie referred to a committee, was 
opposed by Alderman Conver-c who 
-aid that ii would be impossible for such 
a committee to go into the details of 
railroad management in order to handle 
tile matter intelligently. We ought lo 
impress the railroads that we want bet- 
ler facilitie- at the South Terminal. 

Alderman Calxit jokingly suggested 
dial ilu- matter lie referred to the Chair¬ 
man of the Public Franchise committee 
i Mderman Painter) with full powers. 

Alderman Weston wanted the board 
to declare its sentiment as opposed to 
abandoning the South Terminal by the 
B. K A. trains, 

\ Merman Burr protested against 
hast>• action, saying that it was a very 
deep railroad problem, which was being 
considered by the best railroad minds 
in the country, and this board ought not 
lo expri-.- it- opinion in live minutes. 

Alderman Palmer said that the mayor 
wa- watching this matter and would 
probably, at the proper time request ac¬ 
tion by the board, lie believed it better 
to wint until the question was in more 
definite form than now, and when the 
board's opinion would carry more 
weight. 

Alderman Bacon said he favored the 
nroposed change himself and asked if 
■lie members were to express their 
views as individuals or as representa¬ 


tives of the citizens. He stated that he 
had called a meeting of the Improve¬ 
ment Society in his village to consider 
the matter and was opposed to express¬ 
ing any opinion at this time. 

All the motions which had been made 
during this discussion were then with¬ 
drawn and the board peacefully adjourn¬ 
ed at 9.22 o'clock.

There is, quite a little disappointment 
expressed ami considerable criticism ov¬ 
er the action of the aldermen in refusing 
to adopt the recommendations of Mayor 
Warren and Water Commissioner Whit¬ 
ney .to reduce the water rates. It seems 
strange that after public agitation of 
the question for over a year, a careful 
investigation of the matter with a favor¬ 
able conclusion by the mayor, and fav¬ 
ored by many citizens, the aldermen 
took the action they did without debate 
and on a very meagre presentation of the 
case from the committee. 

The Ghatiuc has argued this matter 
so many times that it seems hardly ne¬ 
cessary to repeat again the reasons and 
the facts which justify the proposed re¬ 
duction. 

The facts arc as follows: The depart¬ 
ment estimates its expenses for 1907 at 
$113,270.50 to which should be added the 
assessment for metropolitan water 
amounting to about $6,000., making a 
total expense for water of $120,000 in 
round numbers. The receipts for 1907 
arc estimated at rising $144,000,, so that 
there is an excess income of about 
$24,000. Besides the expenses above 
mentioned, which are properly charge¬ 
able to water receipts, the department 
docs some work each year towards ex¬ 
tending its mains, the expense of which 
has heretofore been paid from bond is¬ 
sues, extending over a period of thirty 
years. The estimate for this work for 
1907 embraces $20,000 for new mains 
and $25,000 for extending the system of 
driven wells to obtain additional water, 
a total of $45,000. The aldermen now 
propose to pay $24,000 of this amount 
from the water rates of the current 
year, raising the remainder by the usual 
method of bond issues. 

This scheme, while apparently simple 
in theory, does a great injustice to the 
water consumer of 1907. He not only 
is called upon to pay bis thirtieth of the 
present water debt in the annual con¬ 
tributions for interest and sinking funds, 
contained in the above sum of $113,- 
270.50, but lie will pay $24,000 towards 
extending the water plant, and which 
should be apportioned upon the water 
consumers of the next thirty years, as 
has been the approved custom of the 
city in tlie past. 

The water consumer of this year can 
fairly be asked to pay his share of the 
cost of constructing the water system 
which he uses, and assessed as yearly 
contributions to the sinking funds and 
interest on the water debt, and the water 
consumer of ten or (wenty years hence, 
should also contribute his share of the 
cost of procuring the water which he will 
ihcn use. 

if this contention for justice to the 
1907 water consumer is sound, only so 
much should be raised by water rates as 
will defray the annual cost of mainte¬ 
nance, etc., estimated above as $120,000., 
and tho recommendation of Mayor War¬ 
ren to make a 10 per cent, reduction 
therefore is both conservative and fair. 

The bogey of being compelled to enter 
tiie metropolitan system is far fetched. 
The water commissioner, with 300 acres 
of land in N'cedliani still unworked, es¬ 
timates our present and future supply as 
capable of sustaining a population of 
60,000 and he has further plans which 
will provide water sufficient for 100,000 
population. Our water supply, therefore, 
is amply sufficient, as well as officially 
expensive. 

The action of the aldermen on water 
rates hints at a new policy of municipal 
finance, which if carried to a logical 
conclusion w : lt establish a high tax rate 
for general expenses, utilizing the sur¬ 
plus receipts for school houses and other 
permanent improvements, heretofore 
paid from bond issues. If a $10 minimum 
water tax is maintained after it has been 
shown to be excessive, why shouldn't a 
$18. tax rate also be fixed, regardless of 
ihc legitimate demands on the tax pay¬ 
ers of any one year. 

We believe that the citizens of New¬ 
ton are satisfied with the methods of the 
past thirty years, in spreading the cost 
of permanent improvements such as 
water works, sewer construction and 
new school buildings over a series of 
twenty lo thirty years, the tax payers of 
each year paying their share of the cost 
of work, the use of which they annually 
enjoy. The custom has the sanction of 
a generation of city fathers and has re¬ 


peatedly received legislative approval on 
Beacon hill. It should not be lightly dis¬ 
regarded and undue burdens, whether 
in water or other taxes, placed on the 
shoulders of any one group of tax pay¬ 
ers. REDUCE THE WATER RATES. 


Alderman Condrin's point relative to 
throwing of glass into the public streets 
was well taken and shows a disposition 
to analyze nldermanic business which 
augurs well for the future. 


The debate in the board of aldermen 
Monday night on the proposed transfer 
of the railroad trains from the south 
Terminal to Park Square, clearly indi¬ 
cates that public opinion in this city is 
divided. The one point upon which ev¬ 
ery one can unite is the call for electri¬ 
fication of the Circuit line. 


A correspondent calls attention to the 
abuse of horses during the present hard 
going, particularly by express companies, 
lie cites a recent instance of overloading 
and an exhausted horse in Nonaiitinn 
square. Reference is also made to the 
trip from Boston to Newton in the sum¬ 
mer time with no opportunity for water 
and tltc customary heavy loads. 

A movement is now on foot in this 
city to secure legislation to provide 
elections for aldermen and school com¬ 
mittee, similar to the present method of 
electing a mayor. In our opinion the 
great need of government today, is not 
less but more frequent elections. Ex¬ 
perimental legislation has trended more 
and more to remove the official further 
and further from the people, with a re¬ 
sulting lack of interest on the part of 
the voter and a growing sense of import¬ 
ance on the part of the official. 

The latter tendency is not so notice¬ 
able in Newton as the former, but the 
by elections for municipal officers reveal 
a pitiable degree of public spirit by the 
average voter. Last fall, the total vote 
at the municipal election was less than 
one third of the registration, while the 
month previous, at the state election it 
was nearly 85 per cent of the registra¬ 
tion. With no mayoralty candidate, 
the voters failed to enthuse and a small 
minority controlled the result. Rather 
than provide biennial elections for al¬ 
dermen which is the remedy now pro¬ 
posed for this serious condition of af¬ 
fairs, it would be far better to return 
to the annual election of mayor. No 
mayor in the entire history of the city 
has ever been refused a second term and 
at the same time the people have had in 
their own hands the power to correct 
any mistake in the choice of an execu¬ 
tive had the fact appeared during the 
first year of administration. The move¬ 
ment towards biennial elections, either 
for city or state is a serious mistake. 


Railroad Improvements 

in response to the request of the Rail¬ 
road Commission, Vice President Van 
iitten of the New York Central line has 
written them the following letter: 

Feb. 4, 1907. 

Hon. James F. Jackson, Chairman, 

Board of Railroad Commissioners, 

20 Beacon Street, Boston, Mass.: 

Dear Sir—Replying to your letter of 
the 1st inst., asking lor information as 
to what has been accomplished in con¬ 
nection with the recommendations of the 
Board. 

So far as the coal situation is con¬ 
cerned. Altogether we have purchased 
40,000 tons of one of tile best gas coal 
on the market, which has been, or is be¬ 
ing, delivered to us at the rate of 5000 
tons per week, and which is of material 
assistance is making better time with our 
local trains. 

In* the way of passenger equipment, 
we have, as we have alt ready advised 
you, received ten modern coaches. Dur¬ 
ing the month of February we shall re¬ 
ceive fifteen more such coaches. Until 
the question of the electrification oi our 
circuit is determined, it is difficult to de¬ 
cide the number of additional coaches 
that should lie added to this service. The 
matter oi clectrificatiou of the circuit is 
under active consideration, ami will lie 
determined within ihc near future. 

We have also made requisition for 
fifteen vcstibuU-d coaches for our 
through service. 

In regard to additional locomotives: 
As already reported to you, since 1902 
we have added 36 freight engines and 
31 passenger engines. In addition to 
these we have ordered for delivery in 
1906, hut we now learn will be delivered 
beginning April I, 10 combination 
freight-passenger engines, 2 passenger 
engines and 15 freight engines. We have 
also made requisition for 25 freight en¬ 
gines. 18 passenger engines and 9 
switching engines, for delivery during 
the present year. 

We have been giving a good deal of 
attention to the matter of increased ter¬ 
minal facilities of the Boston 8t Albany, 
a- you know, and to that end have rec¬ 
ommended the plan known as the “Park 
Square Station Grounds." Our people 
are now considering this in its different 
phases, as to just how far it will help 
out the situation, and l expect a deter¬ 
mination in the matter within a reason¬ 
able time. 

One of the principal reasons, from my 
viewpoint, for taking this for a passen¬ 
ger terminal is that the freight situation 
may be relieved. While we have been 
criticised more from the passenger 
standpoint, the fact remains that the 
freight facilities arc ju-t as important. 
In properly caring for the freight situa¬ 
tion in Boston it seems lo be almost nec¬ 
essary. from my point of view, that the 
Park Square Station property should be 
acquired. 

The electrification of the circuit, and 
tlie acquisition of the Park square prop¬ 
erty means an expenditure of $10,000- 
OtXl or more, and I think you will agree 
with me that onr people are warranted 
in being absolutely positive that they arc 
doing the right thing before undertaking 
to expend this large sum.

What Vice President Van Kttcn says 
about the benefits in handling freight 
that would be possible in case the com¬ 
pany makes the proirosed change lo Park 
square is understood to mean that as 
soon as tiiis removal were made, tlie 
company would devote much more of the 
Exeter-'strcet yards to handling freight 
than is at present used for that purpose: 
that new freight houses would be built 
in the rear of the Mechanics Building, to 
relieve the present Knceland-sirect 
houses; and that space for a consider¬ 
ably increased number of freight cars 
would be gained at Kneeland street by 
ihc removal of the present Boston &' Al¬ 
bany roundhouse from that location lo a 
new location nexr Beacon street. The 
present location of the roundhouse is of 
advantage when the company is handling 
its passenger trains in and out of the 
South Station, but would he useless as 
soon as the passenger trains were taken 
10 Park square. 

What he says about the construction 
of third track on grades, to keep freight 
trains moving, is the plan in use with 
good effect on the Boston & Maine’s 
Fitchburg division. Tlie third track is 
built in long reaches, between the cast 
and west mainline tracks, with connec¬ 
tions with both mainline tracks at each 
end. Tiiis allows a heavy freight to 
swing in on Ihc third track from cither 
direction, to wait there until passenger 
trains that have overtaken it pass by. 
and (lien to swing out on the main liiie 
again for continuing its journey.

Un¬ 
doubtedly the road will of necessity be 
obliged to do something in the near fu¬ 
ture in order that it mav properly care 
for its constantly increasing traffic. We 
hear criticisms and suggestions which 
have merit and value, and the sugges¬ 
tion which strikes me most favorably is 
to eniim the Circuit Road with elcctric- 
itv. build a subway from Huntinslon 
avenue tn connect with the present Ter¬ 
minal suhwav. tiiis would relieve Ihc 
surface of at least eighty trains dailv.

A* Explanation of Tht* Peculiar 
Freak of Natnro. 

One of nature’s true wonders—on* 
upon which much has been written, 
but which t* yet not understood when 
Its varied phenomena are considered— 
is the desert mirage. Travelers in the 
arid regions of the western and south¬ 
western Uultcd States tell wondrous 
tales concerning the spectral pictures 
which the desert mirage has presented 
for their inspection. Cool sheets of wa¬ 
ter and waving trees and grassy 
swards appear where all is known to 
be parched earth aud burning sands. 
Occasionally a mountain range will ap¬ 
pear on what Is known to be a bound¬ 
less stretch of level plain, or a herd of 
deer, cattle or other anhuals will be 
seen apparently contentedly grazing 
on the glussy surface of the atmos¬ 
phere. Cities ure occasionally seen 
hundreds of miles from civilization, 
and phantom ships hove beeu known 
to loom up against tlie sky and appear 
as real vessels to persons who lived 
so far away from the waters that they 
bud never taken the trouble to visit the 
scacosst and who hud never seen a 
real ship. 

The explanation of the mirage, as 
usually given. Is as follows: 

The sand, being Intensely hot, causes 
the layers of air which rest upon It to 
become greatly rureded, and under cer¬ 
tain circumstances this luyer Is quite 
distinct from the denser stratum a few 
Inches or feet above it—just as if it 
were a sheet of water upon which oil 
rested, it is Ibis rarefied stratum of 
air which acts as a reflector and pic¬ 
tures to the eye those curious Inverted 
images.

A WILOERNESS OF TREES, 


In*ee«**llile Forest* That Abound la 
Guatemala. 

Nearly all of the northern and east¬ 
ern part or Guatemala Is covered with 
a dense tropical forest, consisting of 
mahogany, different kiuds of cedar, 
chicle aud other hard woods. Along 
streams down which logs can be Boat¬ 
ed much of the mabogauy has been 
cut, but us yet very little of the other 
woods have been marketed. This Is es¬ 
pecially true of the department* of Pe- 
ten, Alta Verupuz and Izabal. 

Most of the forests still belong to the 
government, uml the usual method of 
securlug the timber Is by concession, 
by which a certain number of trees are 
cut at u given price |icr tree, or u slip 
uluted sum Is paid for the timber on a 
given tract. It Is uot uu eusy mutter 
to got titles to large tracts of land in 
GiiutenmUi, us it is discouraged by tho 
government. Those concessions are uot 
usually granted for a louger period 
tliuu Uvo years. .Somullinus It Is stipu¬ 
lated that If a eei tulii uuuiliur of trees 
arc cut during that tluio they must bo 
renewed. 

The pine forests are limited, being In 
tho mountainous country principally 
and Inaccessible. Must of the lumber 
used comes from tho United States, 
principally from California. The for 
ests of this country are generally so 
lnncceaslblo that the railroad compa¬ 
nies Import nearly all their tius and 
even Import coal, because it Is difficult 
for them to get enough firewood.—New 
York Horuld.

Among the duties 
of these nurses is included the going to 
the homes anil seeing that the medical 
treatment that the child requires is giv¬ 
en and often times showing the parents 
how to do much for themselves. One ob¬ 
ject of the nurse is to shorten the time 
of absence of the child from school by 
seeing that the child has proper treat¬ 
ment.

Without the prrsaimel of the 
committee complete, we already find 
work to do, and urge the co-operation 
of every member of the General Feih ra 
lion. 


Wc will present only one subject far 
your thought at this time, and that is 
one in which, white we have had a gen¬ 
eral interest, nor have not, as an 
organization, given it the especial at¬ 
tention it deserves.. The protection of 
the birds is a subject that should be 
agitated until at least no club woman 
will wear a bird wing or aigrette on her 
hat . We are told that the birds are 
manufactured, etc-, but let us not coun¬ 
tenance anything that looks like a bird 
on our hats. Let us recognize not only 
the bad taste, but the cruelty of it.

The chairman of the Civil Service 
Reform Committee of the General Fed¬ 
eration presents the following report in 
the December Federation Bulletin: 

There is no one of the eleven stand¬ 
ing committees which has more to do 
with the national life than the Civil 
Service Reform Committee. All of its 
work pertains in one way or another to 
the cultivation of the best service for 
county. State, and nation. For this 
need to be fully understood we empha¬ 
size the leaching of merit system in the 
school-room through prizes for essay 
work, through classes in United States 
history, through a more definite under¬ 
standing of that which is true and that 
which is in keeping with the best devel¬ 
opment of the nation’s life and its pres¬ 
ervation. 

It is hard for some women to under¬ 
stand that the interests of the home arc 
not confined by the four walls thereof 
and the boundaries of the surrounding 
yard. The old catch-phrase was 
“Mother, Home, and Heaven.” If the 
mother had any point of view outside 
her house, her gaze was turned to that 
mystical region. Now her heaven is not 
only in that ‘‘Summer Land of Song,” 
but is here on earth where she lives and 
rears her children. Anything she can 
do to better the surrounding conditions 
in which activities of the home peopli 
are to be realized will go far to make of 
this old earth a heaven of homes, whose 
boundaries will only be limited by those 
of the nation. 

At the Biennial at St. Paul May 31. 
1906, the resolutions that Miss Bacon 
had framed were unanimously passed 
The act pledged all federated club 
women to work for the betterment of 
conditions in the •eleemosynary institu¬ 
tions of county, city, and State. 

Surely, no work can' appeal to women 
more strongly than to ameliorate the 
condition of the weak and the helpless, 
especially when added to this work is a 
watchful care over any private asylums 
that may be near. Often these asylum 
waifs are committed beyond the cogni¬ 
zance of all law—dependent upon the 
natural inclinations and proclivities of 
the keepers thereof. 

From several sources it has come to 
rny notice that, when the work of the 
Civil Service Reform Committee was 
outlined before conventions, the chair¬ 
men of other committees ltave asserted 
that tlicir field was being invaded, and 
by making this protest so strong have 
in many cases blapketed the enthusiasm 
as well as the work of my committee. 
This condition of things has given me 
much trouble; for it is exceedingly dif¬ 
ficult to bring about a working interest 
in Civil Service Reform, and, when this 
seems about to he consuinntcd, for an 
ice blanket to he thrown over all efforts 
is to be ileploreil. Even if the work of 
two or three committees do overlap, is 
not tin- impact of more than one com¬ 
mittee on a wrong to lie righted or good 
to be accomplished stronger than one 
alone? Again, if each chairman would 
work as part of a mightly whole, not as 
individual units, would not the result be 
stronger ami more complete? 

Through the Bulletin I make the ptca 
to the Chairmen of the different com¬ 
mittees to work along with us, not 
against us, can if they think the boun¬ 
daries of their work are invaded by the 
work, which is comparatively nexv, of 
the Civil Service Reform Committee; 
and 1 am sure that in time they will find 
there is work enough for all in the en¬ 
deavor to attain the high ideal of the 
mighty Federation for the uplift of hu¬ 
manity, for the betterment nf the race, 
for the love of patriotic work for our 
country.

Basket Ball 


Three hundred spectators were pres¬ 
ent in Y. M. C. A. hall last Saturday 
niglu to witness the game between the 
local team and that from Yale Varsity. 
The collegians were a much heavier 
team than the Y. M. C. A. men and it 
was soon seen that it was simply a 
question of how large a score would be 
made. Notwithstanding this fact the 
crowd rooted loyally for the home team 
and at the same time saw a splendid ex¬ 
hibition of team play by the visitors. 
The Yale men did not stop to see where 
to throw the ball when it came into 
their hands but always found a wearer 
of the blue waiting for it when thrown. 
The passing and blocking by the visitors 
was fine, attlio they played a rougher 
game than is usually witnessed ill this 
city. Fouls were frequent, and once the 
referee awarded a double foul for dirty 
work by Van Ylcek the Yale centre. 
The manner in which Wilson of New¬ 
ton covered Itis man was excellent and 
Porter's splendid throw of a basket from 
a point half way down the room, made 
the crowd fairly howl with delight. Yale 
won liv a score of 40 to 13. 


The snow storm of Tuesday hit this 
city harder than any storm this winter. 
Railroad service on the local and 
through lines of the New York Central 
road were crippled, and the electric ser¬ 
vice on some lines was impaired. 

' Business men and others spent hours 
waiting for trains in the dozen stations 
ill this city. Not only were the local 
trains an hour or more off their sched¬ 
ules during the morning rush Hours, hut 
the service was not improved as the day 
advanced. 

Trains running accommodation in¬ 
ward and coming from west of River- 
si t« was especially late, several living 
more than 2 1-2 hours behind their 
• hcdtilc according to the information 
given out bv railroad employes. 

F irlv Tuesday morning a freight was 
stalled near the Wellesley station and 


for many hour* interfered with traffic. 

The Boston & Worcester electric line 
kept its tracks open, but the service was 
completely demoralized. Shortly before 
noon there were delay* of more than an 
hour between car*. When this was 
overcome frequent shifting of passen¬ 
gers at different points along the route 
of this road became necessary. 

By running huge plows constantly 
from midnight Monday the Newton 
street railway company kept its tracks 
open, and throughout the day maintain¬ 
ed a good service in this city and the 
towns west of here. While the cars were 
not run on regular schedule they were 
run frequently enough to handle the 
traffic. 


Accident 

While working in the Lucas mill Tues¬ 
day afternoon John Riley, 4S years old, 
living at 70 Smith ay.. West Newton, 
sustained severe injuries by a large pile 
of lumber falling upon him. 

It is not known what caused the pile 
of lumber to fall. Before Riley could get 
out of the way the boards knocked him 
off his feet, breaking his leg and injur¬ 
ing his back. He was removed to the 
Newton hospital, where it is feared that 
internal injuries will develop. 


Bad Check 

Finding that a check given him and 
drawn on the Newton national bank was 
worthless, A. Luff, proprietor of a shoe 
store on Washington street, Nonantum 
square, has discovered that he had been 
made the victim of a clever confidence 
game. 

A stranger bought a pair of overshoes 
costing $2 in his store Saturday after¬ 
noon and offered in payment a check 
for $16.40. The stranger said he would 
take $14 in change and the overshoes and 
call it square. As Mr. Luff did not have 
that amount in change in his drawer at 
the time he gave a check for $14 instead. 

Mr. Luff found upon presenting the 
check for $16.40 at a local bank today 
that it was worthless. The check had 
been made out to H. John Hill by one 
J. P. Holland, and was endorsed with 
Hill’s name. Luff says lie remembers the 
stranger came into his store sometime 
ago and asked to have a check cashed 
and asserts that he can identify the 
stranger. 


High School Notes 

The recent candy sale in the Drill 
hall was a great aucccss. About 150 
were present. Fifty dollars was made, 
which goes towards a new piano fqr the 
drill hall, 

Ex-Governor John D. Long spoke to 
the school last week on honesty and 
character. 


During the past week, two men were 
bound over for the grand jury on 
charges of forgery of transfer checks of 
the Boston Elevated Road, and a third 
pleaded guilty and was sentenced to the 
House of Correction for two years for 
perjury committed by him in giving evi¬ 
dence in the course of a trial of a suit 
for the recovery of damages for an al¬ 
leged injury on the road. 

These cases are typical of others in 
which various persons have recently been 
found guilty and sentenced or held for 
the grand jury on charges of fraud of 
one kind or another against this com¬ 
pany. The Boston police force, and to 
some extent the police forces in the sub¬ 
urbs. arc following up suspects and ob¬ 
taining convincing evidence of extensive 
frauds against the road, and numerous 
arrests and convictions have followed. 

In the cases of the two who were held 
on the charge of forgery in connection 
with the transfer checks, the evidence 
showed that they altered the dates and 
hours on checks issued by the company 
and tendered them in payment of fares. 

The successful prosecution of many 
cases for the frndulent use of transfer 


checks, for larceny of fares by conduc¬ 
tors, and for giving false testimony in 
damage suits demonstrate* the desperate 
risks that some persons will run to de¬ 
fraud a public service corporation, and 
the abundance of evidence produced by 
the police in court shows the determina¬ 
tion of the Boston police authorities to 
bring the offenders to j . tiee.

‘ al.i it not be well to be more 
M .umiiti.iling with out censure, giving 
them credit where credit is due. and in¬ 
telligently pointing out where they are 
remiss in living up to their agreements, 
and both cooperating and insisting on 
proper remedies being applied. 

There are many who still believe no 
mistake was made in leasing an end-on- 
end line, where there was no question 
of competition, while it would have been 
lolly to have leased it had it been a com¬ 
petitive one. The trouble is they have 
not lived np to their agreements in main¬ 
taining the standard of the road, and 
the remedy is'to compel them to do so. 
Can anyone show how the New York 
Centra! can he compelled to do more for 
Boston by cancelling the lease, or why 
the chances of its doing more are great¬ 
er. when it has no financial interest in 
the Boston & Albany, than where it is 
responsible for fifty or sixty millions of 
ttr stock and bonds. If conditions be¬ 
come intolerable by actual violation of 
agreements we always have the remedy 
of cancellation of the lease; but this 
should be the last remedy, for we should 
■tain less liv it than by any other. !i is 
believed and for the argument may be 
taken as a fact, that the community has 
been annoyed by many petty economies 
that in the end are not tme economics 
for the road. It is not sufficient answer 
lor the management to tell us they have 
increased the rolling stock and motive 
power. They are not "maintaining the 
standard" of the road unless they in¬ 
crease them sufficiently to cover loss of 
wear and tear and to take care of addi¬ 
tional business received. This has not 
been done. H it had been, and misplaced 
economy had tint been used ill purchas¬ 
ing a poor quality oi coal, the communi¬ 
ty would not have suffered as badly as 
it has from poor service in the past few 
months. But we must go farther for a 
complete remedy. 

Few realize the increased _ business 
done; those who think the New York 
Central arc diverting freight from Bos¬ 
ton in favor of New York city may be 
surprised to learn of the enormous in¬ 
crease of business ill the four or five 
years since the lease was made. Records 
show that, comparing the months from 
July to November inclusive in the wear 
1902 and the year 1906, over fifty per 
cent more freight cars were handled. 
Freight train mileage for same period 
increased thirty-five per cent, with hea¬ 
vier trains handled, iu 1906. Freight ton¬ 
nage for months of July, August, Sep¬ 
tember and October. 1901, was 1,653,526, 
while tor same months in 1906 it was 
2.2S4.795. Such increase of business 
which we trust will be continuous, means 
increased facilities which cannot be fur¬ 
nished in a day, but which we have a 
right to demand that the management 
make earnest and prompt efforts to pro¬ 
vide if it is to maintain its part of the 
contract to "maintain the standard" of 
the road. 

As regards the passenger service, con¬ 
cerning which there is well-founded 
complaint, a portion of the trouble or¬ 
iginated iu a cause that is no fault of 
the road; they will be at fault only 
when they fail to attempt to remedy it. 
We are told by other authority than the 
road that tile South Station, while the 
largest in the world, has reached its fair 
capacity. Again, it will surprise many to 
he told that the train movements per 
day al that station exceed those of any 
other station in the world; that the 
trains per hour at the maximum hour 
likewise exceed those of any other sta¬ 
tion, in both cases above mentioned, 
Liverpool Station, Loudon, coining sec¬ 
ond. 

Now, as to a remedy. There are rum¬ 
ors—yes, and more than rumors, in fact, 
enough that i lie public knows that the 
New York Central is considering the 
removal of its passenger terminus to the 
site of the old i’rovidencc Station in 
I’ark Square. That certainly would be 
a step backwards and would be most 
vigi.ruuslv oppo-cd by a very large pro¬ 
portion of the business men and employ¬ 
ee* who are the daily patrons of the 
road year in and year out, and who de¬ 
sire to reach as nearly as is possible tut 
heart of the business section of the city; 
they would most strenuously object to 
being deprived of an existing privilege 
that has been enjoyed for over fifty 
years, and being compelled to expend 
extra time, strength, and money in case 

i ii'iug the street railway, in reaching 
their destination. One friend humorous¬ 
ly figured out that the twenty minutes 
extra a day that would be required in 
going to and from I'ark Square to his 
office in Federal Street, over me time 
i niisuiiied in going to and from die pres¬ 
ent station, would amount to 61)00 min¬ 
utes a year, equalling 100 hours, or over 
two hiijiiie-- wee!-.- of eight hours a day. 
Before such a drastic remedy is pro- 
t'“ ed, why should not the sub-station of 
the present terminal, which was ar¬ 
ranged for electric service he utilized. 
Inquiry reveal- the fact that it is ar¬ 
ranged for one service only and sugg*.-— 
lion i- made that when Ml. the New 
Yu,,, N.iv Ii iven ami die Boston ffc 
Albany arc equipped electrically for 
their suburban -ervice Ihiy would con¬ 
flict, as it would not da io li ve their 
track- cross. As a con? -edly ignorant 
layman on such matters, ] would like to 
make a suggestion am! nave the question 
of it- practicability- d- id-d by inde¬

Quasi public 
corporations have a partner in the pub¬ 
lic. which tbev often overlook.

Newton Hospital 

The Year 1906 which began the sec¬ 
ond Quarter-century of hospital work 
iu Newton, was one of the most import¬ 
ant in the history of the Hospital. In 
May the new Ellison flail, the Harriet 
(Vmld Paine Domestic Building and the 
re-modcled Administration Building, 
were opened to the public for the first 
time, the timely construction of these 
buildings will he recognized by those 
who interest themselves ill the needs oi 
-uir citv along the lines of modern hospi¬ 
tal work. Ellison Hall has made possi¬ 
ble a larger corps of nurses, the Domes¬ 
tic Building was an absolute necessity, 
for the old kitchen was entirely inade¬ 
quate. and the changed Administration 
Building has "really facilitated the work 
of the institution. 

It was shown hv the Report of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee, that during the year, 
1076 patients had liecn admitted and that 
the total number under treatment was 
1119, an average of over 60 patients 
daily for the entire year. During a few 
months iherc was an average of 80 pa¬ 
tients in all departments and at times 
there were even as many as 90 on the 
list, makin" a total of liO to 160 people 
under the hospital roof at one time. 
These figures alone will indicate the 
importance of the work and the need oi 
the greater facilities which have been 
provided. One of the most important 
features of the work, and one which 
gives the •• reatest security to our citi¬ 
zens. is that done in the Contagious 
Wards. Durir - the year. 98 cases of 
Diphtheria and 83 cases of Scarlet Fever 
have been treated. 

In Anril the work of the District 
Nursing Association was assumed bv the 
Hospital under a plan whereby the As¬ 
sociation retains its organization and 
provides the funds for earnin'* on the 
work. The Association is represented 
by three of its members upon the Board 
of Managers of the Training School. 
The work has been systematized by the 
Matron and her assistants, and three 
nurses arc at present appointed to do 
this work of relief. 

All of these improvements have been 
made nossible by the generous support 
of the citizens of Newton, without whose 
help the work could not he carried on. 
The nursing force is being constantly 
increased and there are now 50 nurses 
in the Training School, which will sup¬ 
ply more satisfactorily the demands of 
the Hospital and of the district nursing 
work. 

The Report of the Treasurer indicated 
that there has been a generous response 
from manv to the solicitations of the 
Finance Committee but that there is an 
ever-increasing need of assistance from 
a larger body of our citizens to perfect 
a work in which every one should have 
some definite part.

The removal of Dr. Shinn from the 
city, and his consequent resignation, 
made it necessary for the Corporation 
to fill thi> vacancy. It was through the 
untiring efforts of Dr. Shinn that the 
Hospital was established twenty-six 
years ago, and from the time of its in¬ 
ception to the present, he lias been as¬ 
sociated with the work—the only one 
whose service has been unbroken 
tliroiv'h all the twenty-six years. Every 
department of the work has been made 
better by Jiis wisdom and foresight and 
his loss to the Board through removal 
to another citv, will be keenly felt by 
all.' 

Following the Annual Meeting of the 
Corporation, a Special Meeting of the 
Board of Trustees was held to elect of¬ 
ficers Mr the enduing year. For nine¬ 
teen years the guiding hand of Joseph 
R. f.cesou has been recognized by all 
who have been intimately associated 
with the work of the institution. For 
seventeen years he lias been its honored 
President and during this period his 
name Im* hern inseparable from that of 
the Hospital itself. Every year has been 
a year of progress and a record has been 
made of a work well done. It has been 
known that other duties were making 
ealN upon Mr, I,re*on’s time, but the 
-plendid record which has been made in¬ 
tensified the feeling of personal loss 
created bv the reading of the following 
letter 

“Jan. 8 , 1907. 

Mr W Claxton Bray, Clerk. 

Dear Mr. Bray:— 

Yon will doubtless recall that dur¬ 
ing a prolonged absence four year* ago. 
1 wrote a ;p< rial request to lie relieved 
of the office of Pri-idriu of the Ilo-pital 
Corporation. In the kindest ami nu,d 
agreeable manner, the Board at that 
time determined to disregard Mich re 
attest, ami to re-eb -t me to the office. 
_tt w-v abundantly clear to me then that 
it would not he practicable for me to 
•dee the same constant attention to lit- 
iht'ie tif the office as in the past Events 
have substantiated that view. Your 
records will show that during the whole 
of las! year it was possible for me to he 
present at onlv one regular meeting of 
the Board of Trustees, being also ab¬ 


sent from the annual meeting in Febru¬ 
ary. Bo far as can at present be seen, 
this state of things will not only be like¬ 
ly to continue, but l ant inclined to 
think will become more pronounced, 
consequently it would not be fitting for 
me longer to accept responsibilities 
which there is little likelihood will be 
adequately met. Every year, as you 
know, my request for relief has been re¬ 
newed. During the progress of reno¬ 
vation and building, it did not seem ad¬ 
visable to press the matter. Now, how¬ 
ever, that work having been completed, 
the time is onnortunc. The purpose of 
this letter is to say that I cannot accept 
another election to the Board, and to 
ask you to have the kindness to so notify 
the nominating committee, which has 
already been appointed. 

With the completion of the domestic 
building and reconstruction of the orig¬ 
inal hospital building, the constructive 
period of the 1 lospitnl proper may be 
regarded as finished for some time to 
come. The several departments of the 
Hospital arc now well balanced in re¬ 
spect to accommodations, and it should 
be many years before further enlarge¬ 
ments or changes will be necessary. We 
are extremely fortunate in the present 
personnel of the Board, as well as in the 
various administrative offices of the 
Corporation, so that, as it would appear 
to me, the supervision and actual work 
of the institution are in more efficient 
condition than at any time in the past. 

I bis would therefore seem to he a suit¬ 
able juncture for me to drop out of the 
ranks, a course, as before indicated, ren¬ 
dered necessary by the probable absorp¬ 
tion oi my time in other directions for 
some time to come. The decision in re¬ 
gard to this action is final. 

With the deepest appreciation of un¬ 
failing support and kindness from all my 
associations on the Board, from the 
members of the .Medical Staff, and all 
other officials with whom 1 have been 
brought into frequent contact, f am,

The Board was constrained to defer 
to the wishes of Mr. Leeson and the 
resignation was accepted with a full real¬ 
ization of the loss sustained by the 1 los- 
pital.

Buying Things at Home 

(The following wc publish from "The 
Parish Chronicle" of St. Johns Church, 
New Milford, Coim.j 

We hear a good deal about sending or 
going away lor things and buying of our 
own merchants. The question is some¬ 
times raised in regard to Christmas 
presents for the Sunday school. To get 
presents for all the children, to get the 
candy and candy boxes, to get the carols 
primed, etc., costs us each year about 
$!IX). Sometimes wc hear it asked could 
not vve save something if some one 
bought all the presents somewhere else? 

We have always answered that wc 
wanted to buy here. 

As to the question whether wc could 
*ave a little—possibly we could. So 
large a quantity bought in one place 
would doubtless justify a larger discount 
than where wc buy in small quantities; 
hut we are verv sure that the results 
would not be half as satisfactory as 
where each teacher buys for the few 
scholars whom he or she knows individ¬ 
ually. 

But aside from all that the principle 
of the thing is what wc object to most 
strongly, and it runs out. oi course, into 
all kinds of purchases. We want it un- 
dcrstiMjil that every dollar that the 
church hast to spend will be spent right 
here—if it is possible to gel what we 
wish here—and the same holds true of 
the rector personally, and he wi-hes it 
did of every person in the congregation. 

It seems*to 11 * that the practice of 
sending out of town for something that 
may be purchased for a little less than 
at a local store is extremely short sight¬ 
ed. leaving out its selfishness. Such a 
practice if indulged m to any consider¬ 
able extent must necessarily increase 
the price of that article here. For ii we 
arc to have stores at all the storekeep¬ 
ers must live, and if their sales are 
nitall they imi-t necessarily nnv more 
for what they get—for they cannot buy 
in large quantities—and make more oil 
what thev sell in order to make a living. 
However much one is inclined 10 do this 
we are -lire he is often dependent upon 
the local merchant, lie need? some¬ 
thing at once. There is not time to 
send for it—and lie is forced to look for 
accommodation to the local -tore, lie 
overlook' the accommodation—the tint* 
•a veil to him because another man de¬ 
votes bis time to keeping these things 
handy—and is unwilling to pay for that 
lime—although he experts what lie 
needs at once. He now lose- part of 
what he had shved before because the 
demand having la-m -mail the merchant 
could not Iniv to advantage and also 
had to make a tar-'i-r profit Sinmosc it 
were carried to it - logical conclusion. 
We could have no stone*. We should 
have to send for everything. How often 
would there he vexatious delay ! Some¬ 
thin" would break and a dozen men lie 
idle for a week It would not he long 
before wc should all be ddi-hted if a 
man said he was willing to advance the

capital and give bis time and labor to 
keep these things where wc could get 
them at a moment's notice. He would 
have to charge a little more for them be¬ 
cause he too had to live; but if a great 
many wanted the accommodations he 
could sell almost as chean' as at the 
largest stores. This, wc take it, is the 
or krill oi the store. 

Of course the logical conclusion will 
never lie reached in a town of this size, 
hut if we buy what we can conveniently 
outside wc must not complain if we 
have to pay more for what we buy at 
home. It is our own doilies. 

For ourselves we appreciate fully the 
opportunities of being able to get with¬ 
out delay what wc need, and we believe 
that no town of its size has belter stores 
or more enterprising merchants than 
New Milford has. Wc understand too 
that if these men give their canitat and 
time and strength and brains to keeping 
these things where wc can get them they 
must necessarily make enough to support 
themselves and families. We hope they 
are makin" a good living. We are very 
sure none of them is getting unreason¬ 
able rich—and we do not believe that 
any of them are charging any more than 
the conditions here demand. 

It was farthest from our thoughts 
when we sat down ami began about buy¬ 
ing Christmas presents to take up the 
general subject of Buying at Home. We 
hold no brief for the merchants—but we 
do hold a brief for the welfare of our 
beloved town and community. Wc, be¬ 
lieve the doctrine "Live and let live” is 
the best for us ali. and that in the long 
run he who docs not patronize his own 
town's people loses more than he gains. 

We want to say again that it has been 
and will lie our practice to buy here— 
ami what little influence wc have will be 
used to induce others to do the same. 
The small part of what we pav that 
goes to the local merchant to enable him 
to pass it on to some one else is the part 
we most gladly pay. What we less 
gladly pay is the larger part that he has 
to pav—and that goes out of town; but 
that of course cannot he helped until we 
produce more here ourselves. 


Wc regard it as one of the proofs of 
merit of Burdctt College of Business

Animal Cemetery 


There was a crowded house at the 
hearing last week Thursday before the 
Committee on Mercantile Affairs at the 
Stale House on the bill of several New¬ 
ton ladies for incorporation as the 
"Newton Pet Animal Burial Associa¬ 
tion" for the purpose of acquiring and 
maintaining land as a cemetery for the 
burial of household pet animals. 

Mr. Arthur W. Blakemorc appeared 
for the petitioners and said that this is 
neither a charitable nor a benevolent as¬ 
sociation. but a cemetery corporation, 
and consequently it must ask for a spe¬ 
cial charter. The purpose of the bill is 
simply to give the cherished pets decent 
and proper burial. 

Hon. Samuel L. Powers also spoke 
saying lie could think of no objection 
to the legislation proposed, and thought 
it in line with the humane treatment of 
animals itt which Massachusetts always 
has led. This is not a case of hysteria, 
but a movement entirely in the interest 
of humanity and the public health. 

Remarks were also made in favor by 
l-lon. Henry E. Cobb, Mr. W. C. Bates 
and Mr. A. E. Little, representing the 
Society for Prevention of Cruelty to An¬ 
imals, and a letter was also read from 
Rev. Reuen Thomas. 

Stoughton Bell, who appeared as at¬ 
torney for certain cemetery corporations, 
asked that this bill, if it is to be re¬ 
ported, be properly safeguarded so that 
the interests of existing cemeteries shall 
not suffer.

Teachers’ Salaries 

A special committee appointed at the 
annual meeting of the Middlesex County 
Teachers' convention lias made a thor¬ 
ough investigation of the situation and 
its report is quite interesting The re¬ 
port says that it appears that the school 
officials call hardly do a greater service 
for the cause of public education than 
to labor systematically to educate the 
people along these lines, until they shall 
come to believe that it is neither wise 
economy nor is it morally right so far 
is the interests of the child are con¬ 
cerned. to maintain a rate of wages for 
teachers that is less than will enable the 
b; 't results to he secured in the schools. 
The present burden of taxation in unr 
immicip.ilitics is unquestionably heavy 
and the people are naturally slow to as- 
■iiiiic added burden, in this line; bill the 
public places a high valuation n|K>n it- 
public schools, and when it is made clear 
to the people that the teachers are really 
underpaid there is little doubt but that 
more money can be secured for higher 
salaries. 

It i- the belief of the committee that 
it would tend to increase the possibility 
of a higher average wage for teachers 
if some form of merit recognition should 
lie incorporated into the arrangement of 
salarv schedules for teachers, became on 
the one hand such a plan would make it 
easier for first-class teachers to secure 
adequate compensation, and on the oth¬ 
er hand it would tend to spur inferior 
teachers to extra professional efforts in 


order to rentier themselves eligible for 
an advance in pay. The report is signed 
by F. II. Nickerson of Melrose and oth¬ 
ers of i he committee.

Report of the Trustees 

The Trustees of the Newton Cemetery 
Corporation herewith submit tltcir An¬ 
nual report. The Cemetery grounds 
have been kept in good condition, main¬ 
taining their reputation in the past, and, 
we bclierV. to the satisfaction of the 
highly civilized community, especially 
interested. Unite a number of minor 
improvements have been made. The 
slope south of Crystal Lake has been 
graded and made ready for seeding. The 
shed accommodation near the green¬ 
houses has been increased. The green¬ 
houses, cltanel, conservatory, water tow¬ 
er and tank have been painted. A new 
furnace has been put into the Superin¬ 
tendent's house. Electrical lighting lias 
been put into the chapel. The roofs of 
the Mattson and Mcrriain houses have 
been shingled. Other buildings were re¬ 
paired. A considerable amount of fill¬ 
ing lias been made on the low lands 
cast of Walnut street where the peat 
had been removed. 

A portion of the Mills properly ad¬ 
joining ilie cemetery has been purchased 
for SI.130, and negotiations are progress¬ 
ing for the purchase of the Taylor prop¬ 
erty on the corner of Beacon and Wal¬ 
nut streets, which will enable us to 
make a valuable and. much needed im¬ 
provement in that region. The fight 
against the gypsy and brown-tail moths 
has involved considerable expense, and 
this bids fair to continue tor some time 
to come. 

On the 14th slay of June the New 
England Cemetery Association held its 
annual iiicciing at our cemetery, and the 
condition of our grounds was handsome¬ 
ly complimented by the members. 

The financial results of the year were 
favorable. There were sales of thirty- 
six lots for $1.1,0.19, The Perpetual 
Care Fund was increased by $6821, of 
which $4601 was placed on new lots 
and $2220 on old ones. That fund now 
amounts to $160,857.96. of which about 
98 per cent is invested, while the bal¬ 
ance awaits a favorable opportunity for 
investment. 

T he sinking fund for the redemption 
of coupon notes issued is about $2000 
ahead of the requirements. 

The quick nssests of the Corporation 
arc $12.078.9.1 above the liabilities, while 
the unavailable nssests. including the 
Farlow Fund of $10,000. for the main¬ 
tenance of the chapel and conservatory, 
given by the late John S. Farlow. 
amount to $19,925.96. We have also 
about 150.000 square feet of land, grad¬ 
ed and ready for sale in lots, valued at 
$200,000; besides about forty-two acres 
of land not yet developed. 

The 'l rustees desire to call to the at¬ 
tention of all ’he people of Newton to 
their interest in the Cemetery. It is the 
constant aim of the Trustees to make it 
worthy of the community which it 
serves a sacred purpose.

Savings Bank Insurance 

The subject of Industrial Life Insur¬ 
ance transferred to the management of 
Savings Banks lias as thus far treated 
in the public prints been quite one sided. 
Beyond the practical remarks such as 
might be expected from Gov. Long on 
Feb. 2nd at the meeting of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Cluli the objectors to the 
scheme have not yet been heard from. 1 
think it is now high time that a word 
he said against the project. 

So far as I can learn no bill lias yet 
been presented for consideration by the 
present legislature—yet I understand 
that the privilege for action upon the 
hill later has been retained. All the pub¬ 
lic interest that has thus tar been 
aroused is pure agitation and sentiment. 
Manv have joined the so called Savings 
Bank Insurance League much as indi¬ 
vidual- sign a petition and many level 
headed men who have first asked for ini 
headed men who have first asked for in¬ 
formation are still a skin- for informa¬ 
tion. So far as alm<cs have existed in the 
business of Industrial Life Insurance I 
would he glad to see them corrected in a 
proper way. 

1 do not expect to see the Common¬ 
wealth of Massachusetts delegate to her 
Savings Banks the responsibility of do¬ 
ing any sort of life insurance lm-iness. 
She is too jealous of the record a ml high 
standing of these institutions, acquired 
under her fostering care, to allow them 
to use that prestige to elevate any de¬ 
moralized business whether oil, meat, li¬ 
quor or life insurance. 

The most worthy and public spirited 
lawyer who is responsible for this life- 
insurance agitation is. | believe, thor¬ 
oughly sincere anil a> plausible as he i- 
sincere, but lie evidently plans to create 
a sentiment in advance in in-urc the pas¬ 
sage of his bill when issued. 

I will state a few objections to the 
legislation to be proposed later as gath¬ 
ered from recent speeches at sundry 
limes and places. Some of these objec¬ 
tion- were brought out in a di-eo-ion 
at the la-t meeting of the Saving- Hank 
Treasurer. Club where the -abject of 
Saving- Bank Indu-lritil Insurance was 
considered for what it might imply, ikj 
bill in regard to -ante living available 
for definite consideration. 

We will -appose that an operative in 
Newton take- out Savings Bank Lite In¬ 
surance Later he move- to Fall River; 
then to Lawrence ; then goes to lii.s home 
in Newfoundland and dies. Who but a 
thoroughbred life insurance man cotlhl 
undertake to get a correct proof of loss 
in such a case? The safety and success 
of life insurance consist- in large num¬ 
bers of well scattered risks. A Savings 
Bank naturally would i—tic insurance to 
its limited following. Let epidemic des¬ 
olate that area and a lot of frightened 
■ te|Hisilor« would quite -peedily proceed 
to make de-olatc that particular Sav¬ 
ing- Bank The u-ual life insurance ap¬ 
plication with it- immerou- question- to 
l> ■ an-wered and more numerous items 
for approval would almost necessarily 
have to be prepared for many Savings 
Hoik applicant- If a clerk attended to 
half a dozen of the-, in a forenoon how 
much tiiin would In- have left for Sav 
i- • H ok work’

Natural!" the death rate in industrial 
insurance is much larger th.au in regular 
life insurance, the conduct of the busi¬ 
ness more intricate and detailed. Lapses 
ill policies would seem to he more fre- 
intent even than now. lor who in a Sav¬ 
ings Bank could take time to hunt up a 
delinquent. 

What a nice question to adjust in a 
lunk amendable to stale ollicials would 
he the proper apportioning of all expen¬ 
ses viz: rent, clerks,stationery,tclclpltonc 
po-tnec stamps, ets., as between the bank 
md the life insurance departments. Ac¬ 
cording to all evidence the expense of 
necessary work by competent actuary 
would he surprisingly large. 

If the high position of Savings Banks 
is to he preserved to them they will not 
undertake nor he allowed to engage in 
any other business. At the meeting of 
the Savings Bank Treasurers Chib al¬ 
ready referred to every speaker was op¬ 
posed to any life insurance scheme. 
Soon the president asked if some one in 
favor of the plan would speak hut no 
tvsponsc came, although it was certain 
that members hail come with written 
speeches in favor of the plan. Apparent¬ 
ly their arguments had all been answer¬ 
ed. 

Only recently special legislation sep¬ 
arated Savings Banks from National 
Banks. Would Savings Banks and Life 
Insurance he nnv better as a combina¬ 
tion?

ii. The first duty of the Chairman 
Shall be to cultivate a taste for good 
reading among club women by issuing a 
bibliography of good reading either 
monthly in tlie official organ ol the State 
Federation or through the daily press 
or by the issuing of an annual circular 
for her State. 

Lei cjich Slate Chairman have 
charge of one evening literary session 
at die Annual Convention of the State 
Federation, when either an address on a 
purely literary subject shall he presented 
by an expert, for the culture and pleas¬ 
ure of the convention or a program be 
made up of club woman talent. In the 
latter ease the literary clubs of the State 
may compete for a place oil the pro¬ 
gram bv sending contributions to the 
State Chairman of Literature, the chair¬ 
man requiring poetry, literary criticism or 
historical or biographical sketches of local 
State interest, in order that a divirsi¬ 
fted program may he available. Hie 
Chairman should give due notice of the 
style of literary productions needed or 
oxiiccted for each State program. 

This literary session would combine 
well with the Art and Musical Depart¬ 
ments. ail reporting at the same session, 
••nd thus making a "Fine Arts” session 
in every sense of the word. 

Slate Chairmen could .advise aliotit 
literary programs, and criticise such 
urograms as might he submitted to them 
for criticism. The Literature Commit¬ 
tee is prepared to help State Chairmen 
in any special way they may desire.—

From the Education Committee 
of the Genera! Federation 


1 am glad to call vour attention first 
to the work in behalf of belter ethical 
instruction in the schools of our nation, 
and to let you know that a Conference 
on that subject is to be held in Chicago 
in February, with members of other 
national organizations of women and of 
the National Fiducatioii Association. 

Such a Conference was planned in 
connection with the great annual meet¬ 
ing of the National Educational .Associ¬ 
ation at San Francisco last July, which 
was rendered impossible by the earth¬ 
quake. The Superintendents' Depart¬ 
ment of that organization will meet at 
Chicago in February, and its officers arc 
arranging for a two hours' conference 
between ten of its members and two rep¬ 
resentatives each from the General Fed¬ 
eration of Women's Club, the Associ¬ 
ation of Collegiate Aliunnx, the Wo¬ 
man's Christian Temperance Union, the 
Congress of Mothers, and the Daugh¬ 
ters of the American Revolution. '1 lie 
chief subject for discussion will be the 
best methods to be used itt both home 
and school for producing high character 
in tile children of onr land. Each or¬ 
ganization is gathering pamphlets and > 
courses of study for comparison and np-' 
proval at this Conference. Will you, 
therefore, kindly forward to me, be¬ 
fore February first, outlines of any 
methods which have been found to be 
particularly successful in your State? 
It is hoped that this Conference will 
bring about a permanent and lielptnl re¬ 
lationship among these six organizations 
in their work for education. 

As a second matter of interest, let me 
ask von to find a place among your 
pamphlets for a volume of Statistics on 
Teachers' Salaries, which will soon be 
sent to you by the Secretary of the Na¬ 
tional Education Association. If you 
can find time during the next two years 
to discover from these statistics which 
shall have the highest standards, and 
just where your own State stands with 
regard to them, and then to disseminate 
that knowledge among clubs of your 
State, you will lie helping the committee 
of the'General Federation to prepare 
for some work it hopes to do in the fu¬ 
ture. The National Educational Asso¬ 
ciation is glad to give ns this opportu¬ 
nity to increase our own familiarity with 
present conditions, and to spread as 
widely as possible the knowledge its 
workers have amassed in this volume. 
We hope that the Conference in Febru¬ 
ary will lead to the publication of other 
statistical tables which will show in 
compact form how the various States 
compare iti regard to other important 
educational matters. Guided by such 
statistics, the allied efforts of so man., 
organizations ought to bring about a 
greater degree ot uniformity in the edu¬ 
cational advantages of the different parts 
of otir nation. 

While yon arc considering the salary 
question, will you also endeavor to find 
what is the required equipment for the 
teaching profession in your State? Very 
few States have any fixed standard. All 
kinds of certificates or diplomas are ac¬ 
cented. and in some places none are re¬ 
quired. A few Stales require normal- 
school diplomas or high-school diplomas. 
Some schools require adso a College 
diploma. All the information you can 
gather with regard to your own State 
will be gratefully received by the mem¬ 
ber ot the General Committee who cor¬ 
responds with you. 

The third line of work which the Gen¬ 
era! Committee niu.-l undertake this 
year is the raising of a fund for the 
scholarship in an English university 
which was recommended to the Execu¬ 
tive Board at St. Raul by the vote of 
those present at the Conference on Edu¬ 
cation, and was later approved by the 
Board. 

The General Committee asks each 
State Committee to raise one hundred 
dollars t $100 > towards such a fund, and 
also to present a candidate tor the schol¬ 
arship who shall he a graduate of tile 
State University or of some institution 
in the State of etpial rank. The condi¬ 
tions which shall decide the bestowal of 
the scholarship upon one of the candi¬ 
dates presented by the various States 
have been left in the hands of a special 
committee of three college deans and 
presidents selected front the Advisory 
Committee of the Commtrue on Educa¬ 
tion. They are Miss l.ama D. Gill. 
Dean of Barnard College. Miss M. Caicv 
Thomas, President of Bryn Mavvr Col¬ 
lege. and Miss Agnes Irwin. Dean of 
RatlelilTe College. This special commit¬ 
tee will have these conditions ready to 
present to the Council for approval at 
the meeting in Jamestown next June. 
It is hoped that every Slate President 
will route to that Council with the rc 
port that her Slate will he ready to pre¬ 
sent its $100 at the Biennial in Boston. 
I’.aeh State Committee oil I'.dueativm 
will he left to -elect its own method both 
for obtaining the hundred dollar- aid 
for choosing the candidate. Ail candi¬ 
dates -liould be reported to the Special 
Committee before Nov. 1. 1907. ,\r- 

niugiini-nts will he made for this after

Newton Library 

The Trustees of the Free Library 
have made the following report lor 
1906. 

The administration of the Library and 
its several branches lias been quietly and 
efficiently carried on, and, we judge, to 
die reasonable satisfaction of tile cit¬ 
izens. 

Two new branch reading rooms were 
established tluriip- die year; one at _No- 
nunumi, opened m July, and one in Ncw- 
louvillc, opened Uct. 1. In both cases 
diere wore local subscriptions amount¬ 
ing to sufficient funds to start the read¬ 
ing rooms, securing suitable locations, 
and providing them with equipments of 
furniture and reference books, and pay¬ 
ing the cost of maintenance until the 
end of the financial year. This is in ac¬ 
cordance with the terms on which the 
trustees have for some years invited lo¬ 
cal cooperation, and it seems wise in 
this way to enlist public interest in the 
several villages. We now have comfort¬ 
able reading rooms outside of the cen¬ 
tral library, which serves our most pop¬ 
ulous village, in West Newton, Newton 
Centre, Auburudalc, Newton Upper 
Falls, Nonaiitum and Newtonvillc, in 
the order in which they were establish¬ 
ed. These reading rooms also serve as 
the most ellicient agencies tor the dis¬ 
tribution of books from the central li¬ 
brary, We have also been able to meet 
a popular demand by keeping a reason¬ 
able number oi books displayed in the 
branch reading rooms, from which they 
arc selected by the readers. Such books 
are changed at frequent intervals, and ill 
this wav a certain part of the public re¬ 
quirement for books is met on the spot, 
to the increased convenience ot the pub¬ 
lic. 

A new feature in the circulation of 
books has been tried as an experiment 
during the -ear at the Newtdil Centre 
branch. All library officials know the 
dilliculty of meeting the public demand 
lor new and popular books with the 
limited number they feel justified ill pur¬ 
chasing. The new feature consists in 
buying, beyond the regular number fur 
free circulation, a it additional number of 
copies to be circulated among those 
readers who are willing to pay a small 
dailv fee. The experiment has proved to 
he so successful that the additional cop- 
ie- boiiidit have already been paid for, 
while the regular number provided for 
free circulation has been more adequate 
for that demand. This success has en¬ 
couraged us to adopt the same policy 
for the central library anil the other 
branches. It has been successfully tried 
in other libraries, and as those who pay 
do >u voluntarily and please themselves 
bv doing so, white that course relieves 
llie general demand, we see no reason 
lo doubt the wisdom of this extension of 
library work. 

Our new catalogue of Biography, His¬ 
tory and Travels, comprising about 
151100 volumes is in the printers hands 
and will be out early in 1907. 

The circulation of photographs and 
oilier pictures shows a steady increase. 

The use of the reference reading room 
is constantly increasing by teachers, 
•.Indents and dub members. 

We are sending deposits of books to 
fine Sunday Schools with great appre¬ 
ciation by the schools. This is a new 
braneli of circulation oneued experimen¬ 
tally within two years. 

In our report of last year, speaking of 
the fund of $50(10 left by the late John 
C. Chalfin, we said "the income to be ex¬ 


pended for the general purposes of the 
Library without conditions”. Our atten¬ 
tion has been 'called to the fact that the 
clause iiy Mr. Chaffin's will is as fol¬ 
lows: "To the Newton Free Library 
$5000, the income thereof to be expend¬ 
ed in the purchase of liooks of an in¬ 
structive and elevating character, in¬ 
cluding standard works of biography, 
travel and science". We desire to give 
the generous friend of the Library the 
full expression of his own wise purpose. 

The report of the Superintendent and 
the tables show details of administration. 

For the Trusltcs 
Edwin B. Haskell, President. 

The report of the superintendent of 
the Library is as follows: 

I have the honor to submit to you my 
annual report for the year ending De¬ 
cember 31, 1906. 

The tables -required by the Librarian 
give tbc work of the library during the 
past year and a comparison with pre¬ 
vious years. 

The present year has been one of the 
most successful ill the hi-tory of the li¬ 
brary. The number of volumes in the 
library is 68,329. The number added 
during the year is 1.872. The number 
of volumes issued for home use was 
167,739, an increase over that of last 
year of 9,421. The average daily use 
was 530. The largest number of books 
delivered on any one day was on May 
15th, 1906, 1.01 a and the smallest was 
on August 28th, 1906, 305 books. The 
number of volumes bound was 1 , 686 . 
The number of names registered during 
the year was 2,495. The total number 
of names registered is 7,711. 

The children's room in the library is 
constantly increasing in usefulness and 
popularity. This is due very mucli to 
the untiriii" efforts of the Assistant Li¬ 
brarian, Miss Lucy B. Crain, who seems 
to be peculiarly well adapted to this 
work. Saturday mornings she has a 
very successful reading hour with the 
children before the library is opened. 
This department of the library has been 
especially successful during the past 
year. 

Believing that the bejt possible use to 
make of the books in the library is to 
circulate them among the largest num¬ 
ber of people, the officers and all the 
employees in the library, its branches 
and agencies, are doing everything they 
can to see that the books are made eas¬ 
ily accessible to all our citizens. 

The greatest care has been exercised 
in the selection of the books. The wants 
of the public have so far as possible 
been anticipated and the requests of the 
individual who is pursuing some special 
line of study arc, when reasonable, read¬ 
ily granted. In this way the library has 
been a great benefit to'a large number 
of young men who work during the day, 
and with a laudable ambition to better 
their condition in life, and having no li¬ 
brary or books at home resort to the li¬ 
brary and there pursue the line of study 
in which they are interested. Such 
young people arc not only encouraged 
but assisted in every way that it is pos¬ 
sible for ns to help them. The Superin¬ 
tendent has known of young men who 
have been able to secure good positions, 
the first preparations for which were ob¬ 
tained at the library or some of its 
branches. This is especially true oi 
electrical and mechanical engineering 
and drawing. 

It will he gratifying to our people to 
learn that the library lias contributed in 
some degree to help young men who arc 
seeking to better their condition in life 
and thus make better and more useful 
citizens. 

In the Nonaiitum District there is a 
large number of people who work in 
factories during the day and for some 
time they have‘felt the liccd of a Branch 
Library and Reading Room.. During 
the last year many of the working people 
have contributed sums of money vary¬ 
ing from fifty cents to a few dollars, 
and through the personal efforts of Al¬ 
derman William J, Doherty and the as¬ 
sistance of friends they have succeeded 
in raising nearly nine hundred (9001 
dollars for the purpose of establishing 
a Branch Library and Rending Room. 

In July last a" large store on the 
ground floor of the building known as 
Hall Block, on Watertown Street, was 
secured and suitable fitted up with such 
furniture, books, periodicals, news¬ 
papers, etc., as were deemed advisable, 
and in July last a Branch Library and 
Reading Room was opened. Thus a 
long felt want has been supplied in that 
section of the city. This Branch Li¬ 
brary and Reading Room was formally 
turned over to the Board of Trustees at 
their first meeting in January, 1907. 

A Branch Library and Reading Room 
lias also been opened in the Masonic 
Rttilding in Newionville. Large sunny 
rooms have been secured and fitted up 
with reference ivooks, newspapers and 
periodicals. This Branch, also will be 
turned over to the Trustees at an carlv 
date. 

We now deliver to six Branch Librar¬ 
ies and Reading Rooms, five agencies, 
twenty-three public schools and eleven 
private schools. 

I desire to express ni” anpreciation of 
the efficient work of our Librarian, Miss 
Elizabeth I*. Thurston and her capable 
and courteous assistants.

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NEWTON PROTESTS 

Against Park Square 
Station 

Interesting Meetings Held In 
The City 

A most interesting meeting was held 
in Bray hall. Newton Centre last Wed¬ 
nesday evening to protest against the 
proposed removal of the B. & A. trains 
to t'ark Square. Ex-Alderman E. F. 

Saltonslall of Chestnut hill presided and 
the principal address was made by Mr. 

W. M. Noble chairman of the Newton 
Centre Improvement Association com¬ 
mittee on this subject. 

Mr. Noble said in part: 

The average man docs not have an 
opportunity to investigate for himself. 

The real truth of the situation is spok¬ 
en from the standpoint of the railroad 
ontv at luncheons of the New \ ork Cen¬ 
tral held in New York. Ever since a 
highway was laid out in 1630, as far 
into the wilderness as the needs of civ¬ 
ilization would ever require, as the re¬ 
port to the general court at the time 
read, the finest property development 
jias taken place from Newton westward. 

This highway was laid out from Bos¬ 
ton to Newton Corner. 

The passenger congestion has in tins 
last instance resulted from the use of 
poor coal, a tremendous increase in 
freight traffic, and an equal increase ill 
the number of passengers served. To¬ 
day the station has not sufficient facil- 
i or doiit" its work. 

The remeilv is to secure more coal 
first of all. There has been some im¬ 
provement in the last few weeks and 10 
new coaches have hern put <>u the cir¬ 
cuit road. Yet the New York Central 
has not engines enough to do the great¬ 
ly increased work. Traffic on the cir¬ 
cuit road amounts to $600,000 yearly, 
while that of the entire system aggre¬ 
gated S5.000.000. 

No man can look squarely in the 
problem and deny that the South sta¬ 
tion is large enough. Last year there 
were 848 trains a day handled in the sta¬ 
tion. and 1664 daily train movements 
outside of shifting movements in the 
yards. The increase in one year in the 
number of passengers handled in the 
station is 1,673,000. 

An elaborate plan of the station anil 
yards was exhibited. Mr. Noble told of 
a tramp he took several days ago 
through the basement of the station and 
asserted that there was a big area which 
could he used for handling the increas¬ 
ed traffic. It is like an uncanny cave now, 
but it could be put into good shape 
and utilized. 

Asserting that the prupoitionmeiit of 
the space in the South terminal is not 
fair Mr. Noble asserted that the rail¬ 
road commissioners have the right to 
compel a readjustment of the space giv¬ 
en to the New York Central and New 
llaveu roads. 

Everyone seems to he loaded to the 
brim with arguments against Park sq 
as a terminal, nut there arc some things 
in i.uur oi it. It is not out in the coun¬ 
try and is only 350 feet farther away 
away tront the Boston postolTce than 
the North station. Due principal objec¬ 
tion to tins site comes irom die many 
business men liiing on the Newton 
I ,.vs .ill.i lining business near the South 
station, t o mo' e back to Bark sip would 
wu.it was taken away 
from it and the South station would 
still remain a great terminal. 

Tile arrangement originally was to 
use the Back Bay station as a union sta- • incivility oi the guards, the lack of tick- 
tion for both roads. The South station 
was badly planned and badly located, 
but it has been built, and there you arc. 

They say it would cost $1,(J00,U0U to use 
the basement of the South station, but 
from my investigations 1 do not believe 


essential to the proper conduct of the 
present and future traffic over the Bos¬ 
ton and Albany railroad ami expects 
that this finding will be met in a liberal 
ivav by the railroad management. 

At the same time we have not felt it 
to lie our duty nor thought it to lie our 
right to determine the particular way in 
which these additional facilities shall 
he secured. For that reason we can 
nnlv express the hope that in dealing 
"hit the suggestion as to the acquisi¬ 
tion of the Park Square property, as 
well as with any other plan for improve¬ 
ment of the service, large and lasting 
results will not be defeated by the lack 
of broad and deliberate outlook, or by 
action at this time which will mean only 
temporary relief.

\V. lv Webster advocates the equip¬ 
ment of the circuit roail with electricity 
similar to lines of the New York Cen¬ 
tral running out of the Grand Centra! 
station in New York. 

A letter from Vice-Prcs. Van Ettcn of 
the New York Central, in which lie 
stated the conversion to electricity of 
the circuit is now under consideration, 
caused Sumner Clement, a well-known 
resident, to asert that the road prom¬ 
ised many good tilings but that the pnb- 
'ic received few of them. 

Ludwig Gerhard believed that by 
using the sub-terminal the capacity of 
the South station would be doubled. 
"Betcr use electricity on the circuit road 
than a build a new station." he declared, 
.■'cwaril W. Iones, speaking for New¬ 
ton Highlands residents, nreferred the 
Smith station with a subway. Resi¬ 
dents of Wellesley and Framingham ex¬ 
pressed similar sentiments. These resolu¬ 
tions were adopted. 

WHEREAS it is probable that other 
municipalities will appoint citizens 
committees to act in opposing the pro¬ 
posed transfer of Boston & Albany 
trains to Park Square, this meeting 
suggests tlte advisability of an appoint¬ 
ment hi the Mayor of this City of a 
committee representative of all portions 
of the city to act in conjunction with 
citizens committees of other cities and 
towns. 

WHEREAS it appears that a removal 
of the passenger traffic of the Boston X 
Albanv Railroad from the South Ter¬ 
minal Station to a terminal to be erect- 
d at Park Square is contemplated. 

Ho it resolved that while we recog¬ 
nize the magnitude of the transporta¬ 
tion problems now under consideration, 
wc believe that existing facilities of the 
onth Terminal Station are not fully 
utilized, we believe that a solution of 
uresrnt difficulties can be found without 
re-nrt to a removal of Boston & Albanv 
trains from that station, and wc believe 
that am- change from present union ter¬ 
minal facilities would bo detrimental to 
the interests of the City of Newton and 
its residents. 

We therefore oppose the proposed ac¬ 
tion of die Boston K- Albanv Railroad 
-oi<| wc request the Board of Aldermen 
of this Citv to authorize the Mayor to 
• 1 . T'-rnpriatc action in opposition 
thereto. 

While the attendance of less than one 
hundred at the mass meeting in lire 
Newton Clubhouse last evening, called 
to protest against the proposed removal 
of the B. & A. trains to Park Square 
station did not indicate so strong a re¬ 
monstrance as that expressed tlte preced¬ 
ing evening at Newton Centre, yet it 
made up in quality what was lacking in 
quantity, as those present were thor¬ 
oughly representative men. 

-Mr. J. Richard Carter -"Csided and 
Mr. Clias. K. Hatfield was the secretary. 
Mr. Carter called attention to his letter 
a ropy of which we print in another col¬ 
umn. 

Mr Clias. S. Dennison thought that 
the South Terminal Association should 
also he looked after, lie instanced the

Alderman B. S. Palmer thought that 
eor|Kirations had brains if ntit souls and 
Ncwtoii''s demand to In' landed in the 
heart of the city was entitled to consid¬ 
eration.

Mr W II. Magtie said the entrance 
to the station could be easily widened 
adding four tracks more, nltho he 
would prefer to see the circuit electri¬ 
fied. 

Cant. S. E. Howard wanted a petition 
circulated among the citizens ill protest. 

Mr. W. L Follelt said you have got a 
fight on your bands and arc up against 
the real thing. 

Mr. W. M. Noble said the freight con¬ 
gestion is serious and important and 
Park Sq is being considered for that 
reason. I lie Railroad has been ordered 
hv the Commissioners to provide addi¬ 
tional freight facilities, lie showed that 
some of the plans suggested were not 
feasible and urged the meeting not to 
commit itself without a thorough 
knowledge of all the facts. He favored 
raising a sum of money hiring a com¬ 
petent engineer to find a solution of the 
problem without removal from the 
South Station. 

Mr. Carter and Mr. Noble had a run¬ 
ning debate which was quite interesting 
Mr. Carter believing that progress 
should he made step by step to which 
Mr. Noble replied that the passage of 
the resolution indicated that the last step 
was taken first. 

Remarks were also made by Messrs. 
A II Taller. Ludwig Gerhard, G. (4. 
Gilman. C. A. Brown, C. F. Avery and 
a letter read from Senator Valiev. 


Great applause greeted his assertion 
that it is tor immediate best interests 
to use the subterniinal of the station. 

It is also fur the welfare of greater 
Boston that you ought to be cnrciul that 
you do not kill the evident willingness 
of tile New York Central to spend irom 
$1I).(IU0,UU0 to $l3,DOD.Iill0 in Boston for 
a new station. I say this after careful 
ami deliberate thought. I am not talk¬ 
ing for the railroad company, but a 
hasty explosion that will squelch a move¬ 
ment to create another great railroad 
center should be prevented. 

Mr. Noble believed it would be advis¬ 
able for tin- general public to hire an en¬ 
gineering expert to determine how the 
must benefit could be made of the South 
station. 

While our citizens are most interested 
in the pas-enger situation yet the freight 
situation, from the standpoint of oilier 
people, i- equally important. Both are 
congested and any permanent remedy 
must be for the relief of both. A fatal 
objection to the plan oi extending the 
sub-terminal under Dewey Square is i 
that it adds no freight facilities and the 
rat road would probably 'till be obliged 
to buy Park Square,

The citizens of Newton view with 
anxiety the suggestion that their pas¬ 
senger terminal in Boston lie moved to 
I’ark Sq. The South Terminal station is 
near the most important business dis¬ 
trict- of Boston. It affords convenient 
interchange of passengers and freight 
baggage with the several lines centering 
there and bv the elevated railroad it i- 
within a few minutes oi the North Ter¬ 
minal station. Park Sq. is permanently 
separated by the Common from the 
down town district and it lacks the con¬ 
venient connections with other railroad'. 
While we appreciate the difficulties of 
transporting the passenger, freight and 
xtirv- traffic of a large city we arc 
-et to be per-uadid that the passenger 
traffic centering al the Smith Terminal

Mrs. Willard Sears 

Mrs. Susan Hatch Sears, widow of 
the late Willard Scars ,a former resident 
of Newton and at the time of her death 
Ihe oldest member of Eliot church, pas¬ 
sed away Saturday at her residence in 
Jamaica Plain, aged 98 years. 

She was a woman of unusual activity 
and usefulness in her generation, re¬ 
taining her physical and mental powers 
to a remarkable degree until the end of 
her life. Up to a recent date she had 
been able to play upon her piano and to 
do embroidery with somewhat of her 
old-time skill. 

Mrs. Sears was born in Chelsea, Vt., 
in 1808. At the age of twenty-two *he 
went to New York, becoming a mem¬ 
ber of her aunt's family, a woman of 
wide travel, who published two books 
on Ireland, whither she went to carry 
relief in famine time*, in the family of 
thi- relative and in Broadway Taberna¬ 
cle. where she was a member of the 
choir. Mr*. Sears became acquainted 
with Horace Greek, the Tappan* and 
others of similar type. It was in asso- 
iation with such friends that Mr. 
-ear-, a Boston abolitionist, vi-iting 
New York, found his bride and brought 
her to Boston. 

Willard Sears was a civic and relig¬ 
ion* reformer of his time, and Mrs. 
Sear* became identified with him in his 
work fur religion and temperance in 
connection with Marlborough Hotel and 
Chapel, which he established. In Boston 
*he numbered among her friend* John 
Quincy Adam-. Horace Mann, Garrison, 
Phillip-. Rev. Charles G. Finney of Of»- 
crlin College and many other distin¬ 
guished people of kindred aims in phil¬ 
anthropy and education. 

Funeral service* were held from the 
family residence Tuesday afternoon aud 
were conducted by . Rev. Franklin S. 
Hatch a relative of the deceased. The 
bitrial was iy Newton Cemetery.

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School Committee 


Will sonic one please give a single 
good reason why the School Committee 
should be reduced from fourteen to 
seven? 

The only reasons that have been ad¬ 
vanced is that the Mayor wants it, and 
that the reduction to five committeemen 
in Boston is proving itself a wise 
measure. 

Why docs Mayor Warren want it? 
Has he ever given his reasons in public? 

If he has done so 1 have failed to sec 
them 

The argument regarding Boston is 
without force. Boston has six paid 
supervisors, who do the work that New¬ 
ton's unpaid Board is doing. 

Model a School Committee on that of 
Boston and it means a paid Board of 
Supervisors, or else the important work 
of li-iting the schools will be neglected. 

The Mayor advised that the Board of 
Aldermen and the School Committee lie 
cut in halves. In this form the i|iicstion 
w.i-i voted down almost unanimously. 
The Board then eliminated the item of 
the Alderinanic reduction and voted to 
mutilate the School Board. The School 
Beard had no chance to assert itself. 
When the question came up not ail 
Alderman had a word to say ill its 
favor. Xol a single reason was given 
why the change should be made. Alder¬ 
man Doherty was the only opponent of 
the measure and his able arguments re¬ 
mained unanswered. 

Is not tile work of the School Board, 
as at present consumed, well per¬ 
formed? Has the Board been criticised 
unfavorably by any one. at any time? 
Has it been advanced or shown in any 
way that the affairs of the Schools De¬ 
partment have been unwisely admin¬ 
istered? Is not the Board'harmonious, 
free from politics or graft? Why should 
this indignity be placed upon it and no 
chance given it to defend itself? Why 
“tinker" with the City Charter if there 
exists no good reason for it? 

It is not a question of expense, for 
the members of the School Board serve 
without pay. The members are busy 
men. who arc willing to give of their 
time to serve the public weal. Double 
their work and it will be difficult to get 
the best men to serve. 

There are those who believe that a 
committeeman's whole duty is done 
when he goes once a month to the meet¬ 
ing of the Board and votes in a per 
functory way for the orders that arc 
presented. Such a man knows nothing 
of what is going on in the schools be¬ 
yond that which he hears from the 
Superintendent. He doesn’t know the 
teachers: they don’t know him even by 
sight. Such a man will argue that a 
small Board works better than a large 
one and lie will be found in favor of 
the abridgement of the Board. 

There arc others who believe that a 
Committeeman should know the 
teachers and the scholars; that he should 
visit the schools; that he should confer 
with the teachers and help them by ad¬ 
vice and counsel; that his voice should 
be heard once in awhile by the scholars 
The visiting Committeeman can make 
himself felt to great advantage in the 
conduct of the schools, and this with¬ 
out in any way interfering with the edu¬ 
cational plan which is arranged and 
conducted by paid experts. 

Let me cite a few instances: West 
Newton has two members of the Board 
Mr. Gorham, as chairman, has the in¬ 
terests of the High School to look after 
He very often gives a talk to the 
scholars and they arc always glad to 
hear him. Capt. Howard, who is a man 
of leisure, visits the West Newton 
schools and does very much valuable 
work. Ills voice is often heard in the 
schools and he knows all the teachers 
and the kind of work they are doing 
Why should we drop either of these 
men? Neither can <1 <1 the work of both 
To lose either would hurt the city with 
out any compensating gain. 

Over in Ward Five Mr. Wells makes 
himself felt as a visitor at the High¬ 
lands and Miss Cobb visits at Upper 
Falls. Which one shall we drop? Shall 
we fall to recognize the grand work that 
Mi— Cobb has done with the evening 
schools and drop her, op shall we dis¬ 
pense with what Mr, Wells is doing at 
the Highlands? Neither can do tli 
work of both. '1 he«c instances could be 
added to by detailing the work in every 
ward of the city, 'flic Board is organ 
ized so that each ward has a visitor, and 
the ward representative who is not 
visitor has other important departmental 
work to do. The change proposed is in 
the wrong direction. It would be 
positive gain to double the Board and 
get more visitors. It will be an irrepar 
able injury should we take away those 
who have done so much work for the 
schools in their visitations. It has been 
suggested that women go upon the 
Board because they would have more 
time to visit. The proposed measure 
puts an effectual stop to the movement 
to put women on the Board. We have 
had a fine class of men on the School 
!V>:ir,|. They are called upon to take 
time from their business, for school work 
is done by day. Can we get this class 
of men to serve if we double their duty? 
We doubt it. 

It is an important measure. !t has 
been brought forward by those who 
have given no argument to support it 
If it prevails it will result in an injury 
to the schools beyond repair. If we 
have a referendum I do not question 


the thing will be voted down. Our only 
hope is in this. It is for those who do 
not believe in the thing to insist upon 
a referendum and to kill the thing at 
the polls. Uukwysm.

With the progress made in educational 
methods during the past few years the 
age of an institution may, instead of be¬ 
ing something to be proud of, become 
h hindrance to it. A member of Bur¬ 
den College of Business and Shorthand. 
18 Boylston street, Boston, one of that 
city’s greatest educational achievements, 
struck the keynote when he said: “Yes, 
this institution is twenty-seven years old, 
but wc say very little about its age, as 
we take more interest in our endeavor 
to be abreast of the business methods of 
to-day, titan we do in fact that the school 
has been established so long. There is 
great danger," added this gentleman, 
in an institution being an old one, for 
its management is apt to cling to the 
methods of the generation in which it 
was born. At Burdctt College we be¬ 
lieve there has been no day like today, 
and we could not. without loss, exchange 
our methods of conducting the school 
for those of ten or even two years ago 
To imitate the methods of the old-time 
commercial colleges of New England 
would put us back years, as these 
methods are as far behind ours as the 
cab antedates the automobile. Business 
colleges which were old when this school 
was established in this city, could now. 
numerically speaking, be put into our 
largest school room, and there would 
still be room to spare. People are not 
interested in the schools which their 
grandfathers attended any more than 
they are in the steam cars and carriages 
in which those ancestors rode. They 
prefer the up-to-date Pullman and the 
auto. This being true, they do not 
choose a school on account of its age, 
but send their sons and daughters to a 
business college which is filled with the 
spirit of 1907, and one which adopts the 
latest and best among business methods." 


New Telephone System 

As the result of recent agitation for 
cheaper toll rates to Boston the New 
England Telephone Company has sug¬ 
gested a change in its method of hand¬ 
ling suburban business by limiting the 
area or exchanges which the outside 
exchanges may call on free service and 
lowering the toll rates to Boston, limit¬ 
ing number of subscribers to two on 
party lines and inaugurating a “split 
ring,” so that only the party desired will 
hear the telephone bell. 

Under the proposed plan the New¬ 
ton district would include thirteen ex¬ 
changes, as follows: 

Belmont. Brighton. Brookline. Cam¬ 
bridge, Jamaica Plain, Needham, New¬ 
ton North. Newton South, Newton 
West, Roxbury, Somerville, Waltham 
Wellesley, Weston. 

The aggregate number of subscribers 
in these exchanges at the present time 
is 25,505. 

Within this district Newton carries 
oil 82 per cent of its telephonic com 
immicatiou; in other words, stibstnn 
tially four-fifths of Newton's telephone 
calls are within this group of cities and 
towns. 

Of the remaining 18 per cent, 13 per 
rent of Newton's telephone calls are 
with Boston exchanges. On these calls 
Newton would pay seven cents, instead 
of ten cents as at present. 

Of the remaining 5 per cent of New¬ 
ton's calls, which go outside of the New 
ton district, as outlined. 4 per cent arc 
by subscribers having full Boston and 
suburban service. These calls, there¬ 
fore, are not affected. 

There remains only one per cent of 
Newton's calls which would carry a 
toll charge to suburban points outside 
of the Newton district. 

The proposed exchange rates for 
Newton for service within the district 
are as follows:

Private line, measured service, B40 
calls. $42 per year fNow $48 for 600 
calls.) Aditlonal calls three cents each

calls. $36 per year. (Now for 600 
calls.) Additional calls three cents each 
Residence Telephones.

Salesmanship 

The address given by Mr. Fred H. 
Tucker of Church street, Newton, re¬ 
cently before the class in salesmanship 
it the Bigelow School, South Boston, 
is worthy of notice. 

Mr. Thicker is the linen buyer for 
the firm of Farley, Harvey & Co., of 
Boston, and is an authority on the sub¬ 
ject. 

He said in part:— 

"My only reason for being here to¬ 
night is that 1 thoroughly believe in 
what this class stands for. Few men are 
liorn salesmen, but there arc many men 
who, with the proper education, could 
become good salesmen. It takes eight 
to ten 'years' education to be an expert 
lawyer, and it lakes several years of 
careful training to make a good sales¬ 
man. 

"1 shall tell you tonight sonic of the 
things which 1 think are necessary in 
the training of a man who is to he 
successful in selling goods for a whole¬ 
sale house. 

"The first step in making a salesman 
is to m,ike a man. I know of no busi¬ 
ness in life where a character counts 
for more than in selling goods. 

“Therefore my first advice to any of 
>ou who wish to become salesmen is to 
drop your bad habits if you have any 
and become first of all a manly man 
with truth and honor stamped on your 
face. 

"Second, make up your mind for 
plenty of hard work. With these two 
qualifications you arc ready to begin, 
not to sell goods, but to learn the 
goods you hope to sell. Without these 
two qualifications 1 advise you to choose 
some other profession. 

''Courage is one of the most impor¬ 
tant things a salesman should have. 
Sometimes it takes almost as much 
courage to meet a stern and disagree¬ 
able customer as it docs to meet a bear 
Don't forget that there is n difference 
between courage and bluff. The first 
is necessary and the Inst is dangerous. 

"Believe in your house and in your 
line. To quote from another:—‘Give 
me the man who can hold on when 
others let go; who pushes ahead when 
others turn back; who stiffens up when 
others weaken; who advances when 
others retreat; who knows no such word 
as 'can’t' or ‘give up,' and 1 will show- 
yon a man who will win in the end 
no matter what opposes him, no mat¬ 
ter what obstacles confront him." 

"Knowledge of two kinds is most 
necessary to all salesmen. Namely, 
knowledge of goods and knowledge of 
customers, and of neither can a sales¬ 
man have too much. 

"Pack your own samples so you will 
know where to lay your hands on every¬ 
one instantly. Sometimes a few mo¬ 
ments delay in finding a sample loses 1 
sale. 

“Know your customer first as a mail. 
Know his stock, what he keeps and why- 
lie keeps particular lines. If possible 
know his line as well as your own. 
Ignorance is always cowardly. 

“Ambition is a very necessary quality 
for a salesman. You mttst want to sell 
goods with all your mind and soul if 
you ever expect to succeed."

The works there 
have been well managed but the water 
rates have bqen very high. The finances 
of the water department have now 
reached the stage where much lower 
rates could he granted, but they are not 
forthcoming, although the mayor of the 
city in his reent inaugural, reommended 
a reduction in the charge for meters, 
which has been excessive for many 
years, and also a slight reduction in the 
charge per thousand gallons for water. 
Private ownership of the water works 
might have been worse for the citizens 
of Newton than municipal ownership, 
but it is quite certain that the people of 
the Garden Cif arc not getting all the 
benefits they should from the latter sort 
of control. The Newton Graphic, whose 
editor has had experience with city af¬ 
fairs and knows what he is talking about, 
is outspoken in a demand for the Jowcr 
water rates, which it says conditions 
warrant.—Banker and Tradesman.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN 

A joint convention of the board of al¬ 
dermen and the school committee was 
held at City Hall, just previous to the 
regular ahlermanic meeting on Monday 
evening. 

President Carter of the board of al¬ 
dermen presided and Mr. Wells was the 
secretary. Other members of the school 
committee present were Mrs. Davidson, 
Miss Cobb and Messrs Gorham. Both- 
feld, Parker, Howard, Bassett, Cavcrlv, 
and Stcbbins. 

Mr. William H. Rice was 'nominated 
for the vacancy from Ward 6 caused by 
the resignation of Mr. Albert A. Tilney 
by Mr. Parker who spoke in part as fol¬ 
lows : 

Mr. William H. Rice appears to l>e, 
practically the unanimous selection of 
the self appointed, as it were, commit¬ 
tee of citizens of Newton Centre, who 
have heard of the resignation of Mr. 
Tilney and looked carefully into the 
personnel of ihe numberless good gen¬ 
tlemen in Newton Centre who might 
have filled the position. 

He comes of a family which lias becu 
very long in the City of Newton; our 
Rice School building has been named 
for his grandfather, and his father was 
a very well known business man of 
Newton. Mr. Rice is a young man and 
exceedingly well known in the vicinity 
of Ncwlon Centre. He has filled many 
positions in societies of the City, par¬ 
ticularly in connection with the Old 
First Church in Newton Centre, being 
chairman of its Prudential Committee 
1-Ie served on the Building Committee 
of that Church when they built their 
new edifice, and I am told by all those 
who knew him and assisted him, he docs 
things conscientiously and with sound 
judgment. He is exceedingly courteous 
and affable, of fine reputation in the 
community, and yet has all those gen 
cral qualities as our Western friends 
would say “of being a good mixer.” I 
present his name most heartily myself 
and representing the very best judgment 
and spirit of the very best citizens of 
Ward 6 . 

Mr. Rice was unanimously elected 
with 23 votes and the convention dis¬ 
solved. 

The regular meeting of the board of 
aldermen immediately followed, Presi¬ 
dent Carter in the chair and Aldermen ■ 
Bacon, Bosson, Burr, Cabot, Condrin, 
Converse, Holmes, Jones, Lyons, Pal¬ 
mer. Stone, Underwood, Weston and 
White being present. 

Two venires for grand jurors for the 
U. S. Circuit Court were filled by Alder¬ 
man Bosson drawing tjiese names from 
the jury box,— 

Frederick A. Ward, Ward st„ Orrin 
C. Hubbard, Hillside avc., A. Winsor 
Weld. Suffolk road. J. B. Sanderson, 
Davis ave., Merton E. Hall, Newell 
road, Geo. W. Jacobs, Orris st., Walter 
S. F.dmnnds, Hancock st., Lee Porter, 
Auburn si.. Colon S. Ober, Centra! st., 
Harry F. Crafts, River st. 

Hearings were then held on petitions 
for wire attachments and pole locations 
as follows: 

Gas Light Co., locations on Suffolk 
I road and Woodman road, and attach¬ 
ments on Allerton road and Pleasant 
-ireet, at which no one apperned. 

Telephone Co for locations on Centre 
st, and on Warren st and for attach 
ments on California st., Prospect st.. 
and Langley road, at which no one ap¬ 
peared. 

On petition of the Gas Light Co for 
poles on Chester st., Mr. E. fl. Tarbell 
spoke earnestly in opposition saying that 
this was one of the most beautiful 
streets in Newton Highlands and now 
without poles. He suggested that it was 
feasible for the company to place its 
poles on Ihe properly line between e 
tates facing on Chester st and those olt 
i llowdoin street and serve both street 
without having poles on either roadway 
\t Ihe hearing on petitions of the 
Newton Street Railway Co for attach¬ 
ments on Auburn st and on Crescent st. 
Mr F F. Underwood appeared in op¬ 
position saying that these wires were 
dangerous and destroyed the trees hy 
setting them afire. That additional trim¬ 
ming would he necessary and further de¬ 
stroy the trees. Mr. C. A. Sylvester ap¬ 
peared for the Company and said that 


these petitions and the one which im¬ 
mediately followed, for attachments on 
Nevada st, were for telephone .wires on¬ 
ly for the Company's private telephone 
service. 

Mayor Warren transmitted to the 
Itoard the various resolutions adopted at 
citizens’ meetings held the previous week 
on the matter of B. & A. terminal at 
Park Square: also notices from Mr. W. 
M. Noble relative to defect on Centre 
st near store of W. F. Woodman and 
to gutters on Beacon and Centre sts 
which discharge water across the side¬ 
walk. and a communication stating that 
order of the board requiring photographs 
to l>e taken of all city buildings bail been 
executed. 

The list of jurors for 1907-08 was 
transmitted to the board by the 'Regis¬ 
trars of Voters and ordered approved. 

The proclamation of Gov. Guild for 
Lincoln's day, Feb. 1 was placed on file. 

On motion of Alderman Bosson the 
application of Elizabeth S. Warren for 
.soldier's Relief was taken front the files 
and referred to the Finance Committee. 

Hearings were ordered on March 4 on 
petitions of the Western Union Tele¬ 
graph Co for attachments on Centre 
and Washington sts.. of ihe Telephone 
Co for attachments on Hancock st and 
Paul st and of the Gas Light Co for 
poles on Kirkstall road and on Madison 
avc. 

Petitions oi M. J. Quinn for a wagon 
license, of Mrs. Thos. McGovern to keep 
an intelligence office Newton Highlands, 
and of S. V. Atamian to erect an addi¬ 
tion to wooden store on Mechanic st 
were referred to the Public Franchise 
Committee. 

Petition of residents of Waban for 
street watering on Pine Ridge road, 
Chestnut st.. Woodward st., Beacon st„ 
Irvington st., Windsor road. Crofton 
road and Xehoidcn road was referred to 
the Public Works Committee. 

On recommendation of the Public 
Works Committee the recommendations 
of the Joint Select Committee on Erect¬ 
ion oi a Technical high school building 
were approved and an order adopted 
authorizing the Mayor to select an archi¬ 
tect to prepare preliminary plans for 
such a building. 

On recommendation of the Public 
Franchise Committee, leave to withdraw 
was given Fred H. Cole on petition to 
run 2 automobiles for hire and to H. 
Shclman ml Abram Slicier for junk li¬ 
censes Licenses were granted L. A. 
Vaelton to keep and sell gasolene at 14 j 
Pleasant st and at 199 Commonwealth ' 
avc., William Hahn, for 6 t!i Class Li¬ 
quor, 103 Union st., and Skelton and 
Nichols, as Innholders at the Woodland 
Park hotel. On recommendation of the 
same Committee attachments were grant¬ 
ed the Telephone Company on Linden 
and Dedham sis. On recommendation of 
the finance Committee, $30,408 was 
granted for city expenses to March 13 
ami $92.617.5p for fixed charges of the 
water department for 1307. 

Alderman Painter then presented the 
following resolve.:— 

RESOLVED that the board of alder¬ 
men of the city of Newton approves of 
the action taken, opposing the removal 
of the terminal station of the Boston &• 
Albany Railroad Co. front the South 
Terminal station to Park Square in the 
city of Boston, by the Newton Centre 
Improvement Association at its meeting 
held Feb. 13, 1907, as expressed in the 
resolutions passed, copies of which are 
appended to this Resolve: and also ap 
proves of Ihe action taken upon the same 
-object at the meeting of citizens of 
Newton helil at ihe Nesvton Club on 
Feb. 14. 1907 as expressed by resolutions 
passed, copies of which arc appended. 
And it is hereby 

ORDERED, that die representatives 
of die city of Newton in the General 
Court of the Commonwealth of 1907 be 
requested to use their earnest endeavors 
to prevent the passage of any act that 
shall authorize the removal of such ter¬ 
minal station of the Boston ft Albany 
Railroad Company to Park Square, un 
less they are satisfied that the business 
am not he handled satisfactorily in the 
!•resent terminal. And it is further 
ORDERED, that a committer be ap¬ 
pointed composed of His Honor the 
Mayor, the president of the board of al 
dennen and four members of that board 
lo he appointed by the president, which 
shall act either by itself or in co-opera¬ 
tion with such other persons or com¬ 


mittees as may be appointed in opposing 
die removal of such terminal station. 

Alderman Palmer said :—The order as 
read puts into concrete form the posi¬ 
tion of the citizens of Newton as to the 
transfer of the passenger traffic of the 
Boston & Albany Rairoad Company 
front the South Station to Park Square. 
The meetings held last week at Newton 
Centre and the Ncwlon Chib were most 
earnest and the resolutions passed show 
that our people arc practically unani¬ 
mous iti their opposition to the change 
proposed. At the Newton Club there 
was but one voice raised in opposition 
to the resolutions that were passed, the 
parly in question, I am told, originally 
was opposed to this change but by con¬ 
tact with railroad officials seems to have 
become a little in favor, and in point¬ 
ing out to the meeting the error of its 
ways he stated that we missed entirely 
the vital point of the question, which 
was the freight situation, thereby show¬ 
ing l think that the gentleman himself 
was wrong. 

We arc opposed to the transfer of the 
passenger terminal from the South Sta¬ 
tion. If the freight terminals in the vi¬ 
cinity of die South Station arc inade¬ 
quate and if the freight and passenger 
trains interfere each with the other, 
then remove the freight terminal to 
elsewhere, Park Square if you please. 
The strongest argument which was 
brought to bear on the Legislature which 
authorized the construction of the South 
Terminal and the expenditure of mil¬ 
lions by the Railroad Companies and the 
City of Boston was that a Union Sta¬ 
tion for all the roads south of Boston 
would prove of great convenience to 
the citizens of this Commonwealth. 
From a selfish business point of view 1 
presume my own personal interests 
would be better served by retention of 
the freight terminals at Kneeland 
Street and the transfer of the passenger 
Imsiness to Park Square. As a citizen 
of Newton, however, 1 realize the ser¬ 
ious injury of such a move, making our 
City less attractive to prospective house 
owners and much less convenient to 
workers now in otir midst. As an Al¬ 
derman 1 should feel compelled to vote 
in favor of this order. I think it is per¬ 
fectly clear that this order should be 
passed unanimously, I believe that such 
will be the case, as I feel that we are all 
heartily and earnestly in favor of hav¬ 
ing the passenger terminal remain in the 
South Station. The first section of the 
order is really the practical one, the 
second section puts into operation that 
great thing which moves.about every¬ 
thing in this community, namely, public 
opinion, and which will in ihe end, I be¬ 
lieve settle this matter as it usually does 
those matters when it is aroused. The 
first section requests our representatives 
to oppose this change when ihe matter 
comes up in the Legislature, as it cer¬ 
tainly must for final settlement. This 
ortler will act as their credential, that in 
such opposition they are acting accord¬ 
ing to the will of the people. 

Later orders were passed by other 
cities will serve with them to bring about 
a thorough, honest, and earnest investi¬ 
gation of this whole subject and a right 
solution in tile end. 

Alderman Burr stid:—l also feel that 
it is of great importance that this order 
should be passed unanimously, I regret 
exceedingly lo state that it cannot be 
passed unanimously exactly in its pres¬ 
ent form. I feel very strongly that it 
is for our very best interests to continue 
going to Ihe South Terminal as we have 
in the past. I still have some feeling, 
that there ought to be in this order some 
little bit of a judicial tone which it 
seems to me in its present form it does 
not quite have. 

I have heard so far no opinions ex¬ 
pressed hy any of the officials of the 
Road on (his subject, 1 have not seen 
any man who has seen such opinions; I 
have heard many opinions expressed, as 
yet all on the other side, very intelligent 
ones, and a great deal oi thought and 
most intelligent thought has been given 
to ibis sillijvet. I have had it strongly 
represented to me that the action of this 
Board should be unanimous, and in that 
feeling ! heartily concur. Ilut when we 
pass an order asking our representatives 
to use their earnest endeavors to pre¬ 
vent the passage of an act that shall au¬ 
thorize the removal of the terminal sta¬ 
tion from the South Station to Park 
Spuare, although 1 feel strongly that 
they will honestly and in a fair minded 
way continue lo use such endeavors i 
do not feel that I can express nty opin¬ 
ion on such a question in such ait abso¬ 
lute way. 

Mr. Burr then offered an amendment 
which appears above in italics. 

Alderman Palmer believed that the 
language used hy the board should be 
as strong as possible, while Aldermen 
Cabot and Bosson favored the amend 
"'em. It was adopted by a vote of 8 to 6 
and the amendtil resolution unanimous¬ 
ly passed. 

The hoard at 9.03 P. M. adjourned

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BIG CARNATIONS. 

Th./ Were Cultivated In England In 
Shakeap :are'e Time. 

A tlnrisl any* that we pride ourselves 
nowadays im the size of our citron- 
Hour, but tlio florists of in hi years iiko 
grow carnations three to four Inches 
■cross, ns large as any that we see. 
•uil thought nothing wf It. 

"All through Spain, southern France 
and Italy the carnation Is the favorite 
Bower ami has hern for hundreds of 
years, but along the Mediterranean 
there are few glass houses, for In pro¬ 
tected situations and on southern 
■lopes of hills even delicate flowers 
grow outdoors sll winter long and 
blown ns freely nt Christmas as In 
July. 

"The big carnations, however, were 
not grown iti Spain or Italy, but In 
England outdoors during the summer 
time and before glass houses were 
known. They may have grown Just 
as large carnation flowers In Spain ns 
In England at that time, hut lu Eng¬ 
land there was record made of the 
fact and also of the size, while lu Spain 
there was not Shakespeare mentions 
carnations and gillyflowers, or July 
flowers, together ns blooming at the 
■ante season, which shows tlmt the 
carnation was then a summer flower, 
whereas in our greenhouses it is now 
■ winter bloomer. How the florists of 
those days trpnted the plants to ob¬ 
tain hlooms of such size nobody knows, 
for old time florists grew flowers in¬ 
stead of writing books about them. So 
all we know Is that they had very 
large carnations In Queen Elizabeth's 
time without knowing how they were 
grown.’’—St. I.ouls Globe-Democrat 


HIDDEN TREASURE. 

New Zealanders Dig For Kauri Gum 
In the Ground. 

Many New Zealanders And It profit¬ 
able to dig for hidden treasure. That 
for which they dig, however. Is not 
gold or Captain Kidd's 111 gotten 
wealth, though It hns a dull yellow 
color. It Is kauri gum, n resinous sub- 
stance which Is the product of the 
kauri pine tree. The gum can be se¬ 
cured from the trunks of trees while 
they are alive, for It protrudes In 
lumps, but It Is especially profitable 
to dig for It In the soil about the 
stumps remaining after the trees have 
been cut down. Sometimes chunks 
weighing as much as 1 (HJ pouuds arc- 
taken up from the ground. 

Digging for kauri gum Is profitable, 
for the gum Is used lu the manufacture 
of vurulsh, and apparently it Is one of 
those products of nature whose (tlaee 
canuot be filled by anything else which 
has yet been discovered. It has been 
found that It euu be used lu certain 
enamel paints, and this has hod the 
effect of bringing the demand up to a 
point above the supply. 

The knurl pine Is a magnificent tree. 
It rises as straight os n needle to a 
height of from 130 to 2<a> feet and 
attains at times n diameter of fifteen 
feet. It Is noted for Its (lark, dense 
foliage and Is much need for masts 
for vessels constructed for the British 
navy.

Mid ■Winter Meeting oi the Maseechuietts 
Stele Federation ol Women's Clubs 

The Mid-Winter meeting of the State 
Federation was held at Attleboro on 
February IS, by invitation of the Attle¬ 
boro Federal ion of Women's Chibs. 
Mrs. Herbert C. Bliss, president of tile 
Attleboro federation, extended the 
greeting to the large number of visit¬ 
ing delgatcs, to which Miss Helen A. 
Whittier, president of the State Feder¬ 
ation, responded in her customary 
gracious maimer. The address of the 
morning was given by Mr. Charles H. 
Morse, Secretary of the Commission on 
Industrial Education, who spoke on 
” i lie Work of the Commission."' After 
outlining in brief the history of the coin- 
mission, Mr. Morse turned to the real 
problems which confront that body at 
the present time, lie said in pan; 

"li is admitted today that there are 
25.0011 children in the Commonwealth 
between the ages of fourteen and six¬ 
teen who are at work in the unskilled 
industries, or idle. The Commonwr-dth 
of Massachusetts must face this ques¬ 
tion, What is its duty to these children? 
Whatever is best for the child will be 
best for the Commonwealth. The State 
has now for the first time taken steps 
toward the providing of schools which 
wil lit men to become skilled artisans. 
It has been said by some that track- 
unions would oppose such schools on 
the ground that they would flood the 
labor market. I do not find this to be 
the opinion of the labor leaders. Labor 
has nothing to fear from the skilled 
mechanic. It is evident that the duty of 
the Commission is to conserve the in¬ 
terests of both la Ivor and capital. The 
Comission believes that tiic school 
course for tile boy should not be less 
than a ihree-year course, possibly four. 
At this end of the course he should re¬ 
main still under the supervision of the 
school authorities and his work in the 
manufactory should be followed. When 
lie had completed tile necessary appren¬ 
ticeship of his trade by contact with 
actual manufacturing conditions in com¬ 
petitive business, the Commonwealth of 
Massarlntsett- should issue a certificate 
or diploma, which would be recognized 
the world over as a guarantee that the 
man possessing the same was a journey¬ 
man. 

“As the young man is being fitted for 
liis duty to society as well as to his em¬ 
ployer mid himself, so the girl must he 
educated .with the same thought in mind. 
She will in a large majorty of cases be¬ 
come the wile and mother, the ’home- 
maker.' She should therefore he taught 
the elements of domestic science, the 
value of foods, and the most economical 
way of making them palatable. Her 
artistic sense should also be developed. 

" i akiug into consideration the fact 
that there will be numbers of the gradu¬ 
ates of these schools who even after old 
age approaches will be glad to retire to 
the agricultural industry, it would be 
wise in my opinion to teach or to have 
courses in agriculture in those schools, 
a- well as purely agricultural secondary 
schools, in rural communities. These 
schools should not be high schools with 
agricultural courses hut should In- agri¬ 
cultural school' with some high school 
courses, that the farmer's hoys and girl- 
may be fitted to make the most of life. 
With sttch schools properly conducted, 
the moral tone of onr industrial commu¬ 
nities will he materially raised, and Mas¬ 
sachusetts will be in the future, as in the 
past, tlie leader in educational as well 
a.- industrial development.” 

Miss Georgia A. Bacon, chairman of 
the local biennial board, spoke briefly of 
plaits now under way for entertaining 
the General Federation in 1'XIK. She 
urged the cooperation of every club and 
stated that many encouraging replies 
have already been received in regard to 
the finances needed for the eiitcrtain- 
J mem oi this great body. She desired, 
however, that the contributions should 
not he perfunctory, but should lie sent 
i- free-will offerings from the chilis. 
Xinoiiiits from $1(1 to $500 have already 
iieen promised, lint so far the banner 
club is one in Ntth-lmm: with a mem¬ 
bership of forty it ha- pledged $100 u- 
it contribution. 

The Federation went on record a- 
reaffirming it-, former position in tug ! 
:ng it- members to abstain from wvar-

of Education, provides merely that 
cities and towns may establish pension 
funds for teachers and is intended to 
enable school committees to retire 
teachers of long service when the 
profier time conics. This bill produced 
a lively discussion, for many of the dele¬ 
gates felt that the situation was not 
well enough understood for them to 
vote intelligently upon it. Some perti¬ 
nently inquired if (lie teachers Ihcm- 
sdves really wanted it. Others feared 
that the teachers would be taxed a part 
of their present inadequate salary to ob¬ 
tain the fund, and still others felt that 
it would lie much better if the salaries 
could be increased sufficiently to enable 
the teachers to save for themselves. To 
these Mrs. Cabot replied that the bill 
was merely permissive and no method 
is named as to how the money should 
he secured. One delegate, a member of 
the school committee in a small town, 
-aid the committee to which she 
belonged would be very glad if they 
might be allowed to retire certain ones 
on a pension. Upon bring put to vole 
the bill was endorsed, though by a 
rather small majority. 

Miss Bacon spoke for two bills rela¬ 
tive to civil service rules. One pro¬ 
vides that certain heads of departments 
in cities should conic under civil ser¬ 
vice rules. The other, I louse Bill 80S. 
extends to Spanish War veterans the 
same exemptions from civil service rules 
that apply to the Civil War veterans. 
For this she desired the opposition of 
the women. 

Three others were: The taxing of 
hill boards, the transfer of factory in¬ 
spection from the department of the 
district police to that of the State Board 
ol Health, and a hill on industrial in¬ 
surance, providing .that it may be done 
by Savings Batiks. Action on these bills 
was postponed until tin- afternoon ses¬ 
sion. 

Luncheon was served hv the Young 
Ladies' Mission Circle of the Congrega¬ 
tional Church to between three and four 
hundred delegates and the comfort of 
the visitors most carefully attended to 
by the hostess clubs. 

The afternoon session opened, as hail 
the morning one, with an organ recital 
hv Miss Annie Wheaton Smith. This 
was followed by a group of songs charm¬ 
ingly rendered by Mrs. KildntT of Bos¬ 
ton. 

The address of the afternoon was by 
Dr. Henry Lafavour, President of 
Simmons College, on "The Advantages 
of Business Training fpr Women.” 

President Lefavour said: "The pros¬ 
perity and happiness of a community is 
largely dependent on the useful activity 
of all its members, men and women, anil 
it is a serious outlook if any of onr 
social trends lead to an increase of 
either idle men or idle women. Women 
are as important an economic factor as 
men. Civilization has tended to dimin¬ 
ish their availability for certain pur¬ 
poses. t>u the other hand the present 
tendency of the scale of living is to 
produce an increasingly large class of 
women who must contribute to their 
own support and to the support of per¬ 
sons dependent ii|xm them. Even out¬ 
side of the realm of commercial in¬ 
dustry there is a growing need of more 
business-like training. The home in 
which most women are naturally and 
rightly employed now requires more and 
more administrative capacity rather 
than industrial training. 

"If the proper business training can 
he secured women will become more 
and more available as assistants in 
-dfievs of business and professional men. 
As fast as they are ready to assume it. 
more responsibility will be given to 
them. Commercial offices will differ¬ 
entiate their tasks in order to make use 
of the peculiarly valuable help that j 
women can give. Every advance made 1 
in ro.-ponsihic positions will increase | 
the number of position-; available for 
those women who are less well trained. 

"Into this training must enter a cul¬ 
tivation of general intelligence, which 
includes not merely knowledge Imt a 
development and training of the gen¬ 
eral i acuities; secondly, a special culti¬ 
vation of some particular knowledge or 
art which is to be utilized; and third, a 
development of that peculiar inventive j 
I tower -if adapting means to ends which j 
we call executive capacity. A compari- | 
-on of the woman 1 of a century ago with j 
the woman of today -hows how great 
a development has already taken place. 
Women will never go into business in 
any great numbers, for the home will 
always need most of them, bat with 
proper training the contribution made 
bv all will be greatly increased in effi¬ 
ciency anil value." 

The l-'edcralion without dissent voted 
to endorse the hill for extending civil 
service control to head of departments, 
al-o for the taxing of billboard-, and 
for the trau-fi-r of factory inspection to 
the State Board of Health, but the ques¬ 
tion of Saving- Banks insurance brought 
••ut another spirited discussion. While 
it was carried by vote of KX to 85, a 
'arge number refrained from voting,, not , 
feeling sufficiently well informed upon > 
tin- matter. This difference of opinion ’ 
oid de-ire for full information -.how j 
nrogre-- among the women and should ;

The meeting 
adjourned with a vote of thanks to the 
Attleboro Federation for its delightful 
hospitality.

1 f every one who is caused unhappi¬ 
ness by seeing such cruelty would not 
turn away to be spared the discomfort, 
but be up and doing, start agitation, 
make the guilty suffer, conditions might 
be bettered. No reform was ever start¬ 
ed by closing eyes to unhappy condi¬ 
tions. If a driver has no love in him 
for his horse, perhaps it can be cultivat¬ 
ed—if not he cannot'be ruled bv love, 
then he must be ruled by fear—by the 
consciousness that the public are watch¬ 
ing him and that he may be punished. 

If every one would constitute oneself 
an individual S. P. C. A. much might 
he accomplished. 

We would wish that with regard to 
the express horses going to Boston 
daily, the horse or pair need go only 
every alternate day and be allowed to 
rest the other and that pungs could he 
had when there is sleighing, but per¬ 
haps this would be two ideal a state.
